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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 3, 1941 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Middlesex, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Burlington 
in the County of Middlesex: 


Greeting: 

In the name of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
vou are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Monday 
the third day of February next, at 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles :— 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers on 
one ballot, namely :—Moderator for one year, three Select- 
men for one year, one Assessor for three years, one member 
of the School Committee for three years, one Park Com- 
missioner for three years, one Town Clerk for three years, 
one Library Trustee for three years, one Cemetery Commis- 
sioner for three years, one Treasurer for one year, one 
Collector of Taxes for one year, one Tree Warden for one 
year, one First Constable for one year, and one Second Con- 
stable for one year, one member of the Board of Public 
Welfare for three years, one member of Planning Board 
for two years, (to fill vacaney), one member of Planning 
Board for four years (to fill vacaney) and one member of 
Planning Board for five years. 


Article 2. To act on the reports of Selectmen, Board 
of Public Welfare, Treasurer, Collector, Assessors, Cemetery 
Commissioners, Library Trustees, Town Clerk, Board of 


Health, Town Accountant and the various other Town 
Officers. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
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borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1941, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 4. Tc raise and appropriate money to defray 
the expenses of the Town for the current financial year, 
and determine through whom the same shall be expended, 
for the following departments and accounts: Schools and 
Transportation, Highways, Snow and Ice, Street Lights, 
Repairs of Macadam Streets, W.P.A. Department of Public 
Welfare, State Aid, Aid to Dependent Children, Old Age 
Assistance, Soldiers’ Relief, Vocational Schools, Library, 
Park Department, Town Reports, Memorial Day, Tax 
Titles, Reserve Fund, Insurance, Cemeteries, Interest, 
Maturing Debt, Selectmen’s .Department, Treasurer’s 
Department, Collector’s Department, Assessors’ Depart- 
ment, Legal Department, Town Clerk’s Department, 
Elections and Registrations, Town Hall Maintenance, 
Town Hall Furnishings, Police and Constables, Fire Pro- 
- tection, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Moth Depart- 
ment, Tree Warden’s Department, Inspector of Buildings, 
Health Department, Inspector of Animals, Town Accouni- 
ant’s Department, and Inspector of Slaughtering, and to 
take any necesSary action in connection therewith. Also 
to take any action in relation to the Revenue Account. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works 
for aid for general highway purposes under Section 26-29, © 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and amendments thereof, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote: to instruct 
the Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public 
Works and the County Commissioners for aid in the re- 
construction of Winn Street and to raise and appropriate a 
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sum of money to be used in conjunction with any money 
received from the State and County, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public 
Works and the County Commissioners for aid in the re- 
construction of Lexington Street and to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used in conjunction with any 
money received from the State and County, or do or act 
anything in relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public 
Works and the County Commissioners for aid in the recon- 
struction of Bedford Street and to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to be used in conjunction with any money 
received from the State and County, or do or act anything 
in relation to the same. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to accept from 
the Trustees under the will of Marshall Simonds the sum of 
not more than Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000), Three Thou- 
sand Dollars ($3,000), to be spent under the direction of the 
Park Commissioners for the improvement of Simonds Park, 
Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) to be spent for material, 
equipment and expenses on Federal Projects in the Town 
of Burlington, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum sufficient to pay the County of Middlesex, as re- 
quired by law, the Town’s share of the net cost of the care, 
maintenance, and repair of the Middlesex County Tubereu- 
losis Hospital, as assessed in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 111 of the General Laws and Acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto including Chapter 400, See- 
tion 25 G (6) (a) of the Acts of 1936 or take any action in 
relation thereto. | 
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Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row im accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the 
Acts of 1933, as amended for the purpose of providing funds 
to meet ordinary maintenance expenses, such borrowing in 
no event to exceed the amount of the tax titles held in excess 
of the amount owing to the Commonwealth for similar loans 
previously made, or do or act anything in relation to the 
same, 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize a 
Committee of five to investigate and report on the question 
of establishing a water system, and to apprépriate a sum of 
inoney for the expenses of said committee, which shall be 
appointed by the Moderator at the meeting when the vote is 
passed, said committee may report at any Town Meeting, 
but shall report not later than the Annual Town Meeting of 
1942, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Health to make collections of rubbish twice per 
month, and to appropriate a sum of money to pay for the 
same, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to establish a 
police force, of which the Chief and the officers shall be 
subject to appointment by the Board of Selectmen, or do or 
act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to construct a 
sidewalk on Center Street and on Winn Street, from the 
Woburn line to the Town Hall, and appropriate a sum of 
money for the same, or do or act anything in relation to the 
same. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to build a fire station or to re- 
model the present station to relieve the crowded and unsani- 
tary condition, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 
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Article i7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and av- 
propriate a sum of money to clean out brooks, making them 
suitable for a pumping engine in case of fire, or do or act 
anything in relation to the same. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to install street 
lights in the Village Farms and Burlington Farms sections 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Planning Board, in conjunction with the Board of Sur- 
vey, to draw up a set of regulations with respect to the lay- 
ing out of public ways within the limits of the Town, or do 
or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $35.00 or some other amount to defray 
the expenses of the Planning Board, or do or act anything in 
relation to the same. 


Article 21. To receive and act on the reports of all 
Committees heretofore appointed. | 

Article 22. To see what disposition the Town make of 
the Bank and Corporation Taxes. 

And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting 
up attested copies thereof, one on the billboard at Town 
Hall, one on the billboard at Winnmere, one on the billboard 
at Wilmington Road, and one on the billboard at Woods 
Corner in said Town, seven days at least before the time of 
holding said meeting.

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PROCEEDINGS AT ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
FEBRUARY 3, 1941 


At the Annual Town Meeting, February 3, 1941 the 
Moderator Charles W. Bennett did not appear to preside at 
tne election whereupon the Town Clerk announced that a 
Moderator pro tem would have to be elected by ballot. At 
this point Frank A. Meaney made a motion that the Town 
clerk be authorized to cast one ballot for Joseph L. Foster, 
Moderator pro tem. The ballot ‘being cast, Joseph L. Foster 
was sworn by the Clerk and immediately took up his duties 
as Presiding Cfficer. 

The meeting was then called to order by Joseph L. 
Foster, Moderator, and the Clerk read the warrant as far as 
Article 3 when a motion was made by Albert G. Vigneau to 
dispense with the reading of the rest of the warrant, which 
motion was so voted.

were sworn and package said to contain 1500 official ballots 
were delivered to the ballot clerks and receipt taken there- 
for. The ballot box was examined and found to be empty 
and the register was at 0000. The ballot box was locked by 
the Presiding Officer and the keys delivered to the Con- 
stable, Malcolm J. MacKacheren according to law. 


The Polls were declared open at 10:16 A. M. Three 
people were assisted in voting and there was one spoiled 


ballot. 


At 2 P. M. the following tellers were sworn in—Claire 
McLaughlin, Charles E. Gill, Dora Staples, Catherine 
Graham, Abbie McEleney, Evelyn Welsh, Thomas Keating, 
Marjorie Williams, Jeannette McMulln, Margaret O’Connor, 
John Walsh and Evilo McGinnis. 
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At 6 P. M. Allan F. Cronin, Julia M. Connors and Frank 
Welsh were sworn as election officers. 

At 2:10 P. M. the ballot box registered 300—by agree- 
ment, the Presiding Officer, assisted by the Clerk opened 
the ballot box and the election officers proceeded to canvass 
and count the ballots. At 4:45 P. M. the ballot box registered 
001 and the ballots were canvassed and counted by the elee- 
tion officers. At 7.00 P. M. tha ballot box registered 
(60—the ballots at this time were taken from the ‘box and 
once more counted and canvassed by the election officers. 
At 8 P. M. the ballot box registered 983—this hour marked 
the closing of the polls. The ballot box was opened again 
and the remaining ballots were taken from the box and the 
election officers again canvassed and counted the ballots— 
the absent ballots numbering 35, were taken care of accord- 
ing to the statutes. The total number of ballots being cast 
for the annual town election, February 3, 1941 was 1018.

FEBRUARY 17, 1941 


Meeting called to order at 8:20 P. M. by the Mederator 
and the minutes of the last meeting read iby the Clerk after 
which the different articles were taken up. 


Article 2—(Reports of Town Officers) Voted that we 
accept the reports of all the Town Officers. 


Article 3—Voted that the Town authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1941, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. The 
vote was unanimous. 


Article 4—Schools and Transportation—-Voted that we 
raise and appropriate the sum of $43,081.32, to be used 
together with the dog license refund of $418.68, the grand 
total being $43,500.00 to defray the expenses of Schools and 
Transportation, the same to include the transportation of 
the parochial school children, that $100.00 of this amount be 
reserved for the salaries of the school committee, $34.00 for 
the Chairman and $33.00 each, for the other two members, 
that all unpaid bills of 1940 be taken care of out of this ap- 
propriation, the same to be spent under the direction of the 
Sehool Committee. 


HIGHWAYS—Voted that we raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,250.00 for the maintenance of highways, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


SNOW. AND ICE—Voted that the Town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $6,500.00 for the removal of snow and 
ice, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 
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At this point Mr. Vigneau asked to have Article 18 
taken up which article pertains to street lights in the Village 
Farms and Burlington Farms sections. It was voted to install 
street lights in these two sections—but the number of lights 
were not to exceed ten. 


STREET LIGHTS—Voted that we raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $3'000.00 for street lights, to: be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


REPAIRS OF MACADAM STREETS—Chapter 90— 
Voted that we raise and appropriate the sum of $38,250.00 
for the repairs and maintenance of macadam streets, the 
same to be used in conjunction with any money received 


from the State or County, to be spent under the direction 
ef the Selectmen. 


W. P. A—Voted that we raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,000.00 for W. P. A. Projects, to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE—Voted that 
we raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000.00 for the Wel- 
fare Department, $800/00 of this amount to be used _ for 
salaries and expenses of this department, $200.00 for each 
member and $200.00 for the expenses of the Board, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Public Welfare De- 
partment. 


STATE ATD—Voted that we raise and appropriate the 
sum of $50.00 for State Aid, to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN—Voted that we 
raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for aid to depend- 
ent children, the same to be spent under the direction of the 
Department of Public Welfare. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE—Voted that we raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $14,000.00 for the Old Age Assistance 
Department, the same to be spent under the direction of the 
Welfare Department.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF—Voted that the sum of $1,500.00 
be raised and appropriated for Soldiers’ Relief, the same to 
be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS—Voted that we raise and 
appropriate the sum of $650.00 for Vocational Schools, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee. 


LIBRARY—Voted that we raise and appropriate the 
sum of $550.00 for the expenses of the Library, the same to 
~ be spent under the direction of the Library Trustees. 


PARK DEPARTMENT—Voted that we dismiss the 
article pertaining to the Park Department. 


TOWN REP'ORTS—Voted that we raise and approprt- 
ate the sum of $551.30 for Town Reports, to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


MEMORIAL DAY—Voted that the sum of $125.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the observance of Memorial 
Day, the same to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men, 


TAX TITLES—Voted that the sum of $300.00 be raised 
and appropriated for Tax Titles, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 

RESERVE FUND—Voted that the sum of $250.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Reserve Fund, the same to 
be distributed under the direction of the Finance Committee. 


INSURANCE—Voted that the sum of $1,800.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Insurance Account, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


~ CEMETERIES—Voted that the sum of $800.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Cemetery Account, and that 
we transfer the sum of $1,000.00 from the sales of cemetery 
lots and graves account to the cemetery account, the total 
of both being $1,800.00 for cemetery account, for beautify- 
ing and maintaining the cemeteries, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the cemetery commissioners.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Tio the School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madam Chairman and Members: 

This is my fourth and last report as Superintendent oz 
Schools for the Town of Burlington, and covers the period 
from January Ist of July 1st, 1941. As in previous reports, 
the material will be broken down into various sub-heads for 
ready reference. 


THE GRADE SCHOOL. It is interesting to note that 
the Union School is becoming more educationally efficient 
each year. The smaller groups with which the teachers have 
been working have for the past two years resulted in a 
great deal of improvement educationally. 

THE OPPORTUNITY CLASS. The Opportunity Class 
has done a fine piece of work in helping children who are not | 
successfully meeting the classroom problems to adjust them- 
selves to their school environment. Under the leadership of 
Miss Elizabeth Gale this group has shown a remarkaible im- 
provement. 

I should like to recommend that in the fall the larger 
boys of this group be given an opportunity to work at the 
Junior-Senior High School where the facilities for training 
are much better than those of the Union School. Having the 
elder boys at the High School will correct a social problem 
which seems to have an unfortunate effect not only on the 
boys of the class ‘but also on the other pupils of the first six 
erades. 


THE TESTING PROGRAM. This year the Stanford 
Achievement Tests and the Pintner General Ability Tests 
were administered. The Stanford Tests were administered 
and corrected by the senior students of the Lowell Teachers 
College. The testing program gives an objectivity to school 
work which correlates well with the objectives of the course 
of study. One of the things that most teachers feel in regard 
to their work is that they have not had a measure of the 
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progress which they have been able to make with a particu- 
lar group. The testing program eliminates this difficulty and 
shows the progress that a group has made as compared with 
national norms. The tests have proven helpful for remedial 
measures. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. The textbooks at the 
Union School are in good condition for the most part, but in 
some instances the books and materials are considerably out 
of date. The needs at the present time are that a new set of 
Social Studies Books be introduced in grades 4, 5, and 6; 
that a new series of Arithmeties be introduced in grades 3 
through 6; and that consideration be given to the English 
program. 

THE TEACHING STAFF. The town is fortunate to be 
able to retain the services of a competent group of con- 
scientious teachers in the grade school. Though the salary 
schedule adopted 3 years ago has been in effect and has in 
some measure brought the salaries of the group nearer to the 
average salaries of the State, there is still the problem of 
building the salaries of the grade school teacher up to the 
state average. The community should seriously consider the 
advisability of paying high enough salaries so that teachers 
may be retained for a longer period of time. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS. Though the Union 
School is an old building, it is in rather a good physical con- 
dition. The community and the School Committee are to be 
commended on the excellent way in which this building has 
been maintained for many years. Money spent for main- 
tenance is a sound investment. 

It has been previously recommended that the play area 
in the rear of the school ‘be resurfaced and seeded. This 
problem still is one of a serious nature and some effort 
should be made in the future to correct the undesirable con- 
dition that now exists. 

The cafeteria and kitchen in the basement of the Union 
School have been repainted and through the co-operation of 
the Board of Selectmen considerable new equipment for the 
serving of meals has been provided. Miss Rosatto’s art class 
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has made some colorful panels which should do much _ to 
make the lunchroom a more cheerful place in which to dine. 


THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL. For the sec- 
oud successive year the State Department of Education has 
given the Junior-Senior High School a Class A Rating. Ap 
efficient and capable corps of teachers and an enthusiastic 
student body have made the Burlington High School out- 
standing among the smaller high schools in this section of 
New England. Probably few in the community realize the 
tremendous asset a building such as the high school building 
can be. 

The Committee might well consider the possibility of 
extending the use of the building so that a larger proportion 
of the town’s citizens might avail themselves of the splendid 
educational facilities. Educational study and discussion 
groups in the evening would {be extremely helpful to the 
eommunity’s welfare. 

The possibility of using the shop and home economics 
lab for educational instruction should be given serious 
thought. The building is one of the community’s best assets 
and should be utilized as fully as possible. 


THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM. The classroom work 
of the school has continued on a high level and it is interest- 
ing to note that all of those who have applied for admission 
to college have successfully been admitted. It is a little 
early vet to determine just how effective a preparation for 
college can be given in the Burlington High School. But, in 
view of the fact that a very small portion of the graduating 
elass will each year go on to school, it seems that the policy 
of adjusting the curriculum so that it will be one which will 
best equip pupils to work and live in a democratic society is 
a sound one. Education today is going through a process of 
reorganization. Leaders in the field of educational endeavor 
are beginning to question the advisability of teaching the 
majority of pupils Latin and Algebra and Ancient History, 
which does not relate to daily problems. As a progressive 
community, Burlington may well consider the advisability of 
adapting the high school curriculum to the needs of the in- 
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dividuals and of the community rather than to the standards 
of colleges and universities which a large proportion of the 
pupils will never see. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. With the exception 
of the Junior High English and Social Studies program all 
of the books in the Junior and Senior High School are in ex- 
cellent shape. Miss Lambert’s work in music in the Junior 
and Senior High School has been badly handicapped through 
the lack of adequate texts. Miss Lambert has achieved ex- 
cellent results mimeographing material which she is teach- 
ing, but such an arrangement is not a desirable one, and the 
advisability of purchasing music books for the Junicr and 
Senior High School pupils is urgent. 


EXTRA-CURRICULAR ACTIVITIES. The program 
has been continued on the basis of providing an opportunity 
to participate to every boy and girl. One of the advantages 
of the small high school is that of individual instruction 
which pupils may receive in various activities that interest 
them. 


The school paper under the direction of Misses Burke 
and Donovan compares well with papers of other schools of 
our size. The yearbooks have been better than those of the 
other small schools due to the senior classes obtaining 
revenue through advertising. | 

Again this year the operetta was the primary dramatic 
function of the school and under Miss Lambert’s capable 
leadership was a decided success. 

The teachers of the Burlington School system are to be 
commended on their co-operation in connection with the tea- 
chers’ play which received a considerable sum of money to 
help support athletics. It is hoped that this performance will 
be continued as the community apparently enjoyed it, and 
it served to bring the teachers closer together through work- 
ing for a common cause. 

Our athletic teams made commendable showings in their 
games with other schools. The high standards of sportsman- 
ship which our boys and girls have exemplified reflect eredit 
con the leadership provided by the coaches. The community 
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has supported the athletic endeavors of the high school in 
a most desirable manner. Mr. Gove Sleeper and his commit- 
tee worked diligently to make the basketball award night the 
success it was. The gold basketballs presented to the in- 
dividuals on the teams will long be cherished by them. 


The senior girls’ shop group under Mr. Smith’s able di- 
rection learned a great deal of shop work which should be 
helpful, and the boys cooking class attracted widespread 
attention to its achievements. The senior boys and girls got 4 
great deal of pleasure from their work and learned much 
that should be of real value to them. 


THE SCHOOL LIBRARY. The small limited facilities 
of our school library are unfortunate. The only phase of the 
school’s education program which is not of the highest grade 
is that of hbrary facilities. Money should be appropriated 
for the support of the school library. Since the last report 
a new set of encyclopedias has been presented to the Bur- 
lington Library by the Burlington Minstrels, and the senior 
class has presented a new unabridged dictionary. These 
presentations will be greatly appreciated by the students 
and faculty in the years to come. 


THE TEACHING STAFF. Many changes in the teach- 
ing staff are to take place this June. Harold G. Norton’s 
election as Superintendent-Principal will prove a wise step, 
and George Higgins’ promotion to that of Assistant Principal 
is a well-deserved recognition of many years of conscien- 
tious service. 

Miss Harriet Pearsons resigned in April to be married, 
and Mr. Russell Lawry asked for and was granted a leave cf 
absence that he might enlist in the U.S. A. Army Air Corps,. 
Miss Dorothy Donovan has accepted a position in the Com- 
mercial Department of Andover Iligh School, and Miss Con-. 
stance Lee has accepted a position as Home Economies 
teacher in the Amherst High School. All of these people 
have made their contribution te the success of Burtington 
Junior-Senior High School during its first two years. 
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BUILDING AND GROUNDS. The WPA Project for 
grading around the high school building is about half com- 
pleted, and has added immeasurably to the appearance of 
the school. At some future time the possibility of developing 
athletic and recreational fields to the rear of the building 
might well be considered. The area to the rear of the schoo! 
right well be utilized to advantage. 


GENERAL COMMENT IN REGARD TO THE 
WHOLE SCHOOL SYSTEM 


ITBALTH. As was true of most school systems through- 
out the country this past year, attendance was lowered con- 
siderably by-a very severe epidemic during the winter 
months. Other than this one epidemic however, the general 
health of the school pupils has been very good. 

Dr. Spencer Taylor again conducted the school dental 
clinic and did a most satisfactory piece of work. It is un- 
fortunate that funds are not available for the support of 
this elinie. 


THE CAFETERIA PROGRAMS. The cafeteria pro- 
grams at the High School and Union School have been con- 
ducted with the help of NYA out of school girls, since the 
first of the year. Under the direction of Mrs. McIntire and 
Mrs. Symmes nourishing meals have been provided for all 
pupils who wish them. Those who are unable to pay are per- 
mitted to have meals free of charge. At one time during the 
winter, 422 of the 540 pupils in the school system were par- 
ticipating in the lunch program. | 


CONCLUSION. Burlington has a sound educational 
system, a good staff of teachers, and splendid equipment. 
‘he community should extend itself to take full advantage 
of these splendid assets. I want to express by appreciation to — 
the Town of Burlington for having given me the opportunity 
to work as Superintendent of Schools for the past 3 years. I 
have enjoyed’ my work and hope that I have been able to 
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erow as the school system has grown. The friendliness and 
co-operative attitude of the School Committee and school 
employees has added much to the pleasure of my work. I feel 
that under the capable leadership of Mr. Harold Norton the 
Burlington Schools will continue to lead the way among 
smaller school systems.

Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madam Chairman, Mrs. Barnum, and Gentlemen: 


In previous reports concerning the Music Department 
of the Burlington School System, I have outlined in detail 
tne work that is accomplished in each grade. Consequently, 
I shall not dwell at length on the content df each grade’s 
curriculum. 

The primary function of music teaching is to inspire in 
pupils a love of music. Since not every person is endowed 
with equal talents of performance, it cannot be expected 
that the same degree of accomplishment will be evidenced 
in each child. In view of this fact, a music supervisor may 
have to content himself with the pupil whose love of music 
is illustrated not in participation, but in listening. Musie 
appreciation best influences this type of pupil. 

At the conclusion of the sixth grade, the average pupil 
should be quite efficient in regard to note reading. He has 
been taught time signatures, key signatures, note values, 
rests, staff vocabulary, diatonic major and minor seales, and 
chromatic scales. He has had enough theory so that he can 
help himself to read musie. 

At this time, it might be interesting to review a few of 
the accomphshments of the music department. An operetta 
‘“Pegoy and the Pirate,” was presented last spring. This 
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was the second annual operetta, and in a few weeks, the 
pupils will be at work on a third. 


Our Parent-Teacher Meetings have been entertained by 
nine girls who have taken particular interest in music. They 
have contributed much to school functions. The efforts of 
these girls have been rewarded by the gift of vestments to 
them from the Parent-Teacher Association. These lovely 


robes will be retained in the high school for the use of future 
groups. 


During the Christmas season, a play ‘‘Christmas in 
Merrie England,’’ was presented by the pupils of the Junior- 
Senior High School. Traditional musie was woven through- 
out the play by soloists and groups of singers. 


It is expected that each grade will make a contribution 
in connection with its music accomplishment to the exhibit 
night. The grades will soon prepare for this block of work. 


Although our musie department is functioning smooth- 
lv, we are severely handicapped by a lack of music in the 
Junior and Senior High, and by the need for replacement 
of books in the grade school. It is hoped that this situation 
will soon be remedied. 


Victrolas and pianos add much to stimulate music 
appreciation. As it would be ideal to have a victrola in each 
room, I should appreciate the eift of any that have no 
further use to their owners. Very often people destroy old 
victrolas, not knowing the value they play in music classes. 


In closing, may I express my sincere thanks to Mr. 
Norton, the School Committee, the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, and the teachers, for their cooperation in behalf of 
music in the Burlington School System.

Report of School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee » 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


Madam Chairman and Members: 


I herewith submit my report as School Nurse for the year 
ending December 31, 1941. Last winter our attendance was 
lowered because of the severe epidemic of colds. 

Through the cooperation of the State Department of 
Health it was made possible to have the use of the audio- 
meter last year for testing the hearing of school children. 
Parents were notified of the pupils having defective hear- 
ing, 

In the summer round-up many children were taken to 
and from the hospital, where each had a tonsillectomy done. 

Five hundred and eighty children have been weighed 
and measured quarterly during the year. Very few are found 
under weight. 

A physical examination of all the children in the grade 
school and high school was made by the school physician 
assisted by the school nurse and notices of defects sent home 
to the parents. In many instances, I have taken the children 
to the dentist, to the oculist, to the hospital for tonsils and 
adenoids. Many children need this work done. Parents 
should make every effort to correct any difficulties along 
these lines. 

The School Dental Clinic was held last January and 
Kebruary under the direction of Dr. Spencer Taylor. Con- 
siderable work was done in that short time. Due to lack of 
funds this greatly needed work could not be carried on, 

This fall there was quite a scarlet fever scare. However 
under the close supervision in the schools by the teachers, 
doctor and nurse, it did not become an epidemic, even if it 
did strike into nine homes. 

At present there is a number of cases of chicken pox. 
This could be checked if parents would please isolate the 
patient until all crusts have disappeared. 
| Many have been absent with colds and sore throats. 
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When they return to school, throats are examined, tempera- 
tures taken. If any fever is found, they are again taken 
home. There are still a few cases of pediculosis, but very 
little impetigo. 

T shall endeavor to be of as much assistance as possible 
always, and shall welcome any questions or criticisms at any 
time pertaining to my position or the children entrusted to 
my care. 

In closing | wish to express my appreciation for the 
splendid support, encouragement and cooperation which I[ 
har received from the School Committee, Superintendent, 
teachers and parents.

Report of the Director of Athletics

The year 1941 has been encouraging for our High 
School Athletic Association. Our debt, necessitated by the 
institution of all sports at once two years ago, has been 
ereatly reduced by various endeavors sponsored by the Ath- 
letic Association. Expenses this year, in addition to our? 
original debt, have been kept at a minimum by taking ex- 
treme care of our present equipment and spending only for 
its upkeep, for medical supplies, officials fees, and other 
such necessary running expenses. 

Boys’ and girls’ basketball is the only sport paying its 
own way. This is due, of course, to the fact we have our 
eymnasium to which a compulsory admittance fee can be 
charged, and also to the popularity of the sport among the 
townspeople and student body. 
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~Hootball and baseball have been carried on and our ori- 
ginal: debt lessened by a varied program of Athletic Asso- 
ciation activities throughout the year. 

The most successful of these was a whist party in mid- 
December which netted the Association close to two hun- 
dred dollars. Especial thanks are due all the townspeople 
and other friends of our school who contributed to this 
party through the donation of prizes, buyine and selling 
tickets, and attending the party itself. 

Attendance at football games has brought some income, 
plus dances, a lecture, and student membership in the Asso- 
ciation. 

Since the passage of additional Federal tax laws, admis- 
sion prices for all our activities have had to be raised by the 
required ten per cent. This has been eladly paid by a sport- 
ing and patriotic public. 

To all who have contributed to a successful year—to the 
School Committee, our Superintendent, teachers, pupils and 
especially the generous townspeople and friends—the Atli- 
letic Association of Burlington High School expresses its 
deepest gratitude. Well-grounded future citizens will make 
the investment one worthwhile.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


School Committee

Madam Chairman and Members: 


My first report is one covering the period beginning 
July: 1, 1941 and ending December 31, 1941. It is intended 
to denote a continuation of the same general procedures i 
effect prior to my officially beginning the work of your 
school superintendent. As you are entitled to expect it wil 
denote a period of constant striving toward improvement. 
This statement should not be construed to lead one to believe 
that our school is in anything but a healthy condition. Since 
my predecessors report is very clear in detail and covers 
many things which I ordinarily would cover I shall elimin- 
ate many and comment on some. 


THE GRADE SCHOOL 


This school continues to operate as an efficient unit and 
eredit should be given to a very capable cooperative staff of 
teachers under the capable leadership of Miss Mabel Whit- 
temore. You parents have shown keen interest and we wel. 
come your visits in order that you may see the school in 
operation and talk over your children’s difficulties with the 
principal and teachers. 


THE OPPORTUNITY Ci/ASS: Several of the larger 
and older pupils have been transferred to the Junior High 
School where they are now operating as a unit. This certainly 
has tended to bring about better work on their part because 
of the materials and equipment present in Junior High 
School that isn’t to be found in the Union School. It is also 
believed that being with an age group comparable to their 
own that they are much happier in their work. They are 
good school citizens and are taking their places as a vital 
cog in our educational system. It is hoped and in some cases 
expected that some of these pupils will soon find their way 
to regular grade placement. It is the opinion of your super-

intendent that these pupils are entitled to participation in 
all those activities open to regular grade pupils. These 
pupils have been so treated and to date it seems that this 
idea is proving sound. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES: A new set of mathe- 
matics books has been purchased for grades four, five and 
six to replace those so completely worn that it was impossi- 
ble to again place them in the hands of pupils. Workbooks 
have been purchased to place in reading classes of the lower 
orades. 


THE TEACHING STAFF: This last year has _ wit- 
nessed the largest turn over in teaching jpersonnel for many 
years. It is to be expected that the coming year will cause 
a similar turnover. The National Crisis has been the princi- 
pal instrument in bringing about these changes. Our teachi- 
ing staff is competent and cooperative, and it is hoped that 
the citizens of the town will realize that they must do every- 
thing in their power to maintain the teaching standards that 
this staff so ably is upholding. 


JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The third year of operation finds this school well or- 
ganized and functioning efficiently. Already we are able to 
report that our graduates are doing well in their chosen 
fields. It will, however, take a longer period of time in order 
that we may get a true picture of the preparation your sec- 
ondary school is offering the pupils. It is believed that our 
program offers good sound training to the youth in attend- 
ance. Parents should more than ever realize the vital im- 
portance of secondary education and urge their sons and 
daughters to truly make the most out of the opportunity 
presented them. 


THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM: The scholastie pro- 
eram is quite similar to previous years. The school now 
offers a more intensified course in practical arts. Automo- 
tive mechanics is now available to the boys of the special 
class. Mechanical drawing is now taught on a greater scale 
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than before. The work done by the students reflects credit 
upon their interest in the work and the capable instructions 
they are receiving. In the home economies department there 
is now a tenaency to divide the training equally between 
cooking and sewing. It is believed that there are some in the 
senior high school who would profit more if they devoted 
more time to domestic training. A select group of girls are 
now engaged in choral speaking training. This training 
seems worthwhile as may be attested by many other schools 
which have included this in their program over a period of 
years. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES: Music books and 
Junior high literature books are the most urgent needs in 
the textbook line. It is hoped that it will be possible to 
supply them soon. It is expected that it will become in- 
creasingly difficult to buy textbooks and materials, and that 
there will be a sharp advance in price. Citizens of the town 
] know are aware of this and will not let the educational 
needs of their youth suffer if it is at all possible to prevent 
te 


THE LIBRARY: Our library is growing, but there is 
still great need of supplementary material. Books for use 
in connection with English are very much lacking. It would 
be well if we had sufficient good reading material so that 
pupils would not have to depend entirely upon the town 
hbrary or nearby hbraries. 


TEACHING STAFF: There have been many changes 
in the teaching personnel. Everyone seems to be doing his 
part in a willing and cooperative way. It is hoped that our 
teachers will find it to their advantage to remain with us, 
but with conditions such as they are teachers are expected 
to move along to places offering greater financial security. 


THE CAFETERIA: The cafeterias are functioning 
about as they did last year. The rising cost of foods and the 
Jack of certain commodities that we were accustomed to re- 
ceiving has made it necessary to increase the cost of lunches. 
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It is not unlikely that it will be necessary to again advance 
the price if the cost of food increases. At the present, we do 
willingly give lunches to pupils whose parents find it 
finanelially impossible to spare the regular amount each 
week. A general betterment in the health of the pupils is 
quite evident. It is hoped that still more pupils will take 
part in our lunch program. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS: The building is in good 
eondition and its appearance is greatly improved by the 
landscaping. The grading has been completed with spacious 
well made lawns and ample parking space. | 


ATTENDANCE: ‘The attendance of the entire school 
system could be greatly improved, and we urge the parents 
to make added effort to have their children in school every 
day that they are well and able to go. Nothing is optional 
in this matter, every phase of school attendance is covered 
by law and the School Department will gladly elarify any- 
thing relating to the same that is vague in the minds of the 
parents. 


CONCLUSION: Your schools are a most vital organ in 
promoting the welfare and well being of the community. 
They need your full cooperation and support. Consider the 
youth of your community and their well being when you 
have under consideration the matter of school appropria- 
tion. Money spent for education has been proven to be a 
wise investment. Let us maintain our school and thus train 
our youth on the highest possible level. 


I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to my fellow 
workers in the teaching personnel, and the willing coopera- 
tion and counsel manifested by the School Committee.

The following is a report of some of the activities of the 
Middlesex County Extension Service in the town of Burhng- 
ton during the year 1941: 


Many farm visits were made to farmers during the year, 
especially vegetable growers and poultrymen. Considerabie 
time was spent with those interested in raising cabbage be- 


cause of the new yellow disease. 
Judges were furnished for the Burlington Fair. 


The Burlington extension group of homemakers con- 
tinues to hold regular meetings with the Extension Service 
furnishing speakers. During the year meetings were held 
on food preparation, better home lighting, child care and 
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Christmas gift suggestions. 


There were nine boys and girls 4-H clubs organized dur- 
ing the year with an attendance of seventy-eight.

This year three girls in Mrs. Welch’s club received blue rib- 
bons at the local exhibit and one at the county exhibit in the 
junior class.

In accordance with vour instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Burlington 
for the period from October 9, 1938, the date of the previous 
audit, to March 5, 1941, and submit the following report 
thereon: ; 


The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
verified with the books and records of the town accountant. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analysed 
and checked in detail. The receipts as recorded were checked 
with the treasurer’s books and the recorded payments were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash books and the recorded 
payments were compared with the treasurer’s cash book and 


the treasury warrants. 


The appropriations as recorded on the ledger were 
checked with the town clerk’s records of town meetings. 


In checking the appropriations it was noted that at the 
town meeting held March 3, 1941, it ‘was voted to puréhase 
a truck from the road machinery fund with the provision 
that an amount not exceeding $500 be spent as a down ‘pay- 
ment on the purchase price and that the balance be ee on 
a rental basis. ti 


The above arrangement for the purchase’ of. the truck

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The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
of the collector’s and treasurer’s accounts were made, a trial 
balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is append- 
ed to this report, was prepared showing the financial condt- 
tion of the town as of March 5, 1941. 


In ehecking the original bills on file, it was noted that 
compensation was being paid to a member of an elective 
board for services rendered, in addition to the salary fixed 
for this board under Section 108, Chapter 41, General Laws. 
Attention is hereby called to Section 4A, Chapter 41, Gen- 
eral Laws. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The cash book additions were veri- 
fied and the recorded receipts were compared with the 
accountant’s books, with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money is paid into the town treasury. The pay- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authoriz- 
ing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the 
aeccountant’s ledger. 


Tn order to prove the bank balances and the payments 
made by the treasurer, it was necessary to sort and to com- 
pare all the cancelled checks from October 9, 19388, with 
items on the payrolls and vouchers. It was found that the 
treasurer had been making payments in advance of the 
selectmen’s warrant, contrary to the provisions of Section 
56, Chapter 41, General Laws, and that several small items 
of previous years were not covered by selectmen’s warrants. 


_- The treasurer’s cash book balance should be properly 
reconciled with his cash on hand and in banks at the close 
of each month. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by a comparison with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income being proved 
aud the withdrawals verified. 
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The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added 
to the tax title accounts were compared with the collector's 
books, and the tax titles were listed and checked with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. In order to reconcile the 
tax title accounts it was necessary to check in detail all tax 
items added to the tax title account, as well as tax titles 
redeemed or disclaimed. In several cases it was found that 
amounts had been added to tax titles after the title had been 
redeemed or disclaimed. 


The work in the treasurer’s office has been conducted 
in a very unbusinesslike manner. Judging from the numer-. 
ous errors found, it is evident that no effort had been made 
to reconcile properly the bank accounts or the tax title 
account. The amount of detailed checking required to 
reconcile these accounts, which would be wholly unnecessary 
in a well- regulated office, prolonged the audit and very 
materially increased its cost to the town. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding 
according to the previous examination were audited, and 
all subsequent commitments of taxes and assessments were 
proved to the assessors’ warrants. The payments to the 
treasurer were checked to the treasurer's cash book, the 
recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the _ respective ledger 
accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the 
replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


In order to prove the tax collector’s accounts it was 
necessary to check all entries on the various cash books to 
the postings on the commitment books for the levies 1926 
to 1940, inclusive. Numerous errors in entering and posting 
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receipts, as well as errors in reporting payments to the 
treasurer, were found necessitating a large number of ail- 
justments as may be seen from the appended tables. 


The additional time which was required to prove the 
accounts of the tax collector increased the length of the 
audit considerably and, consequently, its cost to the town. 


The recorded receipts of the town clerk from dog and 
sporting licenses were checked and the payments to the 
town and to the State were verified. 


The records of departmental accounts receivable were 
examined. The payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements and disallowances were checked, and the out- 
standing accounts were lsted and proved. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the cemetery department 
were examined and checked in detail. The interment per- 
mits on hand were checked to the cash book. The available 
records of sale of lots and graves were checked to the cash 
book, the cash books and the annual care ledger were ana- 
lyzed, and the recorded payments to the town treasurer we.e 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book. The outstanding 
accounts were verified by sending notices to all persons 
whose hames appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town. Many replies were received from persons who 
claimed that their accounts had been paid. These claims 
were investigated, it being found that many payments had 
not been entered on the books of the cemetery department, 
the amounts of the claims being as follows: 


For the period October 9, 1938 to March 5, 1941 $367.25 
For the period March 6 to July 28, 1941 96.06

This amount is due from the cemetery superintendent, 
who, at the completion of the audit, resigned.

In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, together with 
summaries of the tax, assessment, departmental, and tax title 
accounts, as well as tables showing the trust fund transac- 
tions. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of the Fire Department 


To the Citizens of Burlington: 


I herewith submit my report as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
rent and Forest Warden for the year 1941. 


This year has been a very bad fire year with the total 
number of alarms /being 147 which is 20% greater than the 
Jargest number in years previous. 


These alarms are listed as follows: 


12 Buildings 3 Rescue 

58 Brush 2 Oil Burners 
39 Grass 2 Tar Depots 

10 Chimneys 2 Automobiles 

6 Unnecessary 1 Truck 

5 Out of Town 1 Klectrie Motor 
9 Dumps 1 Tree 


Out of town help responded on two oceasions with a 

total of eight pieces of apparatus and used 8,000 feet of hose. 
Total value of property involved by fire was $29,275.00. 
The fire loss was $3,985.00. 


The following equipment was used: 
1,000 feet of 214 inch hose 
24,500 feet of 114 inch hose 
17,550 feet of 1 inch hose 
328 feet of Ladders 
92 Booster tanks of water 
Total miles traveled 602.9 
An increased appropriation will be necessary in 1942 
as the result of a new law requiring cities and towns to put 
one or more patrols on duty during the brush fire season. 
Owing to the lack of funds in 1941 it will be necessary 
to make repairs and replacements in 1942 that should have 
come under 1941, in addition to the usual maintenance. 


I will again say that provisions should be made to con- 
struct pumper sites for fire protection. 
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Some of the hose and equipment should be replaced but 
owing to the fact that the Government may make funds 
available for this purpose I would think it advisable to let 
this matter rest for the time being. 

With the world conditions as they are at present it 
seems unadvisable to do any planning on a new Fire Station. 
However arrangements should be made to improve the 
toilet, sleeping and heating conditions. At present there is 
no toilet in the station, and sleeping quarters are under 
storage batteries. 


The firemen have purchased a radio transmitter for the 
station so that now we have two way communication with 
the mobile unit and neighboring towns and the State. 


The firemen have also bought a 700 gallon tank truck 
to replace chemical 4. As the firemen have insufficient 
funds to install a pump on this truck I hope the town will 
make funds available for this purpose.

The minutes of the Annual Town Election, February 2, 
1942 were read, also the minutes of the Recount which took 
place on Tuesday, February 10, 1942 at 9.30 A. M. 

The articles of the warrant were taken up as they were 
read by the Moderator. 


Article 2—A motion was made that we accept the re- 
ports of the Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, Treasurer, 
Collector, Assessors, Cemetery Commissioners, Park Com- 
missioners, Library Trustees, Town Clerk, Board of Health, 
Town Accountant and the various other Town. Officers. At 
this time Mr. Mohan wished to question the Assessors in 
regard to their report and a discussion followed which Mr. 
Foster straightened out satisfactorily. The motion was then 
voted on favorably. 


Article 3—Voted that the Town authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1942, and to issne 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. This was a unanimous vote. 


Article 4—Schools and Transportation—Motion was 
made that we raise and appropriate the sum of $45,586.57, 
to be used together with the dog license refund of $476.27, 
the grand total being $46,062.84, to defray the expenses of 
schools and transportation, that $100.00 of this amount be 
reserved for the salaries of the School Committee, $34.00 for 
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the Chairman and $33.00 each for the other two members, 
that all unpaid bills of 1941 be taken care of out of this 
appropriation, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Schoo] Committee. The Moderator stated that the latter 
part of the motion ‘‘that all unpaid bills of 1941 be taken 
care of out of this appropriation” could not be accepted. 
An amendment was made that the school :committee be au- 
thorized to spend a part of this appropriation for transpor- 
tation of pupils to St. Charles School in Woburn. The 
Moderator would not entertain the amendment. The Moder- 
ator then read the motion that we raise and appropriate the 
sum of $45,586.57, to be used together with the dog license 
retund of $476.27, the grand total being $46,062.84, to defray 
the expenses of schools and transportation, that $100.00 of 
this amount be reserved for the salaries of the School Com- 
mittee, $34.00 for the Chairman and $33.00 each for the 
other two members, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the School Committee.

HIGHWAYS—It was unanimously voted that the sum 
of $6,250.00 be raised and appropriated for the maintenance 
of highways, the same to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen.

MACHINERY ACCOUNT—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for 
the expenses of the Machinery Account to be used with 
any money that may be transferred from the Machinery 
Fund Account, to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 


STREET LIGHTS—Voted that we raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,500.00 for street lights to be spent un- 
der the direction of the Selectmen. 
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REPAIRS OF MACADAM STREETS—It was unani- 
mously voted that we raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 for the repairs and maintenance of macadam 
streets, the same to be used in conjunction with any money 
received from the State or County, to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE—Motion was made 
that the sum of $10,000.00 be raised and appropriated for 
the Department of Public Welfare, $700.00 of this amount 
to be used for salaries and expenses of the Board, $200.00 
for each member as saiary, and $100.00 for operating ex- 
penses, to be spent under the direction of the Department 
of Public Welfare.

An amendment was made to this motion that 
$125.00 be raised and appropriated for the observance of 
Memorial Day, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. The amendment was carried. 


TAX TITLES—Voted that the sum of $300.00 be raised 
and appropriated for tax titles, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 


RESERVE FUND—Voted that the sum of $250.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the Reserve Fund, the same to 
be distributed under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee.

Report of Middlesex County Extension Service 


The Extension Service program in Burlington included 
all phases of agriculture and homemaking. 


The dairy farmers have been advised on the use of lime 
and superphosphate in pasture improvement. They have 
been advised on seed bed preparation for legumes, including 
alfalfa. Information on the Federal State Cooperative Pro- 
eram for the Elimination of Bang’s Disease through vaccina- 
tion of calves has been given individual farmers. One meet- 
ing was held in the town hall in cooperation with the agr?- 
cultural conservation program. 


The poultrymen have been assisted in disease control, 
production problems, and record keeping by individual farm 
visits and circular letters. 


A Civilian Defense Nutrition Course was held to give 
the homemakers information on the balanced diet. Food 
preparation classes were held to show new ideas in prepar- 
ing certain foods. Another group was given instruction 
on child development and family relationships and through 
the discussion, help was given on the problems of the adoles- 
cent. 


The Victory Gardens were aided by talks to the Parent- 
Teachers Association and a church group. The farmers were 
also sent monthly charts on disease and insect control for 
fruits aud vegetables. Continuing the program, a meeting 
was held to explain the new methods of food preservation. 


Thirty boys and girls were enrolled in the 4-H Club 
Work. The clubs included clothing, canning, and garden- 
ing. These clubs were under the direction of Carl H. Bus- 
sey, and the leaders included: Mrs. Louis Alberghini, Miss 
Edith Sandgren, Miss Cynthia Bussey, Mrs. Frank Welsh, 
and Mrs. Priscilla De Lay. Nine girls and one boy attended 
the County 4-H Club Camp.

The number of calls answered in 1942 were the lowest 
for a number of years. It is of the utmost importance that 
they be kept down in the coming year. The man power sit- 
uation during the daytime is very acute and as other towns 
are effected the same way, too much reliance cannot be put 
on calling outside aid in case of need. Therefore, I believe 
that at least one more man should be on duty during the 
day. 

Another reason that the calls must be kept down is the 
fact that it is practically impossible to get replacement 
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parts for the apparatus, and you all know what the gasoline 
situation is. ay 

I am appealing to each and every one to eliminate all 
possible hazards around their property. You can do your 
part by seeing that fires do not start. 

Remember a piece of broken down apparatus, waiting 
for parts, cannot put out fires. We are still waiting for an 
order, placed last March, to be delivered to us.

Report of Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

Beginning June 1, approximately five weeks were spent 
in spraying with the power sprayer—one of these weeks was 
used for private spraying at the request of the individuals 
concerned, and the other four allowed for the spraying of all 
the accepted streets in the town on both sides. 


At the end of this period, three days were spent in 
spraying as a prevention against the Elm Leaf Beetle. 


The fall work consisted of twenty four days treating 
Gypsy Moth egg clusters with creosote. 


No Brown Tail Moths were found, but there are some 
spots in the town where the Gypsy Moth infestation is ex- 
tremely heavy. 


Inspection showed no complete defoliation, but a few 
trees were badly eaten.

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Report of Planning Board 


Burlington was a pioneer in the problem of municipal 
planning, for it was on November 9, 1914 that we voted 
that “the moderator appoint a committee of five citizens 
with power to fill vacancies to be known as the ‘Civie and 
Development Committee’ who shall investigate and report 
to the town from time to time any matters of public interest 
which they may deem important.’’ 

Then on March 22, 1922 the town voted to accept Gen- 
eral Laws, Chap. 41, Sec. 73 which provides that ‘‘the 
Selectmen shall constitute a board of survey.” Thereafter 
no person could legally open a private way for public use 
without first submitting plans for approval to the Board 
of Survey which was required to call a public hearing. And 
no register of deeds could record any plan containing pro- 
posed streets not approved by this Board of Survey. 

In 1931 the Legislature established a Special Commis- 
sion to study and revise the law relative to zoning and 
town planning, and in 1926 there was passed the statute en- 
titled ‘‘An Improved Method of Municipal Planning.” We 
in Burlington accepted this (G. L. Ch. 41, Sec. 81A to 81J) 
at a special town meeting July 25, 1939 and we voted that 
the election of the five member planning board should com- 
mence in February, 1940. Under the law the Board of 
Survey ceased to exist the moment the new Planning Board 
was organized, and the powers of the old Board of Survey 
together with certain additional ones passed to the Planning 
Board. The latter now has, in addition to the power of ap- 
proving public streets, the power over subdivision develop- 
ments and approval of zoning by-laws. 

The statute imposes a duty upon the Planning Board 
to ‘‘make careful studies and when necessary prepare plans 
of the resources, possibilities and needs of the town....and 
shall report to the annual town meeting regarding the con- 
dition of the town and any plans for its development.” The 
present report is the first by the Planning Board. 
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At the first meeting of the present board, Guy E. Reed 
was elected chairman and Jack J. Moss, secretary. Member 
Willham F. Graham resigned in order to enter the military 
service and Carl D. Hall was duly appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

One of the first important issues presented to us was 
whether to recommend for acceptance as public highways 
some fourteen streets. We went into the matter thorough- 
ly, viewing the streets, checking the assessments and _ hold- 
ing public hearings. Because of the war emergency it was 
voted to lay the petitions on the table. 


The problem of keeping swine and removal of loam 
was ealled to the attention of the planning board by many 
residents, and we being of the opinion that these matters 
could best be solved by the adoption of a zoning by-law, 
it was voted to engage the services of Mrs. Eva G. Osgood, 
a planning expert, to assist us. 

Several conferences were had and an inspection tour 
of the town was made. We were advised that unless some 
zoning by-law is passed the future development of the 
town would be seriously impeded. As result of her recom- 
mendations the Planning Board sponsored and obtained the 
adoption of a by-law requiring occupancy permits and 
another compelling new structures to be set back 25 feet 
from the street line and 15 feet from the side lines. These 
by-laws will now go to the Attorney General for approval. 
We feel that these by-laws are essential to the general ap- 
pearance and welfare of the town. 

The statute requires the Planning Board to prepare 
a master or study plan of the town. This involves consider- 
able research and detail. We expect to have this com- 
pleted shortly. 

With a balance of $31.00 to work with, it was almost 
impossible to make a detailed study of all the needs of the 
town. We feel that it is vital to the development of the 
town, to the health of its inhabitants and to the protection 
of property that a reasonable zoning by-law be enacted 
which shall control the keeping of swine, the removal of 
loam for commercial purposes, and prohibiting subdivision 
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developments with 25 feet by 50 feet lots. The procedure 
for adopting such a by-law is somewhat expensive because 
expert advise must be engaged, maps and plans must be 
made, public hearings must be held and the proposed by- 
laws must be published. 

If Burlington ever is to progress there must be some 
sort of zoning by-law representing the greatest good for 
the greatest number. We note that Bedford, Wilmington, 
Woburn, Winchester and Lexington all have zoning by-laws. 
From time to time we intend to present reports on matters 
concerning the town as they arise, and wish to thank those 
earnest citizens who know that our interest is wholly for 
the good of the town.

Madam Chairman and Members: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my second an- 
nual report. This report will cover a year in which our 
country has engaged itself in the prosecution of a war to 
defend and preserve the democratic method of life that we 
have long enjoyed. Public school education in a democracy 
is being put to a test, a test of its ability to survive. We as 
Americans and free people recognize the value of public 
school education more now than ever before. Within the 
portals of each and every public schoo] building of America 
and of every free nation lies the hopes of the continuance of 
the democracy of the future. To the parents and teachers 
of America belongs the responsibilty of seeing to it that 
publie school education continues, 


The report of the school department will be separated 
into various subheads for your convenience. 


THE UNION SCHOOL. There have been three changes 
in the faculty. Miss Elizabeth Dobbins left in June to ae- 
cept a similar position in Greenfield, Mass., Miss Elizabeth 
Gale left in June to accept a similar position in Arlington, 
and Mrs. Marcia Smith left in June to be married. In spite 
of the scarcity of teachers we feel indeed fortunate that we 
were able to fill each of the above mentioned vacancies with 
experienced teachers whose work has vindicated the judg- 
ment of the committee in its selections. Miss Frances Fitz- 
gerald has replaced Miss Dobbins. Her previous experience 
was in a similar position in Alton Bay, New Hampshire. Miss 
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Helen Kizik has replaced Mrs. Marcia Smith, and she has 
come to us after considerable experience teaching in Maple- 
ton, Maine, Mrs. Anna F. Walsh has replaced:Miss Elizabeth 
Gale, and she has come to us with many years’ experience in 
special class teaching in Everett. Every member of the 
faculty of the Union School appears to be doing satisfactory 
work. Their willingness to share the extra burdens placed 
upon the shoulders of the teaching staff is greatly apprecia- 
ted. At various times during the past year they have been 
called upon to do extra work. They have spent long hours 
at the high school building assisting in instituting the 
rationing program. No small part of the credit for the 
stabilization of the economic foundation of the country be- 
longs to the American School Teacher. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. The usual amount 
and variety of supplies have been purchased. New musie 
books have been introduced to replace those of the upper 
Union School] grades. Work books and readers for grade one 
have been purchased. New health books have been placed in 
erade five. 


THE SPECIAL CLASS. This group of pupils is being 
afforded the opportunity to receive special instruction 
along those lines in which it shows the most talent, and also 
to gain from special instruction the fundamental skills they 
were not able to gain in regular classes. The primary func- 
tion of this class is to get boys and girls up to the level 
where they may take their place in regular classes. There 
are few cases where this goal may never be reached. The 
school through the special class is endeavoring to get pupils 
back into their regular classes as soon as possible. However, 
to place a child in a regular class when he is not yet pre- 
pared is doing a grave injustice, first to the pupil involved 
and secondly to the school. It is the opinion of your 
Superintendent that to justify its existence the special class 
must accomplish the above mentioned goal. A sympathetic 
understanding between the school, the pupil and the parent 
is the only way in which this goal may be achieved. 
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THE JUNIOR-SENIOR SCHOOL. It may be first said 
that the Junior High 1s functioning smoothly and efficiently 
under the capable and experienced leadership of its princi- 
pal, Miss Winnie B. Andrews. This community is indeed 
fortunate that the services of this individual is available. A 
true indication this person’s value to the school system ‘s 
being voiced every day by the graduates of this school who 
have been forunate enough to have studied under her. Her 
staff of teachers is doing its work efficiently. Here again 
a more sympathetic understanding between the teachers and 
the parents would be of extreme value to the pupils. Visits 
from the parents are urged. The Senior High School goes 
along well. The impact of the war has had a decided effect 
upon this Senior High School along with all other similar 
schools. Motivated by a strong feeling of patriotism the boys 
of the upper classes have felt it their duty to forego the 
completion of their high school education in order that 
they may enter active service. Already boys who have left 
this school before graduating are stationed on far distant 
battle fields from the jungles of New Guinea to recently 
occupied North Africa. 


THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM. The addition of a 
course in elementary aeronautics and an advanced course in 
mathematics has brought this school more in line with the 
war program. Approximately fifteen students are enrolled 
in the aeronautics class and doing a high grade of work. 
This course has the endorsement of the C. A. A. and pupils 
who pass a standard examination made available by the 
C. A. A. will receive a certificate of Aeronautical Knowledge. 
The examination will serve two purposes: 


1. Test the proficiency of students in the practical 
understanding of pre-flight aeronautics in accord- 
ance with C. A. A. standards. 


2. Credit proficient students with the meeting of the 
ground school aeronautical knowledege  require- 
ments for the Private Pilot Certificate. 
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TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. During the year music 
books, social studies books for Junior High, and Aeronautics 
books have been purchased. It seems advisable now to pur- 
chase literature books for the Junior High. We have been 
able to get the school supphes that we have needed. 

THE LIBRARY. Our library is growing. Many new 
books have been added. However, our most urgent need 
now is for current novels to be used in connection with the 
teaching of English. 


THE TEACHING STAFF. There is only one change 
from last year. Mr. Pappalardo left in June for service 
and his place is being filled capably by Mr. Joseph Shea. 
However, we do expect to lose men to the service and at the 
present tine the outlook for replacements is rather dis- 
couraging. The inability of the smaller communities to 
reimburse their teachers to the extent that they are able to 
live has eaused a shifting to larger communities where the 
salaries are larger. In the welfare of their own children it 
seems the responsibility of the parents to see to it that their 
teachers are paid enough to exist. 


THE CAFETERIA. We are still able to offer lunches 
at a nominal charge. Milk at a penny a day for a half pint 
has been made available by the Agricultural Marketing As- 
sociation. Surplus Commodities, although reduced some- 
what in variety and amount are still available and being 
used. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS. Our grounds are now in 
good shape. The wooden floors of the building have been 
sanded and refinished. The usual amount of upkeep and re- 
pair will keep the building in good condition. 


ATTENDANCE. As in my report of last year, I ur- 
gently request that parents cooperate in the matter of at- 
tendance. We do not want children in school unless they are 
well and able to do their day’s work. The school has coop- 
erated with the farmers of the community in releasing boys 
for farm work. That, I feel sure, they will do as long as the 
labor situation remains critical. 
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CONCLUSION. Your schools remain the background - 
for promoting the welfare of the ycuth. Never, before m 
the history of America. have they faced a more vital task. 
temembering that it is the school boys and girls of today 
who will be the instruments in bringing about a stabilized 
world of tomorrow, let us give our whole hearted support 
to our schools. 


In closing I wish to acknowledge my appreciation to my 
fellow workers voth of the faculty and the school committee. 
It is only through this complete cooperation that the pro- 
gram of education can be carried on effectively.

Madam Chairman and Members: 


The past year has practically destroyed our athletic 
program. Except for the regular periods of physical instrue- 
tion, our athletic schedule has disappeared. The cause is 
obvious, however, and we believe our course of curtailment 
meets the approval of a war-minded public. Our efforts to 
carry on met with failure due to the universal obstacles of 
transportation, drain on eligibles by the armed forces and 
fields of labor, and, in many instances, lack of interest. 


Our well laid plans for financial solvency, too, went 
awry with the destruction of our sources of revenue in ath- 
letic contests. The early half of the year did, nevertheless, 
enable us to cut our debt well below the four-hundred dol- 
lar mark. With the graduates of 1942 we were also able to 
draw up plans for a Varsity Club which should, with the re- 
sumption of normalcy, be a source of income and a support- 
mg group for our athletic teams. 


Since ‘:curtailments of rationing and increased employ- 
ment of youth seem to be absorbing the energies and 
strengthening the stamina of all, we feel our athletic pro- 
gram’s benefits are still being felt even though we have no 
part in its promotion. Consequently we gladly sacrifice 
our athletics temporarily in order that, thereby, a perma- 
nent good may be insured for us all.

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Report of Music Supervisor 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 
Madam Chairman and Members: 


In order to satisfactorily accomplish the aims of musie 
teaching throughout a school system, it is necessary to have 
a definite outline of work for each grade. After the :com- 
‘pletion of a year’ work, each pupil should be ready to at- 
tack with ease, the new work of the following grade. In this 
manner, pupils should have completed a well-rounded prv- 
gram of music instruction when their high school days are 
over. Not only solfeggio, but also music appreciation, 
theory, and an understanding of composers has been studied. 

I should like to mention in summarizing our activities 
of the past year, our major musical accomplishment the 
operetta, ‘‘It Happened in Holland.’ Participation in such 
activities offers invaluable experience to the boys and gir's 
who take part. I should like to express my thanks to Miss 
Burke, Miss Andrews, Miss Mooney, and to the large cast 
for their valuable assistance in presenting our third annual 
operetta. 

An innovation in the music Nie eame last spring when 
the elementary schools offered a program of patriotic musie 
and drills. ‘Each grade had its part in the program which 
was attended by a capacity audience. Much credit is due 
the grade school teachers who worked untiringly to make 
this program one of our outstanding affairs. 

As in previous years, our pupils have assisted In many 
programs. Our girls’ choir has entertained at the Parent- 
Teacher Meetings, and at Christmas, members of our Junior 
and Senior High School presented songs and tableaux de- 
picting scenes from well-known carols. 

it is with gratitude that J mention. our new musie 
books. Both the fourth and fifth grades have the Ginn 
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Books from ‘‘The World of Music” series. These books have 
stimulated new interest and seem to be catering to the musi- 
cal needs of the pupils. 

Last year J mentioned the need for music in the Junior 
and Senior High School. As we could not afford books for 
each grade, I endeavored to choose one that we could use in 
all grades. My choice was ‘‘Musie of Many Lands and 
Peoples.” This book has proven an enjoyable asset to our 
school. 

As has been previously mentioned in other reports, 
there is still a need for victrolas and pianos for our school 
rooms. I should lke to thank those who have responded 
generously to my previous requests. People, little realizing 
the part victrolas play in music, often discard them when 
the school could use them to good advantage. 

In closing, may I thank Mr. Norton, the School Com- 
mittee, the teachers, and pupils for their cooperation in 
behalf of music in the Burlington School System.

Report of School Nurse 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 
Madam Chairman and Members: 


J herewith submit my report as School Nurse, covering 
the period beginning January 1, 1942 and ending October 
31, 1942. In previous reports, I have outlined in detail the 
work that has been accomplished. Last winter our attend- 
ance was lowered as usual because of severe colds. 


Through the cooperation of the State Department of 
Health, a Well Child Conference was held at the Town Hall 
and fifty-seven children were given a physical examination. 
Much good was derived from this service through the in- 
creased knowledge of the parents in child care and physical 
development. 


A pre-school clinie was held at the Union school later in 
the spring under the supervision of our School Physician, 
Dr. Francis Logue. Approximately seventy were given 
inoculations against diphtheria. 


In the summer round-up many of the children were 
taken to and from the hospital, where each had a tonsillec- 
tomy performed. The individual homes of the fifty-seven 
children who attended the Well Child Conference were 
visited personally by Miss Gertrude Hornung of the State 
Department, and the School Nurse. Results of the survey 
were favorably reported. 


In September a physical examination of all the children 
in the lower grades was made by the school physician assis- 
ted by the school nurse and notices of defects sent home. All 
pupils in the six grades were weighed and measured in the 
grammar school. Very few were found to be underweight. 

This completes my work as School Nurse up to the date 
of my resignation. 
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In closme I wish to express my appreciation for the 
friendliness and co-operative attitude of the School Com- 
mittee, Superintendent, Teachers and Parents. It added 
much to the pleasure of my work.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Burlington for the period from 
March 6, 1941 to May 23, 1942, made in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the 


form of a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assis- 
tant Director of Accounts.

Sir : 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and acecbunts of the town of Burlington for the period from 
March 6, 1941, the date of the previous audit, to May 25, 
1942, and submit the following report thereon: 


The reeords of financial transactions of the several 
departments-receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified with the books and records of the town ae- 
countant. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were 
checked with the treasurer’s books and the departmental 
records, while the recorded payments were compared with 
the treasurer’s cash book and the treasury warrants. 


The appropriations as recorded on the ledger were 
checked with the town eclerk’s records of town meetings. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the 
audit were made, a trial balance was taken off, and a 
balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town as of 
May 23, 1942. 


In cheeking the original ‘bills and pay-rolls on file, 
it was noted that in 1942 a selectman appeared on the pay- 
roll of the highway department as foreman. Attention in 
this connection is called to the fact that a board may not 
appoint one of its members to another office or position un- 
less the town meeting has authorized such appointment and 
fixed the compensation to be paid, as provided by Section 
4A, Chapter 41, General Laws. 


On June 15, 1942, while the audit was in progress, a 
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special town meeting was held, at which a vote was passed 
authorizing the board of selectmen to appoint one of its 
members as superintendent of streets at a salary of one 
dollar annually. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The cash book additions were 
verified and the recorded receipts were compared with the 
accountant’s books, with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money is paid into the town treasury: The pay- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authoriz- 
ing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the ac- 
eountant’s ledger. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the several trust funds in custody of the 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The records of the tax titles held by the town were 
examined and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts 
added to the tax title accounts were compared with the col- 
lector’s books and the tax titles were listed and checked with 
the records in the Registry of Deeds. In order to reconcile the 
tax title accounts, it was necessary to check in detail all tax 
items added to the tax title account, as well as tax titles 
redeemed. 


The records of tax title liens foreclosed by the town 
were examined and checked. In accordance with the re- 
quest of the board of selectmen, a list of tax title liens 
foreclosed by the town, together with the date, book and 
page of recording in the Registry of Deeds, and the book 
value as of May 23, 1942, of each lien was prepared and 
left with the board. It is recommended that a determined 
effort be made to dispose of the foreclosed lens, in order 
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that the property may be returned to the list of taxable 
property. } 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax accounts out- 
standing according to the previous examination and all 
subsequent commitments of taxes were audited and proved 
to the assessors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer 
were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded 
abatements were ‘compared with the assessors’ records of 
abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made 
by sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the re- 
plies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The recorded receipts of the town clerk from dog and 
sporting licenses were checked and the payments to the 
town and to the State were verified. 

The accounts of the public welfare, cemetery, and all 
other departments collecting money for the town or com- 
mitting bills for collection were examined, ‘checked, and 
reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, together with 
summaries of the tax, assessment, departmental, tax title, 
and tax title possession accounts, as well as tables showing 
the trust fund transactions. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
MONDAY, FEBRUARY 1, 1948 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Middlesex, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Burlington 
in the County of Middlesex: 


Greeting: 


In the name of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town 
affairs, to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Monday 
the first day of February next, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, 
then and there to act on the following articles :— 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers on 
one ballot, namely :—Moderator for one year, three Select- 
men for one year, one Assessor for three years, one member 
of the School Committee for three years, one Park Commis- 
sioner for three years, one Park Commissioner for one year, 
{to fill vacancy), one Town Clerk for three years, one 
Library Trustee for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner 
for three years, one Treasurer for one year, one Collector of 
Taxes for one year, one Tree Warden for one year, one 
First Constable for one year, and one Second Constable for 
one year, one member of the Board of Public Welfare for 
three years, one member of the Board of Public Welfare for 
one year, (to fill vacaney), one member of the Planning 
Board for five years. 


Article 2. To act on the reports of Selectmen, Board 
of Public Welfare, Treasurer, Collector, Assessors, Ceme- 
tery Commissioners, Library Trustees, Town Clerk, Board 


of Health, Town Accountant and the various other Town 
Officers. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
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borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1943, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate money to defray 
the expenses of the Town for the current financial year, and 
determine through whom the same shall be expended, for 
the following departments and accounts: Schools and Trans- 
portation, Highways, Snow and Ice, Street Lights, Repairs 
of Macadam Streets, Department of Public Welfare, Sol- 
diers’ Benefits, Aid to Dependent Children, Old Age Assis- 
tance, Vocational Schools, Library, Park Department, Town 
Reports, Memorial Day, Tax Titles, Reserve Fund, Insur- 
ance, Cemeteries, Interest, Maturing Debt, Selectmen’s De- 
partment, Treasurer’s Department, Collector’s Department, 
Assessors’ Department, Legal Department, Town Clerk’s 
Department, Elections and Registrations, Town Hall Main- 
tenance, Town Hall Furnishings, Police and Constables, Fire 
Protection, Sealer of Weights and Measures, Moth Depart- 
ment, Tree Warden’s Department, Inspector of Buildings, 
Health Department, Inspector of Animals, Town Account- 
ant’s Department, and Inspector of Slaughtering, and to 
take any necessary action in connection therewith. Also to 
take any action in relation to the Revenue Account. 


Article 5. ‘Tio see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works 
for aid for general highway purposes under Section 26-29, 
Chapter 81 of the General Laws and Amendments thereof, 
or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept from 
the Trustees under the will of Marshall Simonds the sum 
of not more than three-thousand Dollars ($3000), to be speiut 
under the direction of the Park Commissioners for the im- 
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provement of Simonds Park, or do or act anything in rela- 
tion to the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a sum sufficient to pay the County of Middlesex, as required 
by law, the Town’s share of the net cost of the care, main- 
tenance, and repair of the Middlesex County Tuberculosis 
Hospital, as assessed in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 111 of the General Laws and Acts in amendment 
thereof and in addition thereto including Chapter 400, See- 
tion 25 G (6) (a) of the Acts of 1936 or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts 
of 1933, as amended for the purpose of providing funds to 
meet ordinary maintenance expenses, such borrowing in no 
event to exceed the amount of the tax titles held in excess 
of the amount owing to the Commonwealh for similar loans 
previously made, or do or act anything in relation to the 
same.

Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a 
sum of money from the Machinery Fund to the Machinery 
Account, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will authorize the pay- 
ment of a bill of the School Department incurred previous 
to 1948, or do or act anything in relation to the same. Bill 
of $145.78 for fuel as filed with the Town Accountant. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following Zoning By-Laws or do or act anything in relation 
to the same: 


PROPOSED ZONING BY-LAW FOR TOWN OF BURLINGTON 


In order to promote the health, safety, convenience, morals or 
welfare of the inhabitants and for the purposes set forth in General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 25 to 30B inclusive (and acts in amend- 
ment thereof) and under the authority thereof, and of any other 
laws it thereto enabling, the alteration, repair, height, area, location 
and use of buildings, structures, and land in the Town of Burlington 
are hereby regulated. 
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See ONGe’ "DISTRICTS: 


For the purposes of this by-law the Town of Burlington is 
hereby divided into the following four classes of districts: 
Residence ‘A’ Districts 
Residence “B” Districts 
Business Districts 
Industrial Districts 


Said districts are shown on a map entitled “Zoning Map of the 
Town of Burlington” dated July 21, 1943, and on file with the Town 
Clerk, which map, or as hereafter amended, is hereby made a pari 
of this by-law. 


SECTION Il: ENFORCEMENT. 


Except as otherwise provided, this by-law shall be enforced 
by the Inspector of Buildings. He shall issue no permit nor approve 
any application of any kind unless the plans, specifications, and 
intended use are in all respects in conformity with this by-law and 
unless with each application for a permit a plan is filed showing the 
location, area, and size of the lot for which a permit is sought. 
Whenever such permit is refused, the reasons therefor shall be 
clearly stated in writing to the applicant. 


SECTION III. OCCUPANCY PERMITS. 


No building hereafter erected or altered to be occupied or used 
in whole or in part for any purpose whatsoever, and no change of 
use shall hereafter be made on any land or in any building or part 
thereof, until a permit of occupancy shall have been issued by the 
Inspector of Buildings, and in the case of dwellings also by the 
Board of Health, stating that the building or use complies with the 
provisions of this by-law, other laws and laws of the Commonwealth. 
Applications for certificates of occupancy shall be filed with appli- 
cations for building permits and shall be issued or refused in 
writing for cause within five days after the Inspector of Buildings 
aas been notified in writing that the erection or alteration of such 
buildings has been completed. 


SECTION IV: BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this by-law, and there- 
after as terms expire or vacancies occur, the Board of Selectmen 
shall appoint a Board of Appeals, established pursuant to General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 30 and all amendments thereto, which 
shall consist of five members and two associate members, one or 
voth of whon: may be designated by the Selectmen from time to 
time to sit in the place of any regular member incapacitated by 
reason of absence, inability to act or personal interest. Associate 
members shall be appointed for two year terms, the first appoint- 
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ments being for a one year and a two year term. The board so 
established shall also act as the Board of Appeals under the 
Building By-Laws. 

SECTION V: POWERS OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Any person aggrieved by any order, act or refusal of the 
Inspector of Buildings or other officer or board having supervision 
or authority under the building or zoning by-laws of .the Town, 
may, within ten days from the date when notice of said order, act 
or refusal is mailed or otherwise delivered, appeal to the Board 
of Appeals by mailing a written notice of such appeal to the 
inspector, officer or board, so ordering or refusing. The notice 
shall thereupon be transmitted forthwith to the Board of Appeals 
which shall hold a public hearing thereon within ten days, due notice 
of which shall be given by publication at least three days before 
the hearing. The board shall give notice by registered mail to all 
owners ot property within three hundred (300) feet of the boun- 
daries as appearing on the most recent local tax list. The board 
shall also post a notice of the appeal in the Town Hall at least 
three days before the hearing. The Chairman of the board may 
compel the attendance and testimony of witnesses andi may admin 
ister oaths thereto. A record of the proceedings shall he kept 
showing the vote of each member upon each question, or, if absent 
or failing to vote, indicating such fact, which record, together with 
the decision in each case, shall be filed with the Town Clerk and 
shall thereafter be open to public inspection. No member of the 
board shall act in any case in which he is interested, financially or 
otherwise. The board shall make such rules and regulations as it 
deems necessary and expedient. 


SECTION VI: APPEAL RULES. 


After hearing as provided in Section V, the board shall affirm, 
annul, reverse or modify the order, act, or refusal appealed from. 
The board may vary or dispense with tne application or enforce- 
ment of building or zoning by-laws in accordance with what ap- 
pears to the board to be their true purpose and intent, or where a 
literal interpretation thereof would conflict with the spirit of the 
by-law or regulations. Any decision to annul, reverse or modify an 
order, act, or refusal appealed from shall require the assent of four 
members of the board. Each decision shall specify the variations and 
exceptions allowed, if any, and the reasons therefor, and a copy of 
such decision shall be sent by mail to the appellant and to each 
party in interest requesting same within ten days after the decision. 

The board shall submit a report annually to the Board of 
Selectmen, giving a summary of all decisions of the board. Said 
board shall appoint a secretary and such clerical assistance as the 
Board of Selectmen may by resolution provide. 
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SECTION VII: DEFINITIONS. 


For the purposes of this by-law, the following terms shall have 
the meanings hereby assigned to them. 


(1) A family:—Any number of individuals living and cooking 
together as a single housekeeping unit. 


(2) A one family dwelling:—A dwelling built singly and 
apart from any other building and designed and used exclusively 
for residential purposes by one family. 


(3) A semi-detached dwelling:—Two one family dwellings 
joined by a partition wall. 


(4) A two family dwelling:—A detached dwelling built for 
two families, one living above the other. 


(5) An accessory use:—A use of land or buildings or structure 
customarily incident to and located on the same lot or building to 
which it is accessory. 


(6) A non-conforming use or building:—An existing use of 
land, building, or structure which does not conform to the regula- 
tions for the district in which such use of land, building, or 
structure exists. 


(7) A lot:—A lot is that area of land that is or may be occu- 
pied by a building and accessory buildings including open spaces as 
required under this by-law. 


(8) Structure:—Anything constructed or erected, the use of 
which demands a permanent location in the soil, or attached to 
something having a permanent location in the soil. 


(9) Setback line:—The distance from the street line to that 
part of the structure nearest the street measured at right angles to 
the street line, not including uneovered porchs, cornices, walls and 
fences. 


(10) <A front yard:—A front yard is a space across the full 
width of the lot extending from the front line of the building 
located on the lot to the front line of the lot. 


(11) A rear yard:—A rear yard is a space across the full 
width of the lot extending from the rear line of the building to the 
rear line of the lot. 


(12) <A side yard:—A side yard is the space extending from 
the front yard to the rear yard between a building and the adjacent 
side of the lot on which said building is located. 
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SECTION VIII. USE REGULATIONS. 


RESIDENCE “4” DISTRICTS. Within any Residence ‘A’ Dis- 
trict, no building or premises shall be used and no building or 
structure shall be erected which is designed or intended to be used 
for any industry, trade or manufacturing purposes, or for any other 
than the following specified purposes. 


1. Single zamily dwelling. 


2. Renting of rooms or furnishing table board in a dwelling 
occupied as a private residence, providing there is no sign or dis- 
play to advertise such use. 


3. Office of professional person residing on premises, providing 
there is no display or advertising other than a professional name 
plate or sign rot exceeding six inches in width and twenty-four 
inches in lengta. 


4. Customary home occupations, provided there is no display 
and no exterior advertising except an announcement sign not to 
exceed 6 inches by 24 inches and provided that the occupation is 
carried on by a resident of the dwelling and provided that the 
occupation shall not be carried on in an accessory building. 


5. School, library, museum, telephone office, church, parish 
house. 


6. Private clubs not conducted for profit. 


7. Real estate signs, not exceeding 24 inches by 36 inches ad- 
vertising rental, lease ar sale of premises upon which they are 
located. 


8. Accessory purposes such as are proper and usua] with 
single family residences and are not injurious or noxious to the 
neighborhood. The keeping of more than three swine shall not be 
considered an accessory use. 


SECTION IX: RESIDENCE “B” DISTRICTS. 


In Residence ‘‘B” Districts no building or premises shall be 
used and no building or structure shall be erected which is intended 
or designed to be used in whole or in part for any industry, trade, 
manufacturing or commerciai purpose or for any other than the 
following specified purposes:— 


1. Any building or use permitted in Residence “A” Districts. 
2. Semi-detached or two family dwelling. 


3. Any use accessory to the foregoing, as defined in Section 
VII, article 5. 


4. All kinds of farming except such as is injurious, noxious or 
offensive to the neighborhood. Farming does not include the kKeep- 
ing or raising of more than three dogs or swine. 

SECTION X: BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 


In a Business District no building or land shall be used for 
manufacturing or industrial business or their accessories, except 
those that are clearly incidental to the retail business conducted on 
the premises, or for any other purpose except one or more of the 
‘following: 


1. Salesroom, showroom, store, or place for the conduct of 
retail business. 


2. Bank, office, or telephone exchange. 
3. Hall, club, theatre, or other place of amusement or assembly. 


4. Restaurant, public dining room, or lunchroom. 


5. Any building or use permitted in Residence “A” and “B” 
Districts or accessory purposes proper and usual in retail business 
districts. 


SECTION XI: INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS. 


In an Industrial District, no building or land shall be used for 
any other purpose than one or more of the following:— 


1. Any use or accessory use permitted in Section VIII, IX 
or X. 


2. Lumber, fuel, or ice establishments. 


3. Light manufacturing employing electricity or other unobjec- 
tionable motive power, machinery and processes free from 
objectionable odor. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section 
and the Board of Appeal, no use shall be permitted which would be 
offensive, because of noxious or injurious noise, vibration, smoke, 
gas, fumes, odors, dust or other objectionable features that would 
be hazardous to the community on account of fire or explosion or 
any other cause. 


No permit shall be granted under this or any other section for 
any purpose that would prove injurious to the safety of the neigh- 
borhood into which it proposes to go, or destructive of property 
values because of excessive nuisance qualities, 


SECTION XII: SETBACKS. 


In residence districts no building or structure shall be here- 
after erected, moved or altered so that any part thereof (projecting 
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eaves, steps and uncovered porches excepted) is nearer than forty 
feet to the center line of the street, whether such street is accepted 
or not, or so that any part thereof is nearer than fifteen feet from 
any boundary line of an adjacent lot or nearer than thirty feet to 
the rear line of the lot upon which the building or structure is 
located. 


SECTION XIII. SETBACKS IN BUSINESS AND 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS. 


In Business and Industrial districts no building or structure 
shall be built, reconstructed or extended within ten feet of the lot 
lines on the sides unless its outside walls are of fireproof construc- 
tion. There shall be in the rear of every building or structure an 
area not less than ten feet deep extending across the rear of the 
building or structure for fire fighting purposes except that a build- 
ing may cover the entire lot when the lot is bounded by four streets 
or when the lot extends from one street to another street. 

When a business or industrial district adjoins a residential 
district there shall be a setback from the zoning line of not less 
than ten feet at any point. 


SECTION XIV: NON-CONFORMING USES. 


Any building, part of a building or premises which, at the time 
of the adoption nf this by-law does not conform to this by-low or i 
heing put to a non-conforming use may continue to be used for the 
same purpose, but no non-conforming use shall be changed, moved 
or extended, and no huilding or premises devoted to a non-conform- 
ing use or uses, in whole or in part shall be structurally changed, 
enlarged or extended uniess the uses are changed to those uses 
authorized in the district in which the building or premises is 


jocated 


1. A non-conforming puilding or structure shall not be altered 
except as ordered by the Building Inspector to make it safe. 


9. Wherever a non-conforming use has been changed to a 
more restricted use, or has been discontinued for one year, it shall 
not be changed to a less restricted use. 


3 Where a non-conforming building has been damaged to an 
extent greater than sixty-five per cent of the assessed value, it shall 
not be reconstructed unless the building and its uses are made to 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which it is located, 
except where the Building Inspector and Board of Appeals grant 
permission in accordance with the procedure provided in Section  \ 
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SECTION XV: ACCESSORY USES. 


An accessory use is a use customarily incidental to the use 
permitted in a district, and which is not inconsistent with the 
character of said district. The renting of rooms or furnishing tab] 
board to not more than four persons shall be considered an accessory 
use in A and B Residence Districts provided that no signs are dis- 
played. Such uses shall not be carried on in an accessory building, 
and in no case shall this section be construed to permit the con- 
struction or operation of a tourist camp, trailer site. restaurant o1 
inn. 

Accessory uses in residence districts shal] not include garages 
for storage of more than three cars or storage of more than two 
commercial vehicles unless a farm. 


SHCTION XVI: LOT AREAS FRONTAGE 
Residence «A 10,000 square feet 60 feet 
Residence B 20,000 square feet 100 feet 


In a Residence “A” district no building or structure on any 
one lot including accessory buildings shall occupy more than forty 
per cent of the lot. 

This section shall not apply to any lot which at the time this 
by-law becomes effective is narrower at the street line or of lesser 
-area than the specifications herein provided, if such a lot was 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds at the time of the adoption of 
this by-law and did not at the time of such adoption adjoin land of 
the same owner available for use in connection with said lot, but 
only one dwelling may be erected on a lot containing less than 
10,000 square feet or having a frontage of less than 60 feet. 


ee LION AViil Sean DS: 
1. FRONT YARDS. 


In Residence Districts there shall be provided in front of every 
building a front yard of at least 25 feet in clear depth between the 
building and the line of the way or ways upon which the lot abuts, 
and no building shall be erected, mcved, altered, reconstructed or 
enlarged so that a front yard of less than such clear depth will 
result. Projecting eaves and uncovered steps shall not be consii- 
ered to come within the meaning of this section. 


2. BACK YARDS. 


Behind every dwelling there shall be provided a back yard, 
between the rear line of the house and the rear lot line, not less 
than 30 feet in depth. A back yard may contain accessory buildings 
not more than one and one half stories high, and covering not more

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3. SIDE YARDS.

SECTION XVIII: CORNER CLEARANCE. 


On a corner lot no fence, wall, structure, planting or shrubbery 
or foliage more than 3% feet in height above the plan of the estab- 
lished grade of the streets shall be erected in any part of a yard 
herein established, that is included within the street lines at points 
which are twenty feet distant from their point of intersection 
measured along said street lines, which would materially /\bstruct 
the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching a street intersection. 

SECTION XIX: AMENDMENTS. 

The Planning Board, upon the signed petition of not less than 
ten persons or upon its own initiative, shall hold public hearings 
for consideration of any proposed amendments to the zoning map or 
by-law and shall report its recommendations to the Town meeting. 
Fourteen days notice shall be given by advertising in a local] paper 
and by mailing to such interested parties as the Board in its dis- 
cretion shall designate. 


SECTION XXI: VALIDITY 


Yhe invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall 

not affect the validity of any other section or provision thereof. 
SECTION XXII: OTHER LAWS. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to repeal or 
nullify any existing by-law or regulation of the Town but shall be 
in addition thereto. . 

When the matter herein contained is elsewhere regulated the 
more stringent provision shall prevail, 


SECTION XXIII: EFFECTIVE DATE.

Report of Planning Board on Proposed Zoning By-Laws 
for the Town of Burlington 


The Planning Board has devoted considerable time and 
effort in studying the conditions and future needs of the Town 
of Burlington and has come to the conclusion that the Town 
should adopt the proposed Zoning By-Law set forth in the 
warrant for the Town Meeting on August 25, 1943. The Board 
is of the opinion that thereby the health, safety, convenience, 
morals and welfare of the inhabitants will be best promoted. 


Zoning is the orderly division of the Town into residen- 
tial, business and industrial districts with a limitation placed 
on what uses or activities may be carried on in each of the 
districts. The law is not intended to prevent any person from 
continuing any legal use of his land that he may now be 
making. For example, if he is lawfully conducting a piggery 
or a dog kennel in a residential district the adoption of the 
Zoning Law will not prevent the same use provided it is not 
extended. The purpose of limiting one-family dwellings in 
Residence ‘‘A’’ Districts and requiring lot areas and setbacks 
from the street and from the side lines is to prevent one person 
from building close to his lot line so as to shut out light and 
air from his neighbor’s house and also to have cesspools and 
wells as far apart as possible from a neighbor’s land to pre- 
vent and possibility of pollution. The tendency has been in 
small towns the size of Burlington to require minimum lot 
sizes of about forty thousand (40,000) square feet. The pro- 
posed zoning law does not apply to anybody now owning a lot 
of land that is recorded in the Registry of Deeds so that such 
person will be permitted to build provided he complies with 
all other existing state and local laws. 


By forbidding business and industry to be set up in resi- 
dential districts a greater protection is afforded to the home 
owner in the value and in the enjoyment of his property. It 
also benefits the Town in that the value of the house may be 
maintained and the Town does not lose in taxes. For example, 
eonsider the depreciation in value of a home near which a 
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rendering plant is erected and consider also the interference 
with the general health that inevitably follows from such a 
move. 

In cases where hardship would result an appeal lies to a 
Board of Appeals specially set up and in cases where the 
Board of Appeals acts adversely the matter may be taken 
directly to Court. In eases where the by-law is not enforced 
by the proper officials, any person has the right to go into 
Court and get an order compelling the official to carry out his 
duty. In this respect, a Zoning By-Law gives more power to 
the people than in a situation where the decision on a permit 
is left entirely to the discretion of some official or board from 
which there is no appeal. 

One of the serious problems is the removal of loam with 
the result that the land depreciates in value and the Town 
loses in taxes. Nevertheless the Town must remove the snow 


from the roads and maintain the highways bounding land from 
which the loam has been removed. The adoption of this by-law 
will prevent such a practice. 


There has been much discussion in the Town regarding 
the keeping of swine. By adopting this by-law no person can 
keep more than three (3) swine unless he goes to the Board of 
Appeals and obtains a variance from the Zoning By-Law and 
if he is turned down he still has his right of appeal to the Court. 
Thus the community, as well as the individual, is protected. 

These are but a few of the important matters contained in 
the Zoning By-Law and the Planning Board respectfully urges 
the Town Meeting to adopt the by-laws as being the only rece- 
ognized manner in which the future welfare of the Town will 
be safeguarded.

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PROCEEDINGS AT SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
WEDNESDAY, AUGUST 25, 1943 


Meeting called to order at 8.20 P.M. by the Moderator, 
Chester E. MacDonald. A motion was made that we dispense 
with the reading of Article 3 at this time—the Constable’s 
return was then read by the Clerk. 


Article 1—It was voted that the Town transfer the sum 
of $794.50 from the Machinery Fund to the Machinery ac- 
count, the same to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 


Article 2—It was unanimously voted that the Town au- 
thorize the School Department to pay a bill of $145.78 for fuel, 
which was incurred previous to 1948, the same to be paid from 
the 1943 School appropriation. 


A report of the Planning Board as submitted to the meet- 
ing and incorporated with these records was read by the Town 
Clerk. 


Article 3—A motion was made that the Town vote to 
accept the text of the proposed Zoning By-Law as submitted 
under Article 3 of the town warrant together with a zoning 
map as presented by the Planning Board at this time. This 
motion was seconded. It was then explained by Secretary 
Moss of the Planning Board that several changes had been 
made on the Zoning Map as originally presented in the town 
warrant, in that five (5) more business districts had been 
added to the map as previously submitted in the town war- 
rant. He pointed out the locations, calling each of them by 
the name of the present owner and operator of a business. 


A suggestion was then made that the assembly be given 
an opportunity to discuss the various laws section by section 
and the moderator proceeded on this basis. Each section was 
read and after the reading of most sections considerable dis- 
cussion followed. After the reading of the final section the 
Moderator appointed two tellers, Robert Carpenter and G. 
Winthrop Story who were sworn. 
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The Moderator then read the motion as made and called 
for the vote. The count of hands showed 109 in favor and 28 
opposed. The Moderator declared the Zoning By-Law adopted 
as submitted in the warrant together with the Zoning Map 
as presented at the town meeting on display on the Board in 
the front of the hall. 

As there was no further business at this time the Moder- 
ator declared the meeting adjourned—time 10.16 P.M.

ZONING BY-LAW! FOR TOWN OF BURLINGTON AS ADOPTED 


In order to promote the health, safety, convenience, morals or 
welfare of the inhabitants and for the purposes set forth in General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 25 to 30B inclusive (and acts in amend- 
ment thereof) and under the authority thereof, and of any other 
laws it thereto enabling, the alteration, repair, height, area, location 
and use of buildings, structures, and land in the Town of Burlington 
are hereby regulated. 


SECTION 1: DISTRICTS. 


For the purposes of this by-law the Town of Burlington is 
hereby divided into the following four classes of districts: 
Residence “A” Districts 
Residence “B” Districts 
Business Districts 
Industrial Districts 


Said districts are shown on a map entitled “Zoning Map of the 
Town of Burlington” dated July 21, 1943, and on file with the Town 
Clerk, which map, or as hereafter amended, is hereby made a pari 
of this by-law. 


SECTION Il: ENFORCEMENT. 


Except as otherwise provided, this by-law shall be enforced 
by the Inspector of Buildings. He shall issue no permit nor approve 
any application of any kind unless the plans, specifications, and 
intended use are in all respects in conformity with this by-law and 
unless with each application for a permit a plan is filed showing the 
location, area, and size of the lot for which a permit is sought. 
Whenever such permit is refused, the reasons therefor shall be 
clearly stated in writing to the applicant. 


SECTION III. OCCUPANCY PERMITS. 


No building hereafter erected or altered to be occupied or used 
in whole or in part for any purpose whatsoever, and no change of 
use shall hereafter be made on any land or in any building or part 
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thereof, until a permit of occupancy shall have been issued by the 
Inspector of Buildings, and in the case of dwellings also by the 
Board.of Health, stating that the building or use complies with the 
provisions of this by-law, other laws and laws of the Commonwealth. 
Applications for certificates of occupancy shall be filed with appli- 
cations for building permits and shall be issued or refused in 
writing for cause within five days after the Inspector of Buildings 
nas been notified in writing that the erection or alteration of such 
buildings has been completed. 


SECTION IV: BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this by-law, and there- 
after as terms expire or vacancies occur, the Board of Selectmen 
shall appoint a Board of Appeals, established pursuant to General 
Laws, Chapter 40, Section 30 and all amendments thereto, which 
shall consist of five members and two associate members, one or 
voth of whom may be designated by the Selectmen from time to 
time to sit in the place of any regular member incapacitated by 
reason of absence, inability to act or personal] interest. Associate 
members shall be appointed for two year terms, the first appoint- 
ments being for a one year and a two year term. The board so 
established shall also act as the Board of Appeals under the 
Building By-Laws. 


SECTION V: POWERS OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS. 


Any person aggrieved by any order, act or refusal of the 
Inspector of Buildings or other officer or board having suvervision 
or authority under the building or zoning by-laws of the Town, 
may, within ten days from the date when notice of said order, act 
or refusal is mailed or otherwise delivered, appeal to the Board 
of Appeals by mailing a written notice of such appeal to the 
inspector, officer or board, so ordering or refusing. The notice 
shall thereupon be transmitted forthwith to the Board of Appeals 
which shall hold a public hearing thereon within ten days, due notice 
of which shall be given by publication at least three days before 
the hearing. The board shall give notice by registered mail to all 
owners of property within three hundred (300) feet of the poun- 
daries as appearing on the most recent local tax list. The board 
shall also post a notice of the appeal in the Town Hall at least 
three days before the hearing. The Chairman of the board may 
compel the attendance and testimony of witnesses anti may admin- 
ister oaths thereto. A record of the proceedings shali he kept 
showing the vote of each member upon each question, or, if absent 
or failing to vote, indicating such fact, which record, together with 
the decision in each case, shall be filed with the Town Clerk and 
shall thereafter be open to public inspection. No member of the

board shall act in any case in which he is interested, financially or 
otherwise. The board shall make such rules and regulations as it 
deems necessary and expedient. 


SECTION VI: APPEAL RULES. 


After hearing as provided in Section V, the board shall affirm, 
annul, reverse or modify the order, act, or refusal appealed from. 
The board may vary or dispense with tne application or enforce- 
ment of building or zoning by-laws in accordance with what ap- 
pears to the board to be their true purpose and intent, or where a 
literal interpretation thereof would conflict with the spirit of the 
by-law or regulations. Any decision to annul, reverse or modify an 
order, act, or refusal appealed from shall require the assent of four 
members of the board. Each decision shall specify the variations and 
exceptions allowed, if any, and the reasons therefor, and a copy of 
such decision: shall be sent by mail to the appellant and to each 
party in interest requesting same within ten days after the decision. 

The board shall submit a report annually to the Board of 
Selectmen, giving a summary of all decisions of the board. Said 
board shall appoint a secretary and such clerical assistance as the 
Board of Selectmen may by resolution provide. 


SECTION VII: DEFINITIONS. 


For the purposes of this by-law, the following terms shall have 
the meanings hereby assigned to them. 


(1) A family:—Any number of individuals living and cooking 
together as a single housekeeping unit. 


(2) A one family dwelling:—A dwelling built singly and 
apart from any other building and designed and used exclusively 
for residential purposes by one family. 


(3) A semi-detached dwelling:—Two one family dwellings 
joined by a partition wall. 


(4) A two family dwelling:—A detached dwelling built for 
two families, one living above the other. 


(5) An accessory use:—A use of land or buildings or structure 
customarily incident to and located on the same lot or building to 
which it is accessory. 


(6) A non-conforming use or building:—An existing use of 
land, building, or structure which does not conform to the regula: 
tions for the district in which such use of land, building, or 
structure exists. 


(7) A lot:—A lot is that area of land that is or may be occu- 
pied by a building and accessory buildings including open spaces as 
required under this by-law.

(8) Structure:—Anything constructed or erected, the use of 
which demands a permanent location in the soil, or attached to 
something having a permanent location in the soil. 


(9) Setback line:—The distance from the street line to that 
part of the structure nearest the street measured at right angles to 
the street line, not including uncovered porchs, cornices, walls and 
fences. 


(10) A front yard:—A front yard is a space across the full 
width of the lot extending from the front line of the building 
located on the lot to the front line of the lot. 


(11) A rear yard:—A rear yard is a space across the full 
width of the lot extending from the rear line of the building to the 
rear line of the lot. 


(12) A side yard:—A side yard is the space extending from 
the front yard to the rear yard between a building and the adjacent 
side of the lot on which said building is located. 

SECTION VIII. USE REGULATIONS. 


RESIDENCE “A” DISTRICTS. Within any Residence “A” Dis- 
trict, no building or premises shall be used and no building or 
structure shall be erected which is designed or intended to be used 
for any industry, trade or manufacturing purposes, or for any other 
than the following specified purposes. 


1. Single family dwelling. 


2. Renting of rooms or furnishing table board in a dwelling 
occupied as a private residence, providing there is no sign or dis- 
play to advertise such use. 


3. Office of professional person residing on premises, providing 
there is no display or advertising other than a professional name 
plate cr sign not exceeding six inches in width and twenty-four 
inches in lengta. 


4. Customary home occupations, provided there is no display 
and no exterior advertising except an announcement sign not to 
exceed 6 inches by 24 inches and provided that the occupation is 
carried on by a resident of the dwelling and provided that the 
occupation shall not be carried on in an accessory building. 


5. School, library, museum, telephone office, church, parish 
house. 

6. Private clubs not conducted for profit. 

7. Real estate signs, not exceeding 24 inches by 36 inches ad- 


vertising rental, lease er sale of premises upon which they are 
located. 
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8. Accessory purposes such as are proper and usual with 
single family residences and are not injurious or noxious to the 
neighborhood. The keeping of more than three swine shall not be 
considered an accessory use. 


SECTION IX: RESIDENCE “B” DISTRICTS. 


In Residence ‘‘B” Districts no building or premises shall be 
used and no building or structure shall be erected which is intended 
or designed to be used in whoie or in part for any industry, trade, 
manufacturing or commerciai purpose or for any other than the 
following specified purposes:— 


1. Any building or use permitted in Residence “A” Districts. 
2. Semi-detached or two family dwelling. 


3. Any use accessory to the foregoing, as defined in Section 
VII, article 5. 


4. All kinds of farming except such as is injurious, noxious or 
effensive to the neighborhood. Farming does not include the keep- 
ing or raising of more than three dogs or swine. 

SECTION X: BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 


In a Business District no building or land shall be used for 
manufacturing or industrial business or their accessories, except 
those that are clearly incidental to the retail business conducted on 
the premises, or for any other purpose except one or more of the 
following: 


1. Salesroom, showroom, store, or place for the conduct of 
retail business. 


2. Bank, office, or telephone exchange. 


3. Hall, club, theatre, or other place of amusement or assembly. 


4. Restaurant, public dining room, or lunchroom. 


5. Any building or use permitted in Residence “A” and “B” 
Districts or accessory purposes proper and usual in retail business 
districts. 


SECTION XI: INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS. 


In an Industrial District, no building or land shall be used for 
any other purpose than one or more of the following: — 


1. Any use or accessory use permitted in Section VIII, IX 
or X. 


2. Lumber, fuel, or ice establishments. 
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objectionable odor. Notwithstanding the provisions of this section 

3. Light manufacturing employing electricity or other unobjec- 
tionable motive power, machinery and processes free from 
and the Board of Appeal, no use shall be permitted which would be 
offensive, because of noxious or injurious noise, vibration, smoke, 
gas, fumes, odors, dust or other objectionable features that would 
be hazardous to the community on account of fire or explosion or 
any other cause. 


No permit shall be granted under this or any other section for 
any purpose that would prove injurious to the safety of the neigh- 
borhood into which it proposes to go, or destructive of property 
values because of excessive nuisance qualities. 


SECTION XII: SETBACKS. 

In residetice districts no building or structure shall be here- 
after erected, moved or altered so that any part thereof (projecting 
eaves, steps and uncovered porches excepted) is nearer than forty 
feet to the center line of the street, whether such street is accepted 
or not, or so that any part thereof is nearer than fifteen feet from 
any boundary line of an adjacent lot or nearer than thirty feet to 
the rear line of the lot upon which the building or structure is 
located. 


SECTION XIII. SETBACKS IN BUSINESS AND 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS. 


In Business and Industrial districts no building or structure 
shall be built, reconstructed or extended within ten feet of the lot 
lines on the sides unless its outside walls are of fireproof construc- 
tion. There shall be in the rear of every building or structure an 
area not less than ten feet deep extending across the rear of the 
building or structure for fire fighting purposes except that a build- 
ing may cover the entire lot when the lot is bounded by four streets 
or when the lot extends from one street to another street. 

When a business or industrial district adjoins a residential 
district there shall be a setback trom the zoning line of not less 
than ten feet at any point. 


SECTION XIV: NON-CONFORMING USES. 

Any building, part of a building or premises which, at the time 
of the adoption of this by-law does not conform to this by-law or is 
heing put to a non-conforming use may continue to be used for the 
same purpose, but no non-conforming use shall be changed, moved 
or extended, and no building or premises devoted to a non-conform- 
ing use or uses, in whole or in part shall be structurally changed, 
enlarged or extended uniess the uses are changed to those uses 
authorized in the district in which thse building or premises is 
located. 
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1. A non-conforming pbuilding or structure shall not be altered 
except as ordered by the Building Inspector to make it safe. 

2. Wherever a non-conforming use has been changed to a 
more restricted use, or has been discontinued for one year, it shall 
not be changed to a less restricted use. 


3. Where a non-conforming building has been damaged to an 
extent greater than sixty-five per cent of the assessed value, it shail 
not be reconstructed unless the building and its uses are made to 
conform to the use regulations of the district in which it is located, 
except where the Building Inspector and Board of Appeals grant 
permission in accordance with the procedure provided in Section \. 


SECTION XV: ACCESSORY USES. 

An accessory use is a use customarily incidental to the use 
permitted in a district, and which is not inconsistent with the 
character of said district. The renting of rooms or furnishing table 
board to not more than four persons shall be considered an accessory 
use in A and B Residence Districts provided that no signs are dis- 
played. Such uses shall not be carried on in an accessory building, 
and in no case shall this section be construed to permit the con- 
struction or operation of a tourist camp. trailer site. restaurant or 
inn, 

Accessory uses in residence districts shall not include garages 
for storage of more than three cars or storage of more than two 
commercial vehicles uniess a farm. 


SECTION XVI: LOT AREAS FRONTAGE 
Residence A 10,000 square feet 60 feet 
Residence B_ 20,000 square feet 100 feet 


In a Residence “A” district no building or structure on any 
one lot including accessory buildings shall occupy more than forty 
per cent of the lot. 


This section shail not apply to any lot which at the time this 
by-law becomes effective is narrower at the street line or of lesser 
area than the specifications herein provided, if such a lot was 
recorded in the Registry of Deeds at the time of the adoption of 
this by-law and did not at the time of such adoption adjoin land of 
the same owner available for use in connection with said lot, but 
only one dwelling may be erected on a lot containing less than 
10,000 square feet or having a frontage of less than 60 feet. 


SECTION XVII: YARDS. 
LIcRRONT: YARDS: 


In Residence Districts there shall be provided in front 0) every 
building a front yard of at least 25 feet in clear depth between the 
building and the line of the way or ways upon which the lot abuts, 
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and no building shall be erected, mcved, altered, reconstructed or 
enlarged so that a front yard of less than such clear depth will 
result. Projecting eaves and uncovered steps shall not be consid- 
ered to come within the meaning of this section. 


2. BACK YARDS. 


Behind every dwelling there shall be provided a back yard, 
between the rear line of the house and the rear lot line, not less 
than 30 feet in depth. A back yard may contain accessory buildings 
not more than one and one half stories high, and covering not more 
than 30 per cent of its area. 


3. SIDE YARDS. 


At each side of every dwelling there shall be a side yard of not 
less than fifteen feet clear width, between the side of the house 
and the abutting lot line. 


SECTION XVIII: CORNER CLEARANCE. 


On a corner lot no fence, wall, structure, planting or shrubbery 
or foliage more than 3144 feet in height above the plan of the estab- 
lished grade of the streets shall be erected in any part of a yard 
herein established, that is included within the street lines at points 
which are twenty feet distant from their point of intersection 
measured along said street lines, which would materially | ‘bstruct 
the view of a driver of a vehicle approaching a street intersection. 


SECTION XIX: AMENDMENTS. 


The Planning Board, upon the signed petition of not less than 
ten persons or upon its own initiative, shall hold public hearings 
for consideration of any proposed amendments to the zoning map or 
by-law and shall report its recommendations to the Town meeting. 
Fourteen days notice shall be given by advertising in a local] paper 
and by mailing to such interested parties as the Board in its dis- 
cretion shall designate. 


SECTION XXI: VALIDITY 


VYhe invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shal] 
not affect the validity of any other section or provision thereof. 


SECTION XXII: OTHER LAWS. 


Nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to repeal or 
nullify any existing by-law or regulation of the Town but shall be 
in addition thereto. 

When the matter herein contained is elsewhere regulated the 
more stringent provision shall prevail, 
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SECTION XXIII: EFFECTIVE DATE. 


This by-law shall take effect upon its approval by the Attorney 
General and publication according to law.

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Report of Middlesex County Extension 
service 


This is a report of the work of the Middlesex County Ex- 


tension Service in the town of Burlington for 1943. 


Because of war conditions, the Staff of the Extension 
Service had to devote a great deal of time this year to over- 
head organization work pertaining to machinery rationing, 
food distribution orders, farm labor and other regulations, as 
issued by our Government, and establishing the number of 
war units on certain farms for Selective Service Boards. An 
attempt was made to see to it that these regulations were ex- 


plained and applied to local conditions. 


Poultrymen were furnished information on prize ceilings, 
the feed situation, and other emergency policies. Also, assis- 
tance was given on the improvement of poultry ranges, control 
of diseases and reducing waste. A poultry meeting was held 
during the winter at which time the general poultry situation 


was discussed, 


A town committee meeting was held to discuss food pro- 
duction and canning, with the result that the high school ¢o- 
operated fully in helping with the local labor situation and 
the production of commercial vegetables by commercial farm- 


ers within the town. 


Judges were furnished for the local fair. 


As Town Chairman of Women’s Extension Work, Mrs. 
Selwyn H. Graham was responsible for the following program: 
School lunch demonstration, a home care demonstration, a talk 
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on home mending, the Christmas Kit meeting, as well as one 


eanning demonstration, 


Fifty-eight boys and girls helped the war effort by en- 
rolling as 4-H club members in food production and food 
preservation activities. Thirty-nine boys and six girls were 
engaged in raising gardens, chickens or pigs, and thirteen girls 


did canning. 


The 4-H work was under the general supervision of Carl 
H. Bussey, 4-H town chairman. The canning elub was led by 
Mrs. A. Ellsworth Foster, assisted by Cynthia Bussey. The 
elub of thirteen girls was a banner club, since all completed the 
requirements. The girls had a fine exhibit at the Grange Fair. 

The garden, poultry and pig club members were under the 
supervision of nine local people, each being responsible for a 
small group in their neighborhood. Each member was visited 


once during the summer by one of the club agents. 


During the winter, there were two Agricultural Clubs, 
one at the High School led by Timothy Higgins, and one at the 
Grammar School under the leadership of Miss Mable Whitte- 
more. The club agent attended one of their meetings each 
month. Through these clubs, the members got much informa- 

tion which helped them in their food production projects.

During 19438 the Civilian Defense was adequately organ- 
ized to meet the needs of the Town, in so far as could be 
anticipated. In conformity with recommendations of the 
Massachusetts Committee, at the height of the danger period 
of last August, a modern report center or operations head- 
quarters was established in the banquet hall. <A first aid 
station was established and equipped at the High School. 
The medical supphes obtained will ‘be of permanent value to 
the Town. Through the Office of Civilian Defense auxiliary 
fire equipment was received and other items such as tank 
stirrip pumps, helmets and gas masks were allocated to us. 
The Town was placed in the metroplitan Boston defense 
area. 

The suceess of the Civilian Defense program is due to 
the two hundred citizens who have given so generously of 
their time and experience. The program was helped and 
aided by the officials of the Massachusetts Committee, 
officials of Regions 4 and 5, Town officials, the School Com- 
inittee, Red Cross and Town departments.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1943 


Citizens of Burlington: 


The second war year, 1943, brought with it the long post- 
poned but very necessary conversion from oil to coal of the 
heating system at the Junior Senior High School. This neces- 
sitated the installation of a coal stoker and the services of a 
part-time assistant, which, though expensive, will pay divi- 
dends in the long run, for many of the rooms difficult to heat 
previously, maintain a more even temperature, even in extreme 
weather. 

The redecorating of two of the class rooms at the Junior 
Senior High School as part of a program of annual upkeep, 
will, at a minimum cost, prevent deterioration of the building. 

‘The new government subsidy plan for school lunches has 
made possible a more varied menu at both schools at no extra 
expense to the pupils and should show results in the classroom 
as well as in the physical well-being of the children. 

The Coconut Grove tragedy, causing a tightening of the 
fire laws, has added to our annual expense account the cost of 
flame proofing the draperies, shades and curtains in the audi- 
torium which has already been done. 

The placing of two light poles at the entrance of the High 
“School driveway was a very necessary improvement, thus ob- 
viating a dangerous situation which existed heretofore. 

It is hard in war time to maintain educational standards 
but we feel that with our present corps of teachers the citizens 
of Burlirgton will have no need for worry on that score. 

The placing in the entrance hall of a placque of honor to 
our boys in service keeps the thought of them always with us 
and should keep the ideals for which they are offering their 
all, ever present in our minds and daily lives.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Comnuttee, Burlington, Massachusetts: 


Madam Chairman and Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit my third annual report for the school 
vear 1943. For your convenience the material will be broken 
down into various sub-heads. 


THE GRADE SCHOOL. It is the opinion of your super- 
intendent that the most vital phase of our educational program 
begins with the elementary grades. Here the fundamental 
skills are acquired that will serve as tools through which sec- 
ondary and post secondary education will be made possible. 
Educationally the grade school teacher may be considered the 
focal point around about which the educational growth of the 
youth will or will not properly develop. It goes without saying 
that our responsibility to the community lies in obtaining the 
very best teachers possible for the salaries we can offer. To 
that end should we not dedicate ourselves for the future as 
we have in the past. 


THE TEACHING STAFF. We still are losing capable 
and experienced teachers each year. This year Miss Helen 
Kizik resigned her position as first grade teacher in order to 
accept a position in the public schools of Cambridge. Miss 
Constance Cole of Andover who received her training at the 
Leslie School in Boston was engaged as substitute for the 
balance of the calendar year and has recently been appointed 
a regular teacher for the balance of the school year. Miss 
Kizik’s experience is sadly missed, but Miss Cole’s enthusiasm 
and readiness to learn from actual class room teaching makes 
her a potentially fine teacher. 

Miss Frances Fitzgerald resigned her position in the late 
fall in order to accept a similar position in the publie schools 
of Billerica. Transportation difficulties caused her to make 
this change. We were indeed fortunate in being able to re- 
place her by an experienced teacher in the person of Miss 
Pauline McLaughlin of Woburn. 


The balance of the teaching staff remains the same as last 
year. The adjustments being considered in salaries of some of 
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the more experienced of our grade school teachers will, if they 

become effective, tend to stabilize our teaching staff and also - 
~0 bring in better teachers when and if vacancies arise in the: 
future. +e 


THE OPPORTUNITY CLASS. This group continues” 
to function well. I am glad to report that pupils are being | 
returned to their regular classes and are making satisfactory 
progress after receiving special instruction along those lines 
in which they experienced difficulties. This is the true aim 
of this class. There are a certain few who will probably never 
be able to do regular class work. They are receiving the best. 
instruction we are able to afford. a 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. We are planning to: 
make a study of our reading system and evaluate it in com- 
parison with other well-established systems. There has beén 
some doubt in the minds of some of our teachers as to whether: 
or not the system now used is doing that which we expect it 
to do. Should we find that it is, then it will be well to con- 
tinue it, but if not, our duty is to change to another that prom- 
ises more effectiveness. Serious consideration should also be 
given to English grammar books for the elementary grades. 


Due to the shortage of certain materials, we have endeav- 
ored to cut down on the amount of supplies used. This we will 
continue to do, but not beyond the point where it will effect 
the efficiency of our school program. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS. The Union School build: 
ing is in need of certain repairs., Serious attention should be 
given to reshingling the roof, repainting both the interior and 
the exterior and refurnishing most of the windows with new 
shades. The Union School Annex is in good condition. The 
heating and plumbing systems do need careful overhauling to. 
bring them up to the point of higher efficiency. 


The Union School play grounds are in bad condition. 
Considerable work and quite a large expenditure of monéy 
will be necessary in order to get the grounds in good condi- 
tion. Although this year will probably not see much done 
because of school finances, serious consideration should be 
given this project in the not too distant future. 
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THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL. This school 
has been in operation for over five years and I believe it weil 
to take an aceount of developments. All boys and many giris 
who have graduated from the high school are in the Armed 
Forces or in vital war industries. A good per cent of the 
girls are now attending colleges or other institutions of learn- 
ing. [am happy to report that all persons who have gradu- 
ated from the school and are now attending post secondary 
schools are doing very satisfactory work and in most eases, a 
very high grade of work. This reflects credit upon the teach- 
ine staff and the whole school organization. Before leaving 
this subject, [ wish to pay my respects to those boys who have 
left school before graduation in order to enlist their services 
ta their country. It is my hope that when they are returned 
toa civilian life, we will be able to offer them some form of 
educational opportunity to offset those they sacrificed in order 
‘to serve their country. 


THE TEACHING STAFF. The most significant change 
during the year has been the departure of Miss Winnie B. 
Andrews from active teaching. Miss Andrews was granted a 
temporory leave of absence in October for the balance of the 
school year in order that she might be with her invalided 
nephew and assist him in a business venture. In leaving the 
school, although only temporarily perhaps, she leaves behind 
a record of accomplishment and service that serves as a goal 
for other teachers. Her place is being temporarily filled by 
Wis. Margaret Adams of Billerica. Mrs. Adams’ appointment 
was made upon the wholehearted recommendation of Miss 
andrews and her work has proved the wisdom of her 
appointment. 


Miss Elizabeth Mooney resigned: during the summer to 
be married. Her place has been very ably filled by the 
appointment of Miss Gertrude A. Burke of Wakefield, a Regis 
College graduate. Miss Edna Lambert resigned her position 
‘during the summer to accept a similar position in Reading. 
Her position has been filled by the appointment of Miss Anna 
‘Schmoyer of Lynn, a Bates College graduate, who teaches 
French and English. Since Miss Lambert also taught musie in 
all erades,-it was necessary to secure a new music supervisor. 
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The appointment of Miss Elna Sherman of Jamaica Plain has 
proven a wise move. Mr. Joseph Shea resigned his position 
during the summer to accept a position at the Wayside Indus- 
trial School in Sudbury. This vacaney was not filled because of 
the lack of men qualified to teach physical education. Mr. 
Timothy C. Higgins left during the summer to accept a posi- 
tion as teacher of social studies in the Woburn Junior High. 
His place was filled by the appointment of Mr. Raymond Mead 
of Springfield. Mr. Mead’s previous experience was in pri- 
vate schools and instructor in Social studies at Boston Uni- 
versity. 


It is my behef that we have been extremely fortunate at 
the Junior-Senior High in securing teachers. I believe we 
have a very capable staff. Students here are being offered 
©o9od courses taught by very efficient teachers. 


It is indeed unfortunate that we have been forced to drop 
formal physical education. When the war is over, it is hoped 
that we can again secure capable instructors and bring physi- 
cal education and interscholastic sports back on our program. 


THE SCHOLASTIC PROGRAM. The only changes in 
our program have been the introduction of courses in Ma- 
chines and Radio. These are pre-induction courses and are 
offered to boys in order that they may be better prepared when 
they are inducted into the armed forces. ‘‘Pre-flight-Aero- 
nauties’’ is not being taught this year because last year’s 
class included both Juniors and Seniors. This course will be 
resumed next year. Mechanical Drawing in the Senior High 
School seems to be a very worthwhile course. The advanced 
students in this course are really doing fine work and cer- 


tainly prove the wisdom in its introduction to the Senior High 
Classes. 


It is really our aim to offer to every boy and girl courses 
that will have a direct bearing on his future. In practically 
every instance, I believe this is true. This year we have intro- 
duced French into the ninth grade and advanced Latin One 
to the tenth grade. At the present, we are trying to build up 
our French courses so that a goodly number of pupils will 
eet two or three years of French before graduation. We have

thought seriously of introducing Spanish but have not been 
able to secure an instructor for this course. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES. Our textbook situa- 
tion here has improved. Due to the fact that the most of our 
books are nearly six years old, it will soon become necessary 
to make replacements. The recent purchase of hterature books 
for grades seven and eight will prove a wise investment. We 
do need to complete our social studies texts in grades seven 
and eight. Maps have been purchased for use in connection 
with the teaching of social studies in both the Junior and 
Senior High. French books have been purchased for about 
thirty-five students who are now taking French One. Refer- 
ence books have been purchased and placed in the library 
which have helped considerably in many courses being taught. 
We do need current fiction and non-fiction books for use in 
connection with the teaching of English. Recent gifts of books 
from Mrs. Samuel Sewall are greatly appreciated. 


The amount of supplies used during the past year has de- 
creased due to the efforts of both teachers and pupils to con- 
serve vital materials. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. The grounds at the 
Junior-Senior High are in good condition. Cooperation given 
us by the Park Department has done much to keep the lawns 
in good condition. The building is now in the process of being 
repaired. The heating and plumbing systems are being put 
into good shape by a capable local plumber and heat engineer. 
It will be wise in the future to give more thought to current 
upkeep of the building. On the basis of valuation, we should 
average to spend $1500 to $2000 in repair and upkeep. If this 
amount is spent annually, then without a doubt, our buildings 
will remain in fine condition and serve more efficiently and 
economically. 


(CONCLUSION. Our educational system and program 
functions on a sound basis. True, we have experienced a 
severe drop in enrollment in the upper grades, due to the war. 
However, our task has not diminished but increased. We, su- 
pervisors, administrators and teachers know well that much 
will be expected from those to whom we give educational] 
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guidance. That we must and will give untiringly is an obliga- 
tion we owe to the youth of Burlington. Cooperation between 
the school and the home remains a potent factor in promoting 
the effectiveness of our schools. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the school 
committee for its loyal cooperation. I wish to thank parents 
and all those of this town who have cooperated in helping to 
promote edueational activity within the schools.

Report of School Nurse 


Burlington, Mass. 
January 11, 1944 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Members of School Com- 
mittee: 

Having faithfully executed the duties of school nurse for 
the Union and High Schools this past year, I hereby submit 
my report. 

Our chief concern throughout the school year has been 
the control of communicable diseases (Measles, German 
Measles, Scarlet Fever, Mumps, Chicken Pox and Whooping 
Cough). Most prevalent among the aforementioned was Ger- 
man measles. Other communicable diseases mentioned were 
kept to a minimum only by constant cooperation between home 
and school. Close supervision of minor diseases such as In- 
petigo, Scabies and Pediculosis have also reduced these infee- 
tions to a minimum. 

Audiometer tests were conducted on three hundred and 
elghty-two pupils in both schools. Thirty-eight pupils were 
retested and parents notified of defects in hearing. 

Eye tests were also given and defects when found were 
brought to the attention of parents. 

Regular supervision has been given to children’s height 
and weight. 

Immunization against Diphtheria was given to thirty- 
eight children. 

Follow-ups aud periodic checks have been made on all 
illnesses contracted during the school term and the corree- 
tion of many defects found on physical examination have 
been secured. 

What has been accomplished this past year was attained 
only through the kind and considerate cooperation of the 
Superintendent of Schools, members of the School Com- 
mittee, School Physician, members of the Board of Health, 
Board of Public Welfare, teachers and parents. ‘T’o all I say 
‘Thank You.’’

PROCEEDINGS AT ANNUAL TOWN MEETING,

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING, 
FEBRUARY 21, 1944 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Chester E. MacDonald, at 8 P. M. and the minutes of the 
Annual Election of Officers was read by the Clerk. The re- 
maining articles in the warrant were then taken up in thew 
order. 


Article 2—Voted unanimously that the Town accept 
the reports of the Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, 
Treasurer, Collector, Assessors, Cemetery Commissioners, 
Library Trustees, Town Clerk, Board of Health, Town Ac- 
eountant and the various other Town Officers. 


Article 3—Voted unanimously that the Town authorize 
the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the reve- 
nue of the financial year, beginning January 1, 1944, and to 
issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 


of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 


Article 4—Schools and Transportation—It was unan!- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50,661.22 to be used together with the dog license refund 
of $528.78, the grand total being $51,190.00 to defray the 
expenses of schools and transportation, the same to include 
the transportation of the parochial school children, that 
$100.00 of this amount be reserved for the expenses of the 


school committee, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the school committee. 


HiGHWAYS—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $5,250.00 for the mainten- 
ance of highways, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 
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SNOW AND ICE—It was unanimously voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for the 
removal of snow and ice, to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 


STREET LIGHTS—Motion was made that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $3,200.00 for street hghts 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. Amenc- 
ment to that motion was made that all dim-outs on the lights 
be removed as far as Army regulations would permit. The 
amendment was carried. } 


REPAIRS TO MACADAM STREETS—It was unani- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,500.00 for the repairs and maintenance of macadam 
streets, the same to be used in conjunction with $1,500.00 to 
be received from the State and $1,500.00 to be received from 
the County, to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 


MACHINERY ACCOUNT—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the expenses of the machinery account to be used with 
any money that may be transferred from the machinery 
fund account, to be spent under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE—It was un- 
animously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $7,500.C0 for the Department of Public Welfare, 
$700.00 of this amount to be used for salaries and expenses 
of this department, $200.00 for each member and $100.00 for 
the expenses of the Board, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Public Welfare Department.

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Report of Planning Board 


eile Planning Board was organized on March 26, 1944 
with Carl D. Hall as chairman and Jack J. Moss as seeretary. 
A number of meetings were held throughout the year in 
conjunction’ with the post-war planning committee where 
‘an exhaustive study was made for a water system in the 
town. An examination of matters that might be to the best 
Anterest of the town was undertaken and the following 
recommendations are hereby submitted to the town: 


1. It‘is suggested that the Board of Selectmen file a 
“petition with the Massachusetts Department of Public 
“Works for the construction of a sidewalk along Cambridge 
Street. This is a necessity in order to avoid accidents to 
pedestrians. There is a possibility that after the war there 
will be such construction if application has been seasonably 
made, *~ mee 


2. It is recommended that the town appropriate a sum 
of money for repairing the bridge on Terrace Hall Avenue 
ou which the guard rails are in dangerous condition. 


3. It is recommended that at some future date the 
bridge on Mill Street be strengthened or posted so that 
trucks with heavy loads will be warned of the carrying 
capacity of that bridge. 


4. Jn order to make the town more beautiful, it is 
recommended that a project be set up for setting out trees, 
and that a checkup be made of the old trees so as to pre- 
serve their life. 


5. It is recommended that the Board of Health, with 
some of its appropriation, have an annual rubbish collection 
in the spring of every year. The inhabitants could be asked 
to collect their cans and rubbish and deposit them on the 
highway at a stated time and _ it could be collected and 
transported to the dump, operated by Silk. 
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6. The town now has a set of Building By-Laws, Board 
of Health Regulations, two sets of Town By-Laws and the 
Planning Board expects to draft a set of regulations. 

It is recommended that an appropriation be made for 
the consolidation of all of those into an appropriate booklet 
form for the convenience of the town; part of the cost 
eould be defrayed by making a nominal charge, as is done in 
other municipalities, for every booklet. 


7. It is recommended that the selectmen be elected for 
a three year term. The Planning Board will have inserted 
an article in the coming annual meeting for this purpose. 


8. It is recommended that the Park Commissioners in 
conjunction with the Simonds Trust, erect a shell in Simonds 
Park suitable for the presentation of concerts, plays and 
out-door movies. We feel that this project will give the 
town favorable publicity and will attract desirable inhabi- 
tants.

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Report of Middlesex County Extension Service 


Due to a shortage of manpower in the County Extension 
office a general report is given rather than a detailed report 
as has been done during previous years. 

The Extension Service during 1944 turned over all its 
facilities to the war effort in the production and conserva- 
tion of food and other factors necessary to help win the war. 
The County Trustees, Town Directors and Local leaders 
gave freely of their time in spite of the fact that most of 
them were fully occupied with other duties. 


Under agriculture most of the time was spent in coop- 
eration with Selective Service Boards in furnishing informa- 
tion relative to registrants employed on farms. This prob- 
ably was the most important job of the year as the food 
production program could not continue unless the key men 
on our farms were retained. 


Harm labor is probably the next important item, with 
the local director cooperating with the school system in 
helping to make a vailable all the boys and girls within the 
town and any other available people to help meet the ex- 
treme labor shortage on farms. The County office was 
instrumental in finding some outside available help and es- 
pecially during the harvest season various types of help 
were obtained to harvest the crop. 


General assistance was given in all production problems 
in order that the maximum amount of food could be pro- 
duced. 


Homemakers were asSisted, especially in the conserva- 
tion and preservation of food, a better understanding of 
wise use of ration points and food that had to be purchased 
along with greater use of home-grown foods. Good nutrition 
for the family was especially stressed in order that the 
health of the family could be maintained under war condi- 
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tions. Clothing renovation and construction, refinishing 
and upholstering furniture were all projects emphasized to 
help the homemaker carry on more efficiently under war 
conditions. 


With Boys’ and Girls’ 4-H Club Work, it was difficult 
here to carry on due.to lack of available local volunteer 
leaders.. Much credit, however, should go to the leaders. 
who gave all their available time to help our boys and girls. 
carry on with their various projects. The club members of 
your town were part of the 1,700,000 in the United States. 
who helped 4-H earn the recognition of having made the 
largest contribution in the war effort of any of the youth 
organizations of the nation. Food Production, Food Presev- 
vation and Homemaking were the clubs given the greatest 
emphasis during the year. |

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School Department Report 


To the School Committee 


Burlington, Massachusetts 


Mr. Chairman and Members: 


I am submitting herewith my first annual report as 
Superintendent of your schools. This report will serve as a 
supplement to the one presented to you by Mr. Norton and 
will cover the period from September 1, 1944 to January 
1, 1945. 


The theme for discussion of most educational groups to- 
day seems to be one of Education for All American Youth, 
or Planning for All American Youth. The American Army 
has written to educators telling them about nine military 
needs and as asked all school people to correlate these nine 
needs with the regular school subject matter whenever and 
wherever possible. These nine needs are, namely: physical fit- 
ness; mathematical skills; scientific principles; basic lan- 
guage skills; occupational skills; why we fight; orientation to 
army life; health, sanitation and first aid; and map-reading 
ability. There is no question that our schools are changing, 
and the end is still not in sight. In the old days subject 
matter was taught for the sake of subject matter. Today 
the child is taught for the good of the child. We used to 
think we had to prepare every child for college. Today we 
try to teach a child to become a better citizen. 


I sincerely believe that the citizens of Burlington are 
most fortunate in having such a splendid building for the 
Junior-Senior High School, but the building itself is only 
one part of the program. I once overheard a teacher re- 
mark to a superintendent what splendid buildings he had 
under his supervision. I have never forgotten that super- 
intendent’s reply which was, ‘‘It isn’t the buildings that 
count. It’s what’s in them.’’ Then he went on to general- 
ize about how the buildings should be tight to withstand 
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nature’s elements, large enough to take care of the enroll- 
ment adequately, and clean and fresh with paint to insure 
the most pleasant surroundings for proper training. To 
guarantee this calls for a large annual expense for any 
town. But, in addition to these, the important items are 
your faculty, your students, and the materials and equip- 
ments with which they have to work. | 


Mr. Norton has mentioned that the doors of the Union 
School need attention. I might add that the windows and 
the roof need immediate attention.. A fresh coat of paint 
on the exterior and interior walls of the building will do a 
ereat deal toward brightening up the general appearance of 
the school. The Junior-Senior High School building needs 
attention to the northeast wall of the assembly hall and 
home economic room. A boys’ toilet should be added to this 
part of the building so that when evening events are held 
in the assembly hall or gymnasium, it will not be necessary 
to open up the entire school building. I have noticed that 
most schools having events in their assembly halls or gym- 
nasia have proper facilities so that that is the only part of 
the building open to the public. Also, a few of the rooms 
need interior painting. : 


Mrs. Martha Robinson, Miss Rose Chiesa, Mr. Joseph 
Lalli, and Mr. Samuel Quagenti have been added to our 
faculty group since I took over my duties here. I feel that 
we are most fortunate in having with us these four teachers. 
Mrs. Robinson, is securing excellent results from her musie 
and art classes. Mr. Quagenti now teaches band during 
school hours, and the students receive credit for their 
work. If you saw the Christmas musical program, I need 
say no more about the work of Mrs. Robinson and Mr. 
Quagenti. 


Miss Chiesa replaced Miss Smoyer on the Junior-Senior 
iligh School faculty. Because of Miss Chiesa we have been 
able to introduce Spanish into our curriculum, and_ the 
course seems to be a very popular one. I was not able to 
fill. Mr. Diekerman’s position until after school had been 


in session for six weeks, and then, luckily, I found Mr. Lalli 
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who has proven a hard and willing worker since joining us. 
Mr. James O’Connor was appointed shop instructor during 
the summer months. 


~ One point checked in every good school system is 


teacher turnover. How long can we keep our teachers and 
how long do we keep our teachers? Taking everything 
into consideration this past year our turnover was probably 
no greater than other neighboring school systems. 


The army tells us that our boys are physically unfit and 
that we should do more. with our..physical education pro- 
eram-and-athletics. I believe that most of us know this 
and realize this without being told by the army. In order 
to have a well-balanced school program, physical education 
and athletics need to be well represented. I sincerely 
believe that the sooner we can add a physical education in- 
structor, or a teacher-coach, the sooner some of our -prob- 
lems will be settled. That should be an important ‘‘must” 
addition to the Junior-Senior High Schoo] faculty. 


With no male instructor on our factulty who knew any- 
thing about coaching, and with physical fitness and the 
general well-being of our school in mind,I decided to try to 
carry on a basketball program for the winter. This meant 
I would have to give up what time I could to coaching. It 
has not proven to be a satisfactory arrangement, for I have 
had to sacrifice my administrative and supervisory. duties 
for those of coaching, and to. sacrifice coaching duties for 
other pressing matters. Mr. Lalli has been a great help 
to me in supervising the practice sessions when I could not 
be present. I feel the teams have done well considering 
they have not been organized during the past two years. 
Miss Boutilette has made it possible for the girls to have a 
team and play a schedule. The members of the girls’ squad 
are to be complimented on their fine showing to date, win- 
ning their first three games. 


The Athletic Association was reorganized this year 
after a two-year lay-off and to date has taken in approxi- 
mately one hundred dollars in dues. As there were no 


basketballs, five new ones had to be purchased at a cost of 
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approximately sixty dollars. These should be good for an- 
other season, and ordinarily the purchase of two new balls 
each year should keep the supply in balance. 


Many of the textbooks should be replaced and new ones 
added. I consider this an important matter. Also, we are 
in dire need of a more adequate library. By that I mean 
books. 


We should do more with materials and tests. We need 
to spend more money on our science equipment. We should 
plan to spend from one hundred to two hundred dollars on 
this one item alone each year. 


We have a fine Bell and Howell sound machine that has 
been repaired this fall. We should do more with sound 
film as a teaching aid. 


The students have done very well with the buying and 
selling of War Savings Stamps and Bonds. They helped 
Burlington to meet its quota on this last bond drive, the 
sixth. Mr. Graham said that they were an important fac- 
tor and put Burlington over its quota. Audrey Chapman 
won a prize of five dollars for selling the most bonds, value 
one thousand dollars. Ronald Chambers won a_ second 
prize of two dollars for selling five hundred and fifty dol- 
lars worth of bonds. There were others who sold over one 
hundred dollars worth. Earlier in the fall the members of 
the faculty contributed to the Greater Boston War Fund 
and again helped Burlington to meet its quota. 


The ninth grade was moved upstairs this year with 
grades ten, eleven and twelve. This was necessary due to 
the large size of the junior high grades and the small num- 
bers in the upper two grades. This move brought about a 
better student balance on the two floors and during the two 
eafeteria periods with one hundred and twelve students on 
the upper floor and ninety-seven on the lower floor. 


Our two school cafeterias are operating at a small, but 
steady, profit under the good management of Mrs. Florence 
Symmes and Mrs. Clara MeIntyre. Mrs. Symmes with her 
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three assistants, Mrs. Lillian Welch, Mrs. Grace Crockett, 
and Mrs. Patricia Spencer, has served on the average of two 
hundred and seventy-three lunches each day this fall. Mrs. 
McIntyre and Mrs. Ellsworth have averaged one hundred 
and forty-three this fall. These lunches are excellent and 
are government supervised. It is doubtful if the lunch 
could be duplicated for the same price anywhere outside of 
a school cafeteria. 


Mr. Simon Johnson and Mr. Roscoe Pearsons have taken 
excellent care of your schoo] buildings, and again I think 
you are fortunate in having the care of your school build- 
ings in such competent hands. 


I have had repaired this fall the large refrigerator in 
the cafeteria, two cooking units in the home _ economics 
room, a large-carriage typewriter, the adding machine, and 
the sound projector. Some of the plumbing had to be re- 
placed in the Union School. The small oil furnace in the 
Annex had to be repaired and a new combustion-chamber 
added. We reconverted from coal back to oil in the Junior- 
Senior High School. The old tank in the Annex has been 
covered with a fireproof material. Several of the locks 
have been repaired and replaced in the two main buildings. 
The typewriters in the commercial department should be 
cleaned and checked and two or three of them replaced as 
soon as possible. A comptometer is needed in the commer- 
cial department. 


The school census showed that there were three hun- 
dred fifty-nine boys and three hundred twenty-five girls, or 
a total of six-hundred eighty-four young citizens of Burling- 
ton of school age. The majority of these are attending 
school. The remaining number includes not only handi- . 
capped children, but also those who left school for the ser- 
vice or to enter some other school or go to work. 


The cost of highting and heating the Junior-Senior High 
School building when it is used by the citizens of Burlington 
for educational and recreational activities is borne by the 
School Department. The funds which are spent for this 
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purpose come from the general school appropriation. The 
fees which are collected when permits are issued are paid 
directly into the Town Treasury and are not available to 
the School Department as reimbursement for its expenses. 
The Burlington Mothers’ Service Club had the free use of 
the building two nights for its minstrel show. The Catho- 
he Guild had the use of the building for two nights and paid 
in to the Town Treasury twenty-five dollars rental fee.. The 
Red Cross uses the building no less than two times each 
week, one afternoon and one evening. The rationing board 
still uses one room in the building six days. and two evenings 
each week. 


An article in the recent issue of the ‘‘School Executive” 
magazine states concisely and ‘emphatically regarding edu- 
-eation after the war in Great Britain... That, “of all the 
State’s activities, education is the basic activity, because it 
“conditions the future character of the entire community— 
-in peacetime no contemporary economie crisis should be per- 
mitted to have any effect at all upon educational services. 
‘In wartime the maintenance of these services at a level of 
high efficiency should have maximum priority.’’ The great- 
est task before the American people is to win this war. To 
‘this end our utmost energy and our best thoughts are dedi- 
cated, but we must not be unmindful of the peace and world 
construction which must follow. We are confronted now 
with the decisions that will determine the kind of citizens 
who will inherit this country of ours. We must keep con- 
stantly before us the fact that children cannot delay the 
growing-up process. ‘‘ What they will be, they are now be- 
coming.” 


Your attention is directed to the reports of the music 
and art supervisor, Mrs. Martha Robinson; the school nurse, 
Mrs. Julia M. Connors; the school physician, Dr. Francis A.

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Report of Superintendent Norton 


To the School Committee 
Burlington, Mass. 


Mr. Chairman and Members: 


I present to you this my third and last report as super- 
intendent of schools in Burlington. It will cover the period 
beginning January 1, 1944 and ending August 31, 1944. The 
report on the balance of the school year will be presented 
by your newly elected superintendent, -Mr. Raymond E, 
Perkins. 


THE UNION SCHOOL. ‘This school which provides 
for grades one through six has earried on its activities with 
the same marked suecess which has characterized its previ- 
ous performances. The staff.of teachers.is functioning well. 
They. are, generally speaking, well trained:in the particular 
work they are dome, It is my opinion that. every teacher 
is carrying on a program which is affecting»a thorough 
training in elementary and intermediate training. Certain 
phases of this program have suffered because of lack:of in- 
struction. The number of pupils enrolled-in. this school 
warrants -a.full time instructor of-art and: music. ».One day 
a week given over to the supervision of music is completety. 
inadequate. During the school year there has been no 
supervisor 5 art... . This. service. was discontinued by the 
school committee 1 until such a time.as a desirable supervisor 
could be found. me am happy to report that beginning in the. 
fall a new full time supervisor of music and art will be on: 
hand ready to carry on this.program which has been some: 
what neglected. 


The reading ‘program is being bartigd on quite: success- 
fully but it is my opinion that a more affective program: 
would. result if more time-were devoted to the preparation 
for reading. Possibly the, number of failures. of the. first 

grade could be reduced if more time and more material were 
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available for the teachers and pupils of these grades. No 
skill taught in school more effects the whole educational 
development of a pupil than the skill of reading. His future 
success in school depends upon his degree of mastery of the 
art of reading. 


The action of the school committee shortening the 
school day for grades one through six has met with favora- 
ble results. There are various reasons for making this 
change among the more important being: first, the pupils 
are able to get to their homes at a more reasonable hour; 
second, the lower grade pupils are having now a school day 
more in line with their physical and mental eapacities. 


The special class has functioned especially well with 
the pupils in the class receiving good training in those acti- 
vities in keeping with their skills and aptitudes. A good. 
number is coming into this class for special work and being 
returned to their regular grades after special deficiencies 
are overcome. 


The text book situation is good. However, it should be 
taken into consideration that for affective teaching, teach- 
ing tools should be available. Books and related materials 
are those tools and to deprive pupils and teachers of them is 
a detriment to effective teaching. I would like to eall to 
your attention the need for supplemental texts in all 
courses. To restrict a class to one basic text is, in the opin- 
ion of our best and foremost educators, not conclusive to 
good teaching. 

The lunch program is a well established and extremely 
well functioning part of our school program. The coopera- 
tion of the Federal Government in making available to the 
school funds makes it still possible to furnish good substan- 
tial meals, including milk, at a very low cost to parents. 
The many benefits derived from this lunch program make 
it an indispensable part of the whole school program. The 
improved physical condition of the pupils is adequate proof 
of this statement. 

The Union School Building doors need a lot of repair 
work. However, the budget does not permit this. It 
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would be well to give more thought to the upkeep of this 
building and make annual repairs or else the time will soon 
be at hand when a lot of money will have to be expended 
at one time. 


The faculty at the Union School is serving well. It is 
indeed unfortunate that so many teachers are leaving each 
year for other positions. The reason is obvious. Would it 
not be well for all, parents, and school committee members 
to take into deeper consideration the effect this loss of 
teachers has on the boys and girls we are affording an edu- 
eation. Do we not want to afford them a best education? 
Can this be done if we are to allow good, experienced 
teachers to leave us each year for positions where the sal- 
aries are higher? If we want to give our boys and girls the 
best education possible, then we want to employ the best 
teachers possible and to renumerate these teachers ade- 
quately for their services. This is good business logic. 


THE JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL. The Junior 
High School is functioning well. You are indeed fortun- 
ate in having for your principal Mrs. Margaret Adams. She 
is conducting a good Junior High School. Her sympathetie 
understanding of pupils and her ability to get along so well 
with her teachers makes her an extremely valuable asset to 
your system. I would like to eall to your attention the need 
of lessening the load of the Junior High Principal. In ac- 
cordance with generally accepted school practices a princi- 
pal should not teach more than four periods a day and 
should be free the balance of the day to attend to routime 
work of administration. The Junior High Unit is the most 
difficult in any system because of the difficulties one always 
encounters in handling pupils of this particular age group. 


The manual training and home economic departments 
have been doing very good work. The annual exhibits 
have afforded parents an opportunity to see the type of 
work being done. 

The Senior High has continued to experience a decline 
in enrollment. However, I believe it is reasonable to expect 
that the enrollment will start increasing now and eventually 
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get back to normal. The last June graduating class num- 
bering less than twenty was the smallest in the short his- 
tory of the high school. However, work has been going on 
and pupils are, in spite of many adverse conditions, getting 
a well balanced high school education. 


The faculty is, generally speaking, well balanced and 
doing good work with the pupils. It is too bad that the 
physical education program is so lacking when we are en- 
couraged by our government to afford a good physical edu- 
cation program at all costs in order that the boys of our 
high school will be better prepared when they are called 
into service. 


. The lunch program at the Junior-Senior High School 
is functioning well. It is operating in the same manner as 
the one at the Union School. We encourage all who ean to 
participate. We believe that we are offering a well bal- 
anced meal at an extremely low cost. We believe that our 
efforts will be reflected in the health of the pupils. 


In conelusion I wish to express to the parents and 
pupils my appreciation for their kind cooperation while 
serving as your superintendent. JI am aware of the loyal 
cooperation and congenial attitude of the faculty and look 
upon our work of the past three years as a cooperative en- 
terprise where everyone has worked together ina truly 
democratic way to promote democratic education in the 
community. The school committees have been most coon- 
erative, and through this cooperation we, I believe, have 
been successful in promoting our educational program. 


I wish at this time to offer to the school committee my 
best wishes for the continuance of your educational pro- 
oram under your newly elected superintendent, Raymond 
E. Perkins. Iam glad-to have had a part in bringing him 
to Burlington and I am sure his presence insures a contin- 
uance of good sound educational activity in your schools.

To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts 


I hereby submit my annual report of school work done 
in 1944. 


I assisted the school physician in his examination of all 
the odd grades and parents or guardians notified of defects 
when found. 


The most noticeable of these defects was the poor con- 
dition of teeth. One of the problems facing us at present 
is inadequate dental care. The shortage of dentists has made 
the school] dental clinic impossible for the past three years. 


There were fifty-four children immunized against Diph- 
theria. Over four hundred children were given the Patch 
Test and about one hundred had positive reactions. Arrange- 
ments have been made to have those x-rayed and known 
contacts and suspicious cases will have follow up. Eye tests 
were also given and defects brought to the attention of the 
parents. Audiometer tests will be conducted this year. 


Regular supervision has been given to children’s height 
and weight. 


There were no serious epidemics of any of the com- 
municable diseases due to a greater vigilance on the part of 
the parents and teachers. 


There has been a pre-school Well Child Conference held 
monthly at the high school and many of the first graders 
have had many defects corrected before entering school. 

Five children were taken to Waltham for x-rays, and 
forty children ‘taken to various elinies. 
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The teachers are free to call on me with any health 
problems, and I am grateful to them for calling the need of 
their pupils to my attention. It is then my duty to visit 
the home, and with cooperation from parents, to find a 
satisfactory solution to the child’s problem. This coopera- 
tive effort will result in better attendance by children physi- 
cally able to do their work. 


I wish to thank the Superintendent, School Committee, 
School Physician, Teachers, and members of Board of 
Health for their kindness and cooperation.

Mr. Chairman and Members: 


Since the main objectives of the Burlington schools is to 
develop the complete child, the music and arts program has 
been designed to meet the cultural and emotional needs of 
the children, and to further their appreciation and under- 
standing of music and art. All growth should be continu- 
ous. With this in mind, there should be provided suitable 
and pleasant experiences that will contribute substantially 
to the child’s interests and insights in these fields. 


So that these objectives might be accomplished in the 
best possible manner, a program of instruction was planned 
in the hopes that each succeeding year of the child’s stay 
in school will show progression, not only in theory, but also 
in the appreciation of and the significance of art and music 
in their every day lives. 


The organization of the program has been such that 
every student has been willing to participate, whether he 
has much or little ability. The results have been most 
gratifying. In the Union School and the Junior High 
School we have all pupils singing and drawing. Mention 
must be made of the fine cooperation of the High Schoo] 
Chorus. 


Our outstanding achievement this year was the Christ- 
mas program, in which all pupils from grades four through 
six participated, as well as the eighth grade A Capella choir, 
the High School Chorus and the school band. We also had 
two soloists from our schools, one a student and the other a 
member of the faculty. Our piano accompanist was a 
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member of the student body. The art classes assisted in 
making the covers for the programs, which were designed 
by a high school student. 


Artistic talent was especially noticeable in the Christ- 
mas decorations in each of the junior high school home 
rooms. This year we are proud to have two of our junior 
high school pupils enrolled for Saturday art classes at the 
Massachusetts College of Art. Much interest has been ev}- 
denced by the pupils in poster work, soap carving and ap- 
plied design. Many students are hoping to have some of 
their work entered in State and National competitive 
exhibits. 


I would lite to thank Mr. Perkins and the School Com- 
mittee for giving me the opportunity to have a small part 
in furthering the cultural development of the boys and girls 
of Burlington. JI would also like to thank all teachers and 
pupils for their kind and earnest cooperation.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Burlington 
for the period from May 24, 1942, the date of the previous 
audit, to May 12, 1944, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The records of the financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined,: checked, 
and verified with the books and records of the town account- 
ant. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed 
and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, were 
checked with the treasurer’s books and the departmental 
records, while the recorded payments were compared with 
the treasurer’s cash book and the treasury warrants. The 
appropriations, as recorded on the ledger, were checked with 
the town clerk’s records of town meetings, a trial balance 
was taken off, and a_ balance sheet, which is appended to 
this report, was prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town as of May 12, 1944. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The cash book additions were veri- 
fied and the recorded receipts were’ compared with the 
accountant’s books, with the records of the several depart- 
ments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money is paid into the town treasury. The 
payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with 
the accountant’s ledger. 
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The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust funds in custody of the 
treasurer were examined and listed, the income being 
proved and the withdrawals verified. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were ex- 
amined and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts 
added to the tax title accounts were compared with the 
eollector’s books and the tax titles were listed and checked 
with the records in the Registry of Deeds. In order to 
reconcile the tax title accounts, it was necessary to check in 
detail all tax items added to tax titles, as well as the redemp- 
tions and foreclosures, which consumed considerable time 
and added to the cost of the audit. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding 


according to the previous examination and all subsequent 
commitments of taxes were audited and proved to the asses- 
sors’ warrants. The payments to the treasurer were 
checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abate- 
ments were compared with the assessors’ records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 


and reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, the replies 
received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
GOrrect, 


The recorded receipts of the town clerk from dog and 
sporting licenses were checked and the payments to the 


town and to the State were verified. 
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The accounts of the public welfare, cemetery, and all 
other departments collecting money for the town or commit- 
ting bills for collection were examined, checked, and recon- 
ciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, together with 
summaries of the tax, assessment, departmental, tax title, 
and tax possession accounts, as well as tables showing the 
trust fund transactions. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Forest Warden 
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Report of the Town Water Investigating 


Committee 


_ The Committee appointed February 17, 1941, to investi- 
gate the possibility of establishing a water system for the 
Town of Burlington have continued, during the past year, 
its efforts to determine the most practical system to recom- 
mend. Several meetings have been held, and, as a result of 
a joint meeting of the Water Investigating Committee and 
the Post-War Planning Committee, figures for both a Town 
System and a District System were revised. After the new 
figures were obtained, a copy was sent to each family in the 
town, and a public meeting was held in the Town Hall on 
November 23, 1944. At that time, Mr. Howard, the con- 
sulting engineer, explained to the gathering the two types of 
systems and answered questions from the assembly. It is 
estimated that the cost for a Town System would be about 
$297,000, which would mean approximately $3.40 on our tax 
rate. If a Water District System were decided upon, an 
increase of about $4.40 on our tax rate would have to be 
borne by all residents benefiting or residing within the limits 
set forth for the water district. The Committee fully realize 
that it is not practical to recommend the establishment of 
any form of water system until the war is concluded. How- 
ever, we do feel that the necessary preliminary work should 
be done, in order that we will be ready when it is possible 
to secure water for Burlington.

Public Welfare for three years, and one member of the 
Planning Board for five years. 


Article 2. To hear and act upon the reports of Town

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1945, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44, General Laws.

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PROCEEDINGS AT THE ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
February 19, 1945 


The adjourned meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Chester E. MacDonald, at 8.35 P.M. and the 
records of the previous meeting were read by the Clerk. 
The Moderator at this juncture made a suggestion that 
the voters accept the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee which includes a total budget of $130,576.00. 
Some of the various departments objected to this sugges- 
tion and Mr. DeMone made a motion that each article be 
taken up separately—which was so voted. 


Article 2—Motion was made and seconded that the town 
accept the reports of the town officers and committees. 
Mr. Mohan immediately arose and made a motion that the 
Honor Roll Committee be discharged. A discussion fol- 
lowed and when the vote was put to the voice of the people 
the motion as made and seconded was accepted regarding 
the reports of the town officers and committees and the 
Honor Roll Committee still stands as originally appointed 
by the Moderator. 


Article 2A—It was unanimously voted that the High 
School Building Committee’s records be turned over to the 
School Committee and the High School Building Commit- 
tee be discharged. 


Article 3—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in antici- 
pation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1945, and to issue a note or notes, therefor, 
payable within one year, and to renew any note or notes 
as may be given for a period of less than one year in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 4—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $700 for the Selectmen’s 
Department, $195 for the salary of the Chairman, $195 
for each of the other two members, $100 for the salary of 
the Clerk and $15 for expenses, the same to be spent unc 
the direction of the Selectmen. 
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TOWN ACCOUNTANT’S DEPARTMENT — It was 
unanimously voted that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $675 for the Accountant’s Department, $650 
for the salary of the Accountant and $25 for expenses, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


TREASURER’S DEPARTMENT —It was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$800 for the Treasurer’s Department—$600 for salary 
and $200 for expenses, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Treasurer. 


TAX COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT—It was unani- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1350 for the Collector’s Department, $1000 for salary 
and $350 for expenses, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Tax Collector. 


ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT—It was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1200 for the Assessors’ Department, $350 for the salary 
of the Chairman, $250 each for the salary of the other two 
members and $350 for the expenses of the office, including 
the salary of the Clerk, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Board of Assessors. 


LAW DEPARTMENT—It was unanimously voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1000 for the 
Law Department, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


TOWN CLERK’S DEPARTMENT —It was unani- 
mously voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $765 
for the Town Clerk’s Department—$650 for salary and 
$115 for expenses—this amount to include the fees to be 

paid under Section 26, Chapter 46, General Laws. 


ELECTIONS AND REGISTRATIONS—It was unani- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $700 for the salaries and expenses of the Regis- 
trars of Voters, Elections and Registrations, including 
the annual listing made by the Registrars, to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 
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PLANNING BOAKD—It was unanimously voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $25 to defray ' 
the expenses of the Planning Board, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Planning Board. 


TOWN HALL MAINTENANCE—It was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2250 for Town Hall Maintenance, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT —It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $2500 for 
the Police Department, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT—Motion was made that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $6200 for the 
Fire Department—$208 of this amount for the salary of 
the Chief, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Fire Chief, with the approval of the Selectmen. 
Amendment to this motion was that the Town raise and 
appropriate the sum of $6650 for the Fire Department, 
$208 of this amount for the salary of the Chief, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Fire Chief with the 
approval of the Selectmen. The amendment was carried. 


BUILDING INSPECTOR—Motion was made that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $150 for the salary: 
of the Building Inspector, the same to be spent under the’ 
direction of the Selectmen. Amendment to this motion 
was that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $160 
for the salary of the Building Inspector—$10 of this 
amount to be earmarked for “specifically enforcing all 
existing zoning by-laws’’—the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Building Inspector. When the vote was 
taken on the amendment it was doubted. At this time 
Tellers Brown and Cronin were sworn and directed to take 
count of hands. Those in favor 13, those opposed 26. The 
amendment was lost and the original motion was taken 
up and so voted. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES—It was 
-unanimously voted that the Town raise and appropriate 
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the sum of $100 for the salary and expenses of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


MOTH DEPARTMENT—lIt was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1200 


for the Moth Department, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 


TREE WARDEN’S DEPARTMENT—It was unani- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $450 for the Tree Warden’s Department, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Tree Warden. 


BOARD OF APPEALS—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $25 for 
‘the expenses of the Board of Appeals, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Board of Appeals. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT —It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1800 
for the Health Department, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Board of Health. 


ANIMAL INSPECTOR—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $100 for 
the salary of the Animal Inspector, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Board of Health. 


SLAUGHTERING INSPECTOR—It was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $35 
for the salary of the Slaughtering Inspector, the same to 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Health. 


HIGHWAYS — Chapter 81 — Maintenance — It was 
unanimously voted that the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5500 for the maintenance of Chapter 81 
highways, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 

Chapter 90—Maintenance—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1350 
for Chapter 90 Maintenance, the same to be used in con- 
junction with $1350 to be received from the State and 
$1350 to be received from the County, to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 
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Snow Removal—Motion was made that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3500 for the removal of 
snow and ice, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. An amendment was made to that 
motion that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6500 for the removal of snow and ice, the same to be 
spent under the direction of the Selectmen. .An amend- 
ment to the amendment was made that the Board of 
Selectmen make plans for the purchase, rental or lease of 
a substantial piece of snow fighting equipment and when 
the plans are made to call a Special town meeting for the 
purpose of the approval of the voters for the necessary 
funds. This amendment was to include the $6500. Amend- 
ment was carried. It was unanimous. 


STREET LIGHTS—It was unanimously voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $3301 for street 
lights, the same to be spent under the direction of the 

Selectmen. 


MACHINERY FUND—Motion that the Town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1000 for the expenses of 
the Machinery account to be used with any money that 
may be transferred from the Machinery fund account to 
be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. An amend- 
ment was made to this motion that the sum of $1800 be 
raised and appropriated. The amendment was lost and 
question came on the original motion and it was unani- 
mously voted. 


CHARITIES — General Relief — It was unanimously 
voted that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5500 for administration and temporary aid, $700 of this 
amount to be used for salaries and expenses of the depart- 
ment, $200 for each member and $100 for expenses, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Board of 
Public Welfare. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE—Motion was made that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $16,000 for old 
age assistance, $540 of this amount to be used for the 
salary and $360 for the expenses of a social worker, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Board of Public 
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Welfare. An amendment to the motion was that we raise 
and appropriate the sum of $17,000. The amendment to 
the motion was carried. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN—It was unani- 
mously voted that the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $2,000 for aid to dependent children, the same to 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Public 
Welfare. 


SOLDIERS’ BENEFITS—It was unanimously voted 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
for Soldiers’ Benefits to be spent under the air ection of 
the Selectmen. 


SCHOOLS—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $53,441.23 to be used 
together with the dog license refund of $558.77, the grand 
total being $54,000, to defray the expenses of schools and 
transportation, the same to include the transportation of 
the parochial school] children, that $100 of this amount be 
reserved for the expenses of the School Committee, the 
total appropriation to be spent under the direction of the 
School Committee.

RESERVE FUND—It was unanimously voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $250 for the Re- 
serve Fund, the same to be distributed under the direction 
of the Finance Committee. 


CLAIMS—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $100 for the claims 
account, for the purpose of payment of claims against the 
Town, any balance of this account to be put into a Claims 
Fund, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


CEMETERIES—It was unanimously voted that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for the 
Cemetery Department, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Cemetery Commissioners. 
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MATURING DEBT—It was unanimously voted that 
the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
Maturing Debt, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. 


INTEREST—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,600 for interest, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Article 5—It was unanimously voted that the Town 
authorize the Selectmen to petition the State Department 
of Public Works for aid for general highway purposes 
under Section 26-29, Chapter 81 of the General Laws and 
amendments thereof.

Article 11—Motion made that the Town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $750 for the purchase of a half ton 
pick-up truck, to be spent under the direction of the Board 
of Selectmen. An amendment was that we repair all three 
trucks or purchase a new one, to be left at the discretion of 
the Selectmen. Amendment was carried.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Committee 


Mr. Chairman and Members: 


Herewith I present for your consideration my second 
annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


The year 1945 brought to a close the actual fighting on 
the fronts in Europe and in the Pacific. As we proceed,. 
there should be gradual but steady return to normalcy in 
our schools as well as in other modes of living. There is 
no question but that the war left its effects on our school 
procedures, personnel, and student body. There has been 
a general uneasiness and unrest in all systems, including 
the home as well as the school, since that afternoon on 
December 7, 1941. Our boys and girls are already begin- 
ning to readjust their aims and interests from that of War 
to that of Education. An adequate education is an impor- 
tant essential in the lives of all young men and women if 
they are to lead and live a happy and normal existence. 
Competition will be keener as time goes on, and with all 
other things being equal, the boy or girl with the most 
education will be the logical candidate for any opening in 
any organization or business. We cannot stress enough the 
importance of getting all the education possible. That 
means study—work! 

This school year of 1945-1946 is the beginning of the 
end of the effects of the War on the high school enroll- 
ment, especially that of the senior classes. Last June there 
were but sixteen graduates in the senior class, and this 
June graduation will see about the same number. How- 
ever, the present enrollment in the junior and sophomore 
classes is in the thirties, and the enrollment in the seventh, 
eighth, and ninth grades runs well into the forties. 

Because of the small senior class, the ninth grade was 
kept on the second floor with the regular senior high 
school. This arrangement guaranteed a better balance in 
student body on the two floors for regular school work and 
for the cafeteria periods. A continuation of this arrange- 
ment may prove to be the most satisfactory in the future 
even with larger senior classes. 
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Our losses of personnel during the year probably have 
not been any more serious than in any other community, 
but when we realize that in the majority of cases our 
teachers leave us for a better salary in some other com- 
munity, we also realize that we are handicapped. Know- 
ing the situation in Burlington a little better than I did 
last year at this time, I can honestly say that I believe the 
town is paying in salaries about all it is able to pay. It 
seems we will have to be content with the services of a 
good teacher for a limited period of time, or until said 
teacher moves on to a better-paying position, as most of 
them will do. 


We lost some excellent teachers from our system this 
past year. It takes time for any school system to recover 
from the loss of a good, hard-working, conscientious 
teacher, and to make the adjustments necessary to work 
along satisfactorily with the new member. Our troubles 
started with the resignation of Francis Greenwood in 
February. Before school had closed in June, Eleanor 
Kruschwitz made known that she would not be returning 
in September. Mrs. Martha Robinson reported that. her 
husband’s acceptance of a job in Connecticut made her 
resignation necessary. I was unable to find anyone to fill 
her vacancy—that of teaching music and art. Then during 
the summer, and in quick succession, followed the resigna- 
tions of Mabel Whittemore, Constance Cole, Edith Boutil- 
lette, and Pauline McLaughlin. Within a week before the 
opening of schools in September, James O’Connor, a very 
capable shop and mechanical drawing instructor, found it 
necessary to resign because of ill health. We were fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Mrs. Marion Howard to 
replace Francis Greenwood for that first grade position. 
I feel that Ruth Blanchard is doing an excellent job as our 


new Union School principay. Mrs. Gladys Packard took 
over for Constance Cole in grade one. In grade two we 
have Ruth Joyce replacing Paulinw McLaughlin, and Alice 
Parthenais replaced Eleanor Kruscnwitz for grade three. 


There have already been neighboring supervisors looking 
at these teachers, and we will be fortunate if we can hold 


them for a little while.

~ Sally Bosketti replaced Edith Boutillette on the Junior- 
Senior High School faculty as our new commercial teacher 
and girls’ basketball coach. Miss Bosketti is very much 
pleased with her new position. When Mr. O’Connor re- 
signed so suddenly in September, I felt that we might have 
to open school without a shop instructor. The war was but 
a short time over and available men teachers were still 
much in the minority. At the last moment I heard of 
Bernard Gendron through an agency and hired him. 


Raymond Mead resigned during the Christmas holidays. 
I felt we had found a good man to replace Mr. Mead in 
Nicholas Dergay. However, after eight days with us, Mr. 
Dergay resigned to accept a position in Vermont at a very 
much larger salary. We now try again with Rae Malcolm 
as our new assistant-principal. Mr. Malcolm is a graduate 
of Amherst College and has had four years of teaching 
experience. Again, I believe we are fortunate in securing 
the services of Mr. Malcolm. 


New courses were introduced into the curriculums in 
September, and some other changes made. United States 
history was formerly given as a senior subject. The State 
law calls for one year credit in U.S. history. If a senior 
failed this course, it meant he received no diploma or a 
special diploma. The course has now been introduced into 
the junior year, and in the future, any junior failing to 
pass this course, has the privilege of repeating it his 
senior year, thus meeting the requirements during his 
regular school life and graduating with his class with a 
regular diploma. 


Reading was introduced into the seventh grade and 
Civics into the ninth-grade curriculums. Public Speaking 
and Problems in Democracy were added as senior sub- 
jects and Aeronautics as a junior and senior class sub- 
ject. The type of aeronautics taught is not the same 
as that carried on during the war, but a more general 
course to meet some of the needs of all the pupils, rather 
than a select few. Chemistry replaced physics for the 
year. 

We placed new English and History books in some of 
the grades in the Union School. New Readers, Histories, 
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and Civics texts were purchased for the Junior High 
School. In the High School we added new typewriting 
and Bookeeping textbooks, along with new books for 
Public Speaking, Spanish, Biology, and Senior History. 
There is a great deal more that should be done in 
the textbook line as some of the books used are in very 
poor condition and outdated —I am thinking specifically 
of geographies. 


The Athletic Association, started one year ago this fall, 
completed its first year with a balance of one dollar and 
fifty-three cents in the black. The money received for 
student membership and for admissions to the basketball 
‘games went into expenses of equipment for the teams and 
for their transportation. Had we been able to purchase 
‘chenille letters for the athletes earning their letter, we 
would have finished our first season in the red, as each 
letter costs more than one dollar. Football was added 
to the athletic program this past fall, and as no admissions 
can be asked to the games, only collections made, football 
operates at a definite loss. The officials at the Wilmington 
game cost the Association forty-five dollars alone. The 
total amount paid for officials to two of the three games 
played here at home amounted to sixty-nine dollars, a good 
deal more than was collected at the three games by pass- 
ing the hat. In addition, there was the expense of trans- 
portation to games away from home, new equipment, 
including two new balls, et cetera. Baseball also operates 
at a loss. In other words, basketball will have to carry 
the three major sports. If a good proportion of the 
student body joins the Athletic Association by paying 
dues amounting to one dollar, it will be possible to 
operate such an athletic program. 


I report with much pride that the students of the 
schools of Burlington sponsored the purchase of two, 
three-quarter ton, field ambulances by their sales of war 
stamps and bonds. The members of the faculty again con- 
tributed to the Greater War Fund of Metropolitan Boston. 
I feel that the Junior Red Cross drive was a great success 
with a collection of over fifty dollars. I do not have the 
final report on the sale of Christmas seals, but I under- 
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stand it to be good. Again the students and faculty 
members did well with the sale of tuberculosis pins. 
The two cafeterias have completed another slightly 
profitable year under the able management of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Symmes and Mrs. Clara McIntire. Mrs. Vora 
Merrigan and Mrs. Martha Hale, along with Mrs. Lillian 
Welch, are helping Mrs. Symmes at the Union School. 
They have been serving nearly two-hundred and fifty 
lunches daily. -Mrs. Ella Ellsworth is still helping Mrs. 
McIntire at the Junior-Senior High School. There the 
daily average in lunches served runs to slightly over one 
hundred and fifty. It is possible in the near future we 
may return to our original prices. That will be deter- 


mined by what happens to food prices in the next few 
months. 


Your school buildings have been well cared for by Mr. 
Simon Johnson and Mr. Roscoe Pearsons. They are two 
good men for this work. 


During the year a new combustion chamber was built 
in the furnace at the Union School Annex. Repairs had 
to be made to the refrigerator in the cafeteria in the 
~ Union School. The adding machine was repaired in the 
Junior-Senior High School, as well as three of the type- 
writers. The rexograph machine at the Union School . 
was checked and repaired. A new fuel pump was pur- 
chased for the furnace at the Union School Annex. The 
roof was shingled at the Union School and the sewer 
cleaned at the Junior-Senior High School. Repairs have 
been started on the East wall at the Junior-Senior High 
School. 

Late this fall Mr. Leonard Pimentel gave to the Junior- 
Senior High School a grand piano. This winter Mr. 
Pimentel with the aid of some of the older boys in the 
shop class will refinish this piano. Upon completion of 
this work, the piano will be tuned, thus giving the school 
an excellent piano for any type of concert. We thank 
Mr. Pimente: for this gift. 

In June I turned over to Mr. Orray Skelton ninety-one 
dollars and sixty cents which constituted the amount of 
money I had received during the year from telephone 
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calls, lost textbooks, and for shop work. Money received 
during the year and deposited to the Band account were 
twenty-five dollars each from the Town of Burlington and 
the Parent Teachers Association. Mrs. Maud Graham 
made a gift of fifteen dollars, and this fall under her 
leadership a card party was held in the Junior-Senior 
High School cafeteria where twenty-seven dollars and 
four cents was cleared and added to this account. The 
band in the spring played for a public concert which 
earned for them forty-four dollars and thirty-one cents. 


The auditorium in the Junior-Senior High School has 
been let to local organizations on several occasions. The 
Mothers Service Club, the Church of Christ, and the 
American Legion have all made use of it. The American 
Legion has been using it on the average of one night a 
week since November 19 for basketball. The cafeteria 
has been in use on four different occasions this fall. 


A branch of the schools needing immediate attention is 
the library. As a beginning we could add dictionaries 
the encyclopedias and other types of reference materials. 
There is a great deal that could be done with visual 
education, including maps, charts, globes, and motion 
pictures. 

It is hoped that the entire school personnel, including 
teachers, supervisors, and custodians are learning and 
growing under the challenges existing in a forward- 
looking program of Education for All American Youth. 
I wish to thank the members of the School Committee, 
Miss Betty Symmes, the teachers, and all members of the 
student body for their help and cooperation during the 
past year. I wish to thank all parents and friends who 
have helped me with some of my problems. I would 
appreciate receiving helpful suggestions and constructive 
criticisms. Your cooperation will help bring about a 
better educational program in our schools for the coming 
year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent and School Committee 
Burlington, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1945. 

On February 19th a portable X-Ray Camera was placed 
in the High School. The thorax of 105 pupils and 20 of 
the personnel examined. No case of Tuberculosis found. 

During April and May 50 pupils and 20 pre-school 
children were given the Toxoid-Anti-Toxoid Immuniza- 
tion treatment. 

At the September opening of the Schools all the pupils 
in the odd grades were given a physical examination and 
the parents notified and given advice concerning the 
defects. The greatest discovery was found to be defective 
teeth. Better care of the teeth is one of the great secrets 
of good health. A dental clinic should be established. 

October gave the starting point of an epidemic of 
Scarlet Fever. The District Health Officer was called in 
consultation and in co-operation with his advice the 
schools were continued as a check on new cases. 

Your school physician made 106 calls at the schools 
to examine and advise pupils and teachers about the 
cautions necessary to prevent the spread of disease. 

I wish to thank the school Officials, Faculty, Nurse and 
the local Board of Health for their full co-operation.

‘L assisted the school rey seta in ‘his examination. of 
all of the odd’ grades.’ Noticés-of° defects: when found 
were sent to parents and guardians; Lack of dental care 
was the. most noticeable, 

We were very fortunate in having the mobile X-Ray 
machines furnished by the State Department of Public 
Health come to the High School and X-Ray 105 pupils 
and twelve personnel. The results were very satisfactory. 

The prevalence of Scarlet Fever in the schools caused 
much concern among the parents of children. We have 
been in close contact with Dr. Archibald (State District 
Health Officer) and local Board of Health. In this way 
we have done everything possible to prevent spread of 
disease. 

There were 68 children immunized against Diphtheria. 

Periodic weights and heights of children were recorded, 

The Massachusetts Vision Test which is an improve: 
ment over the old Snellen Chart was available to pupils 
of both schools. Parents were notified if children failed 
the test. 

Hearing tests were also given and parents were notified 
of defects. 

Co-operation of parents and teachers was gratefully 
appreciated in helping to control minor diseases and 
pediculosis. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the 
School Committee, the School Physician, all the Teachers 
and the members of the Board of Health for their kind 
cooperation.

Sir: | 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts! of the town of Burlington for’ the period 
from May 18, 1944, the date of the previous audit, to 
May 17, 1945, and report as follows thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several depantmen ts, receiving or disbursing money 
for the town, ‘or committing™bills for collection, were 
examined and: verified with the books and records of the 
town accountant. Bucs 

The books and records in the office of the town account- 
ant were examined ‘and, checked.: The ledger accounts 
were analyzed, the recorded receipts being checked with 
the treasurer’s books; while*the recorded payments were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book and the treasury 
warrants. The appropriations and transfers were checked 
with the town clerk’s record of town meetings. 

‘The necessary adjustment resultng from the audit 
were made, a trial balance was taken off, and a balance 
sheet showing the financial condition of the town as of 
May 17, 1945, was prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts in the office of the town treas- 
urer were examined and verified. The receipts were 
compared with the town accountant’s books, with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for 
the town, and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury. The payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disburse- 
ment of town funds and with the town accountant’s books. 
The cash balance on May 17, 1945, was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash 
in the office. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were verified by comparison with the amounts falling 
due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on file, 
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The savings bank books and securities representing 

the investment of the several trust funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer were examined. The ‘income was 
proved, the disbursements were verified, and the balances 
were reconciled with the town accountant’s books. 
- The records of tax titles held by the: town were ex- 
amined and checked. The amounts added to existing 
titles and the new titles acquired were compared with 
the tax collector’s books; and the recorded redemptions 
were compared with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books and checked with the records in the Registry of 
Deeds. 


_. It is recommended that prompt action be taken to fore- 
close the numerous tax titles which are over two years old. 

The books and accounts in the office of the tax col- 
lector. were examined and verified. The accounts out- 
standing according to the previous examination, and all 
subsequent commitments, were audited and proved with 
the assessors’ warrants. The recorded payments to the 
treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the 
recorded abatements were compared with the assessors’ 
records of abatements granted, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s. 
ledger accounts. 


In order to prove the collector’s accounts it was neces- 
sary to check all entries on the various cash books to. the 
postings on the commitment books, as well as to verify 
the additions of all cash books. This consumed consider- 
able time, thereby increasing the cost of the audit. 

It is recommended that prompt action be taken by the 
collector to obtain settlement of the overdue tax accounts; 
and, to assist him in this work, detailed lists of all out- 
standing. taxes through the levy of 1943 were made 
available to him. 

The outstanding tax accounts were verified by sending 
notices t0 a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies re- 
ceived thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 

In examining the assessors’ records, it was noted that 
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the abatement record book has not been kept, in which 
connection attention is called to the provisions of Section 
60, Chapter 59, General Laws. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and proved. The records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were checked, and the payments to the town and 
to the State were verified. , 

The records of the trustees of the Marshall Simonds 
Park Fund were examined. The income was proved, the 
disbursements were verified, and the securities and other 
evidence of the investment of the fund were listed and 
personally examined. 

The accounts of the selectmen and of the public welfare 
and cemetery departments, as well as of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined. The payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the abatements and disallowances 
were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. / 

It is recommended that prompt action be taken to ob- 
tain settlement of the overdue accounts of the public wel- 
fare department, which date back to 1937, and also of the 
cemetery department, which date back to 1941. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials required 
to furnish such surety. were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 

There are appended me this report, in addition to the 
balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s and the tax collector’s cash, together with 
summaries of the tax, tax title, tax possession, and de- 
partmental accounts, as weil as tables showing the con- 
dition and transactions of the several trust funds.

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Report of Middlesex County Extension Service 


v 


During 1945, the same as previous war years, the work 
of the Middlesex County Extension Service was devoted to 
those projects which would help in the winning of the war. 

The fact that Middlesex County farmers increased their 
production about one third over pre-war years is proof that 
everyone did his part in the food production program: Labor 
on farms was the critical factor in food production and 2 
great deal of the time was spent on finding labor and mak- 
ing it available. In addition to local help foreign labor was 
imported from. Jamaica and Newfoundland and prisoners of 
war were used on market gardening and fruit farms. 

Selective Service Boards cooperated fully in the whole 

program by trying to allow men to remain on farms who 
were absolutely essential. The Extension Service checked 
these farms and made reports to the local Selective Service 
Boards. 
The usual assistance was given, such as assistance to 
Victory gardeners, sending out information on spray sched- 
ules for fruit growers and market gardeners and keeping 
farmers informed as to the regulations on farm equipment, 
price schedules, especially for eggs and poultry, fruits and 
vegetables, and help with emergency cases upon personal re- 
quest. 

With the homemakers of the county, food preservation 
and conservation in the home were the main projects. In- 
formation was given regarding successful methods of can- 
ning and freezing of fruits and vegetables as well as meats. 
Due to the severe shortage of clothing materials demonstra- 
tions were continued on clothing renovation, shortcuts in 
clothing construction -and the maintenance of sewing 
machines. To help with general nutrition demonstrations 
were given in the best use of vegetables, cooking with a 
minimum amount of sugar and preparation of community 
meals- 

Boys and girls were encouraged as usual to carry on 
4-H Club work and developed such projects as food produc- 
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tion, food preservation, clothing construction and meal pre- 
paration. This work was-made possible only by volunteer 
local leaders and the active interest of local committee 
members and parents. 

The Middlesex County Extension Service shares with 
other organizations, farmers, homemakers, young people, as 
well as those organizations interested in agriculture, the 
satisfaction of knowing that during war years for the most 
part agricultural products of the area were available in 
sufficient amounts so that there was actually no food short- 
age in any town within the county.

for expenses, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen.

It has been repeatedly stated and is, we believe, gen- 
erally understood in the Town that Article 8 of the War- 
rant for the Special Town Meeting raises only the ques- 
tion of whether an area in the Town originally zoned as 
a resident “B”’ district shall now be changed to a business 
district: that the adopting of such change will have no 
bearing one way or the other on whether a dog racing 
track will be located in the re-zoned district: and that the » 
entirely different and distinct question of whether the 
Town wants a dog racing track in the re-zoned district or 
elsewhere in the Town is a matter for the voters to con- 
sider and decide later. 


Are these statements correct? If they are, we feel that 
you, as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, should say 
so at the Town Meeting on Wednesday, explaining how 
and when the voters will have an opportunity later, to 
consider and vote upon the question of permitting estab- 
lishment of a dog racing track in the Town. We suppose 
that such a decision would require another Special Town 
Meeting unless it is to be deferred until the next annual 
meeting. If the Selectmen have made any plans in this 
regard, would it not be well to advise the voters of such 
plans at the meeting on Wednesday? 


If, however, any or all of such statements are false or 
misleading, we believe it is your duty to say so at the 
Wednesday meeting. You will agree, we are certain, that 
in a meeting which will so vitally affect the homes and 
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lives of every resident of the Town, it is of utmost import- 
ance that the voters understand clearly and completely 
what they are and what they are deciding. They should 
know whether, by adopting the proposed zoning change, 
they make it possible for a dog racing track, with pari- 
mutuel betting, to be set up and run without any further 
vote by a town meeting. If this is to be their last and only 
chance to vote on that question, certainly they should 
realize it. 


In view of the short time before the meeting, we are 
sending this letter direct to you and have sent a copy of 
it to each of the other Selectmen. We trust that you will 
give these questions your most careful consideration, 
securing such legal advice from our Town Counsel as you 
may feel necessary, and that you will give us the answer 
to them at the meeting next Wednesday.

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Report of 
Middlesex County Extension Service 


Food Production was of the utmost importance during 


1946 and the main effort of the Extension Service was 


along this line. Through meetings, radio, farm and home 
visits, county bulletin, news releases and calls in person 
and by telephone at the office, assistance was given to as 
many people as possible. 


Fruit growers this year were interested especially in 
knowing more about frost damage and its prevention and 
the latest materials to use in spraying to overcome in- 
sects and diseases. Because of the wet season, there was 
a severe infestation of scab and growers required all the 
‘assistance possible to produce a good quality crop. Twi- 
light meetings of interest to local growers were held in 


various parts of the county. Information was sent out to 


local papers and through town libraries as well as over 
the radio to help all those interested in home gardens. 


Three projects were emphasized to assist those inter- | 


ested in poultry—namely, Better Use of Ranges; Brood- 
ing and Rearing; Disease Control and Sanitation. 


Of interest to dairymen, the Selective Breeding Associ- 


ation and the Herd Improvement Association were de- 
veloped and expanded during the year. 


Because of the many food shortages experienced dur- 
ing the year, homemakers were given assistance to help 
them in problems in feeding their families the right foods 
essential to health despite the shortages. Demonstrations 
and illustrated talks were given on: When Meat is Scarce; 
Sugar-Saving Desserts; Use of Available Foods; Oil-Spar- 
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| ing Salad Dressings. Homemakers were interested in 
clothing renovation and Short Cuts and Speed Tricks in 
clothing construction. Food preservation was the main 
project followed during the summer to assist homemakers 
in the best procedure to insure satisfaction in home can- 
ning and preparation of foods for freezing. 


There were three 4-H clubs in town—a knitting and 
canning club led by Mrs. Paul Turcotte and a Grammar 
School and Junior High School agricultural club which 
met once a month during school time with the County Club 
Agent. The agricultural club members were visited dur- 
ing the summer by William Fountain, Chester MacDon- 
ald, Maurice J. DeMone, Raymond Given, Harris Erga- 
broadt, and Kenneth Frado. Club members exhibited at 
the Burlington Fair in September. Kenneth Frado at- 
tended the Junior Leaders’ Camp in Amherst. Richard 
Pattison was awarded $5 on his dairy work by the Massa- 
chusetts Society for Promoting Agriculture.

We hereby submit the annual report of the Board of 
Health for the year ending December 31, 1946. 


Walter W. Skelton was appointed Inspector of Slaugh- 
tering for the year ending March 31, 1947. Joseph L. 
Foster was appointed to fill the unexpired term caused by 
the death of Mr. Skelton. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 75, Section 52, the 
following cases of communicable diseases were reported 
during 1946: Measles, 4; Scarlet Fever, 29; Dog Bite, 2. 

The Board held a Dog Inoculation Clinic at the Fire 
Station in June with Dr. Campbell inoculating the dogs. 
A fee of $.50 was charged, and 96 dogs were inoculated. 


The Board requests that all citizens kindly report all 
infectious diseases, including Dog Bite, as promptly as 
possible, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 75, 
Section 52, of the Revised Laws.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the report of the Police Department 
for the period from March 19, 1946 to December 31, 1946. 

A brief summary of the progress made in the develop- 
ment of the Police Department in the year 1946 is as. 
follows: 


March 26, 1946 it was voted at a special Town Meeting 
to appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 for salaries, equip- 
ment and maintenance of the Police Department, same to: 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 
This appropriation was in addition to the $2,700.00 ap- 
propriated for the Police Department at the regular Town 
‘Meeting in February, making a total of $6,200.00. 


May 1, 1946 the Police Station was opened in the Town 
Hall. 


June 24, 1946 applications were filed with the Federal 
Communications Commission for a license to operate a 
Police Radio Station in this town. 


June 25, 1946 an order was placed with the Galvin 
Manufacturing Company of Chicago, Illinois for one Mo- 
torola Mobile Transmitter and Receiver to be installed in 
the cruising car. 


August 19, 1946 the town received from Clark & ‘Goal 
West Medford, a 1946 Ford cruising car, fully equipped 
and lettered. ' 


‘August 20, 1946 officer Jackson was appointed a regu- 
lar Patrolman on night duty. 

December 23, 1946, a letter was received from the Gal- 
vin Manufacturing Company stating that the Motorola 
Mobile Radio unit had been shipped from their factory 
December 19, 1946. 
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The present station transmitter, bought and installed 
by the members of the Fire Department in 1939, at no cost 
to the town, will be used to transmit messages to the 
cruising car while on patrol duty throughout the town.

Due to the cost of living, salary increases for the teach- 
ing staff and repairs and painting urgently needed in both 
schools, as well as increased costs in general maintenance, 
we are requesting a rather large appropriation for the 
schools for 1947. We feel, however, that you will respond 
in your usual generous manner, knowing that it is the aim 
of your School Committee to give to the youth of Buriing- 
ton the very best training possible for citizenship and life. 


We should like to call your attention to the Superinten- 
dent’s report and ask that you give it your careful consid- — 
eration.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To ais School Committee: 
Madam Chairman and Members: 


I am submitting herewith my third annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


From a recent report of a summer workshop we read 
that much of the real learning for living and making a 
living in early New England came out of the woodshed 
and sewing circle. Formal education provided little re- 
lated to the practical needs of living. 


The separation between school and community is no 
longer as distinct as it once was. The school has accepted 
many of its responsibilities for the provision of social and 
economic learning situations which are almost entirely 
lacking in modern homes and community life. 


The extent and effect of the self-reliance, resourceful- 
ness, and social responsibility of New England’s future 
citizens are the only criteria of educational adequacy. We 
have made some progress, but there still seems to be a 
long hard road ahead; a road that we must travel, we are 
told, if our democratic system of government is going to 
succeed. 


This trip involves well-trained and experienced teaching 
personnel. The teacher, probably more than anyone else, 
shapes our fundamental knowledge and early ideas. The 
teachers are expected to make good all the deficiencies of — 
man and nature. In other words, the schools at low ex- 
penses are expected to fill this large and difficult order. 


It is true, that in all schools there is the need for better 
trained and more experienced teachers. Those schools 
paying the highest salaries, for the most part, will have 
the best teachers. However, it is my belief that even in 
the smaller and poorer schools we have some excellent 
teachers who remain at a low salary because of conven- 
ience, home, locality, or just because they are happy in the 
school in which they are teaching. These teachers would 
not accept a position at a higher salary elsewhere if it 
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were offered—others would not accept work of a different 
nature in the same town at any salary. In many cases 
these teachers do an excellent job because of this interest. 


Fortunately we have had enough teachers of these last 
two groups, mentioned above, to keep our schools open 
and in operation. We had to depend on such teachers be- 
cause of our low salary schedule. How close we have been 
to the border line is indicated by the fact that at times 
when we have needed a substitute for a day or two, they 
have been unobtainable. 


We can blame the war for putting our schools in this 
predicament. Nearly all business agencies of every de- 
scription paid, even to the uneducated, salaries that many 
teachers never dreamed they would ever attain. There is 
little wonder that the teaching profession lost a number 
of their workers, and further that there was little incen- 
tive for others to train to take their places. 


I think you, as a committee, are to be highly compli- 
mented for your untiring efforts in working out a sched- 
ule for teacher increases, with the help of the Finance 
Committee and the Burlington Teachers’ Club, that would 
prove to be satisfactory from not only the teacher’s point 
of view, but from that of the taxpayer as well. Something 
had to be done! One of the proposed regulations for ap- 
proval of Class A schools is that the turnover of teachers 
be kept under 50%. 


Changes in Personnel 
Juntor-Senior High School 


Ten new teachers were hired this past year. There are 
a total of ten teachers on the staff exclusive of the Super- 
intendent. It all began when Raymond Mead resigned and 
Nicholas Dergay was hired last January to serve as the 
new assistant-principal. Mr. Dergay stayed eight days 
-and resigned to accept a position in Vermont which paid 
‘him a higher salary. Rae Malcolm of Holyoke was then 
hired, and he remained with us for the remainder of the 
. school year when he, also, resigned to accept a higher-sal- 
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aried position in Concord. During the summer Mr. Marr 
was hired as the assistant-principal, but, being unable to 
find a house in which to live in or near Burlington did not 
accept. I was then very fortunate to secure the services 
of Edward Swenson. 


Miss Gertrude R. Burke resigned in March to accept a 
position as music supervisor in Woburn. Miss Jean Hag- 
lund, a graduate of Tufts College, was hired to fill this 
vacancy. I was not pleased to receive her resignation in 
the early summer as she was an excellent teacher. Miss 
Haglund did much of the work for graduation last June, 
and was excellent in music and dramatics. Miss Claire 
Billings of Woburn was hired to teach English, and fill 
this vacancy. 


Miss Gertrude A. Burke’s resignation was also received 
in the early summer. Miss Burke, also, accepted a position 
in Woburn. Miss Margaret Leary was hired to fill this 
vacancy in our home economics department, but left us 
when she secured a better position in Maryland one week 
after the opening of school. Mrs. Schwartz of Billerica 
served as a substitute in this department part of the time 
until I interested Miss Patience Flanagan in the work. 
Then followed Mr. Lalli’s resignation and this vacancy 
was filled by Francis McDermott of Reading. Miss Mar- 
garet Brady was hired to teach Latin and social science. 
Leonard Pimental replaced Robert Gendron as our shop 
instructor. 


Union School 


In this school the situation was not quite as bad. Six 
new teachers were hired on a total staff of eleven. The 
school opened in September with two substitutes helping 
us to make the start. I don’t know what we would have 
done without the cooperation and help of Jane Skelton, 


Marian Russell, and Edith Hoff. 

Miss Evelyn Wyman’s resignation came first when she 
accepted a position in Woburn as principal of one of the 
graded schools. After hiring Mrs. Elizabeth Chickering 
for our sixth grade she resigned after working but one 
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week. This work had to be turned over to three different 
substitute teachers for the remainder of the fall term as 
no teacher was available for this position at the salary we 
could pay. Mrs. Mary DeSalvo was hired in December to 
teach this class for the remainder of the year. 


We lost an excellent teacher when Miss Ruth Joyce re- 
signed to accept a position in Lexington. Mrs. Mary Hen- 
nessey of Woburn was then hired to fill this vacancy. We 
opened in the fall with a substitute teacher in this room, 
however. When Miss Shirley Hey resigned Miss Stella 
Packard was hired to teach the fourth grade. We were 
indeed fortunate to have Mrs. Dorothy Kilmartin of Bil- 
lerica join our staff when Mrs. Margaret King resigned. 


I have been asked on occasion what there is to do in the 
summer time. The above should help to answer that ques- 
tion. The opening of any position in our system usually 
brings an influx of applications from agencies, state de- 
partments, and individuals themselves. These have to be 
read, studied, answered, and followed-up with appoint- 
ments and interviews, as well as visits to the agencies and 
departments for further investigation and checking. 
Many have to be brought to Burlington for your own 
examination and approval. In every case, but three, every 
teacher hired this past year to replace the one leaving had 
less teaching experience. There was no choice in the mat- 
ter at all as every teacher with any experience was being 
picked-up by larger communities who were in 4 better 
position to pay for them. 


Our Rating 

The Burlington Junior-Senior High School carries an 
“A” rating with the State Department according to pres- 
ent classifications. This classification is based upon sev- 
eral points too numerous to list here at this time. How- 
ever, there are at least two other regulations beside the 
one mentioned above, relative to teacher turnover, that 
warrant some consideration. These regulations are under 
consideration at the present time and apply only to high 
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schools. They are, first, ‘In no case shall the superinten- 
dent of schools have a regular teaching assignment.” Sec- 
ondly, “The pupil-teacher load should not be over a twenty 
to one ratio for schools less than five hundred pupils, ex- 
clusive of the Principal.” For the most part we follow all 
other regulations closely and would qualify. 


We sometimes hear comparisons being made about the 
Burlington Schools with other neighboring schools as to 
rank, subject matter, teachers, et cetera. As far as I know 
there are no available facts or records upon which any 
reliable opinion or summary can be based as to relative 
standing of different schools except in the matter of per 
capita costs, and even those are not too reliable for com- 
parisons, 


However, we do judge schools by their success in pre- 
paring pupils for higher education, by results on standard- 
ized tests, by the training and experience of its teach- 
ing staff, and from per capita expenditures for textbooks, 
supplies, and salaries. 


Burlington High School is accredited by the New Eng- 
land College Entrance Certificate Board, and has the cer- 
tificate privilege for every New England college that ad- 
mits students on the certificate plan, and for many col- 
leges outside of New England. A certificate in any sub- 
ject is granted by the school to those pupils who have a 
standing of “A” or “B” in that subject. Such certification 
admits pupils without examination to all colleges which 
admit pupils on the certificate plan. Pupils whose marks 
fall below “A” or “B” are not recommended as being 
likely to pass college entrance examinations. 


Burlington High School is rated in class “A” by the 
State Department of Education and has the privilege of 
certificating pupils to the State Teachers’ Colleges. 


The success of our graduates who have gone on to more 
advanced training, higher education, and to the Armed 
Services, proves that the preparation they received here 
was not only adequate but satisfactory. 

A good teacher teaches a lot more than she finds in her 
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textbooks. We have teachers who are continually teaching 
good health habits, good sportsmanship, respect for oth- 
ers’ feelings, respect for property, the importance of being 
dependable and reliable, good conduct at all times, effort 
and initiative, courtesy, cooperation, neatness, cleanliness, 
and self control. I feel confident that the graduates we 
turn out will continue to take their places side by side with 
all others in society and do themselves credit and honor. 


School Buildings 


This past summer the Union School was given a fresh 
coat of paint, the windows were checked, the roof re- 
tarred and sanded, and all drain pipes cleaned and 
checked. Because of the damage done to one of the ventila- 
tors by a severe storm, it had to be taken down and re- 
placed. 


This year something should be done to the back wall of 
the Junior-Senior High School building. Some of the 
classrooms should be repainted at the Union School. Sev- 
eral repairs are in order for the toilets in the Union School 
and Annex, also repairs to radiators and heating units at 
the Junior-Senior High School. 


Increased Enrollment 


Because of the larger classes moving up and the smaller 
ones graduating we moved one-half of the ninth grade 
back to the first floor this year. We now have two divi- 
sions of both the seventh and eighth grades and one divi- 
sion of the ninth grade on the first floor. 


We graduated seventeen in June of 1946. This present 
senior class to be graduated in June of 1947 has an enroll- 
ment of twenty-eight. If all members fulfill the require- 
ments for graduation as set-up by our State Department 
for all class A schools, and remain with us throughout the 
year, our graduating class will be the largest it has been 
for five years. 


Graduation Requirements 
Diploma points are awarded according to the number of 
prepared recitations per week in subjects pursued suc- 
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cessfully for one year. Unprepared periods like typewrit- 
ing, shop, and home economics count one-half as much as 
prepared work. 

60 points earned in the Senior High School are re- 
quired for graduation. 

38 points are required for the 12th grade standing and 
candidacy for diploma. 

15 points are required for the 11th grade standing. 

Satisfactory completion of Junior High School work is 
required for entrance to the 10th grade. 

Credit for private instruction in music and certain other 
extra curriculum activities will be allowed if the course is 
approved in advance by the Superintendent. 


Program Changes 

Latin, solid geometry and trigonometry were intro- 
duced into our curriculum this past year. We plan to in- 
troduce the Rinehart System of writing into the first six 
grades beginning with the opening of school for the win- 
ter term, Mr. Rinehart personally guarantees a definite 
improvement in each pupil’s handwriting by the end of 
school] in June. 


Home Room periods are being held the first period on 
Monday of every other week. These are for the purpose 
of class meetings, class business, school business, instruc- 
tional work, and are conducted according to parliamen- 
tary law. Credit of one point is given for this participa- 
tion. 


Club periods are held the last period on Fridays of every 
week. Students receive credit of one point for satisfac- 
tory work contributed in the interests of their club. Clubs 
for this year include those of Dancing, Debating, Dra- 
matics, Drawing, Officials and Physical Education, Arts 
and Crafts. Students receiving a mark of F in any major 
subject are not eligible for club membership. 


Athletics carries a credit of one point for those who 
participate in the three major sports. Participation in but 
one of these sports would earn but one-third of one credit 
point. A pupil must be passing in at least 14 points of 
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prepared work in order to represent the school in any in- 
terscholastic contests. 


Last spring we had printed programs outlining the sub- 
jects which were necessary for a student to complete to 
qualify for a definite course of study certificate, whether 
it be for college preparatory classical, college preparatory 
technical-scientific, general, citizenship, or business. 
Every student in grades six to twelve received one of 
these programs. All students entering the ninth grade 
had the privilege of selecting the course of study in which 
he felt most interested and capable of handling. The same 
will be true again this spring. 


These courses of study choices should never be made 
without the most careful consideration. The election cards 
will not be recognized in the office until they have been 
approved by the parents which is indicated by the signa- 
ture of one or both parents appearing on the card. Par- 
ents should give these programs serious thought before 
approving them because any changing from one course to 
another often causes considerable loss of time to the pupil, 
and maybe loss of valuable points of credit as well. 


Any subject may be dropped by a student of grades 
nine, ten, eleven, and twelve any time during the year by 
written permission from a parent and approval by the 
Superintendent. Unless one-half of the year’s work in the 
subject has been satisfactorily completed no credit will 
have been earned. No new subject may be added to a 
pupil’s program after the first marking period. 


Supplies 
Many new textbooks were purchased during the year. 
Among these were spellers for seven grades, English and 
Latin books. Many other sets had to be added to, and some 
others had to be replaced completely. 


Our typewriters are getting old and have had hard 
wear during these past few years when it was practically 
impossible to have them repaired and checked at regular 
intervals. There are three 1938 models which should be 
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replaced and we do need an additional two or three ma- 
chines because of the increased enrollment in the commer- 
cial classes. 


We also need additional sewing machines for the home 
economics department. These classes usually run very 
large and there is much congestion and lost time in these 
classes because of the lack of suitable equipment. An 
additional machine or two at this time would help to re- 
lieve this situation immensely. 


Athletic Association 


The A.A. beginning with September has done unusually 
well. A very successful football patronage drive con- 
ducted this past fall under the supervision of Mr. Swen- 
son, Mr. McDermott, and Mr. Pimentel netted receipts in 
excess of five hundred dollars, the expense of busses and 
officials during the football season cost us over one hun- 
dred dollars. New equipment, such as balls, shoes, shoul- 
der pads, and helmets took another two hundred dollars. 
Other equipment has been ordered for 1947 delivery. At 
the end of the season all equipment, including the new, 
was sent to the Ivory System in Peabody for repairs, 
cleansing, and storage. This work which should have 
been done in the past will cost in the neighborhood of two 
hundred and twenty-five dollars. There was an expense 
of thirty-five dollars for the printing of the football pro- 
grams. Other expense items included felt letters, postage, 
medical supplies, ete. 


New warm-up suits have been purchased for the boys’ 
basketball team as well as playing uniforms for two com- 
plete squads. The A.A. in spite of all this activity shows a 
slight profit for the year. 


A very successful banquet was given to the football 
squad in December by the Civic Club. This was very well 
received by the boys and much credit is due members of 
the Civic Club for this fine gesture. The football letters 
were awarded at this dinner. 
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Cafeterias 


We are serving more meals in our two cafeterias this 
year than ever before. Mrs. Florence Symmes in charge 
of the Union School cafeteria is ably assisted by Mrs. Lil- 
lian Welch, Mrs. Vora Merrigan, and Mrs. Mary Bennett. 
Mrs. Clara McIntire manages the Junior-Senior High 
School cafeteria with the capable help of Mrs. Ella Ells- 
worth and Mrs. Evilo McGinnis. These last three ladies 
are to be sincerely thanked for their extra work in setting- 
up and maintaining a training table for the football squad 
during the season. 


We again showed a profit for the cafeterias. 


In Conclusion 
Now that our President has officially declared the end 
of hostilities the transition period of the past one and a 
half years should gradually become one of definiteness of 
purpose. The students as well as the teachers should do 
better work in the years ahead. 


It is well to remember that much of the work of any 
organization, and especially the school, is done in such a 
way that it does not attract your attention. People are 
slow to compliment for deeds well done, whereas little 
unimportant things receive great publicity. Many times 
the good that has been accomplished seems to be lost sight 
of because of the unjustified publicity of the insignificant. 
There is nothing showy about earnest work faithfully and 
capably done. 


I appreciate all consideration given me by all persons 
and parties concerned in the discharge of my duties, more 
especially of the fine sense of duty shown by you as mem- 
bers of the school committee.

Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory 
school work.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 
I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 
1946. 


Several cases of Scarlet Fever were prevalent early in 
the year. Upon the advice of the local Board of Health, 
Dr. Robinson and the District Health Officer schools re- 
mained open thereby making daily inspection and super- 
vision necessary. Regular supervision has been given to 
children’s height and weight. 

The immunization against Diphtheria was given to 44 
pre-school children and 36 school children. As a precau- 
tion Booster doses were given to 409 children. 

The Massachusetts Vision Test and also the Audiome- 
ter tests were given and parents were notified of defects. 

Dr. Sidwell, State Neurologist, examined 30 children 
and her advice was most helpful. 

The help of the teachers and parents was greatly ap- 
preciated in the control of minor diseases and pediculosis. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, the 
School Committee, the School Physician, all the Teachers 
and the members of the Board of Health for their kind 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the School Committee, Burlington, Mass. 
Greetings :— 


The following is my report from January lst to De- 
cember 31st, 1946. 


There occurred an epidemic of Scarlet Fever. At one 
time one fourth of the school population was absent, on 
account of the disease. 


On consultation with the District Health Officer, clos- 
ing the schools was thought to be useless. There was less 
danger of spreading the disease by keeping the newly 
exposed under observation. 


This required daily inspection visits and examination 
of any pupil who appeared to be sick. 


During the spring term 386 first grade pupils were 
given “‘Toxoid Vaccine” as were 44 preschool children. 


During September pupils in the odd grades were given 
physical examinations. 7 


In October, in neighboring localities, there was an out- 
break of Diphtheria, of epidemic proportions. On my rec- 
ommendation booster doses of ‘““Toxoid Vaccine” was ad- 
ministered to 409 pupils. 


All members of the football squad were given a physical 
examination, also those on the basketball team. 
Several injured were given treatment. 


The toilet facilities at the Union School are inadequate 
and should be improved. 


The School Committee, Superintendent, Faculty, and 
School Nurse have been most cooperative and I extend to 
them my thanks.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Burlington 
for the period from May 18, 1945, the date of the previous 
examination, to March 14, 1946, and submit the following 
report thereon: 

_ The books and aecounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked. The receipts as recorded were 
checked with available departmental records and with the 
treasurer’s books, while the payments were compared with 


the treasurer’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriation accounts 
were checked with the amounts voted by the town as shown 
on the town clerk’s record of town meetings, and the re- 
corded transfers from the reserve fund were compared with 
the amounts authorized by the finance committee, while all 
other accounts were checked with the records in the various 
departments in which the transactions originated. 

A trial balanee was taken off, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town on March 14, 1946. 

A deficit in the overlay account of 1943 of $234.80, as 
shown on the balance sheet, should be raised by the asses- 
sors in accordance with the provisions of Section 23, Chap- 
ter 59, General Laws. 

The books and records of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records in the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with other sources from 


which money was paid into the town treasury, while the 
payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants au- 
14] 


thorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with 
the accountant’s books. 

The cash balance on March 14, 1946 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements fur- 
nished by the banks of deposit and by actual count of cash 
in the office. | 

The recorded payments of debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and were checked with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were exam- 
ined and listed. The amounts added to the tax title account 
were compared with the collector’s records, the reported 
redemptions were checked with the receipts as recorded on 
the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax title deeds as listed 
were checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


It is again recommended that the treasurer take the 
necessary action to foreclose all tax titles which are over 
two years old. 


The securities, including savings bank books, represen- 
ting the investments of trust funds in custody of the town 
treasurer and the trustees of the Marshall Simonds Park 
Fund were examined and listed. The income was proved and 
the withdrawals were verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The poll, property and mo- 
tor vehicle excise taxes outstanding at the time of the pre- 
vious examination and all subsequent commitments were 
audited and reconciled with the assessors’ warrants. The 
payments to the treasurer were checked to the treasurer’s 
cash book, the recorded abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to 
the tax title account were checked with the treasurer’s 
records of tax titles held by the town, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective 
ledger accounts. 

Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made 
by sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
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peared on the books as owing money to the town, the re- 
plies received thereto indicating that the accounts as listed 
are correct. 

Considerable difficulty was encountered in reconciling 
the collector’s accounts, it having been necessary to check 
the additions in the several cash books and to cheek com- 
mitment book postings to the cash book entries. i 

Immediate action should be taken by the collector to 
bring about a complete settlement of the outstanding taxes 
which date back to 1926. 

The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses 
were examined, the payments to the State being verified by 
comparison with the receipts on file and the payments to the 
town treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash 
book. | 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and measures and 
of the police, public welfare, and cemetery departments, as 
well as of all other departments collecting money for the 
town, were examined, checked, and reconciled with the 
treasurer’s and accountant’s books. 

The surety bonds of all town officials required by law 
to be bonded were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s and tax ollector’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, tax title, and tax possession accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transaction of the various trust 
funds. | 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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WARRANT FOR ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
FEBRUARY 3, 1947 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Middlesex, ss. 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Burlington in the 
County of Middlesex: 

Greeting : — 

In the name of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to meet 
at the Town Hall in said Town, on Monday the third day of 
February next, at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to act on the following articles: 

Article 1. ‘To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers on one 
ballot, namely: Moderator for one year, ‘Town Clerk for three 
years, one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for three 
years, one member of the School Committee for three years, 
one Park Commissioner for three years, one Library Trustee for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three years, one 
Treasurer for one year, one Collector of Taxes for one year, 
one Tree Warden for one year, one First Constable for one 
year, one Second Constable for one year, one member of the 
Board of Public Welfare for three years, one member of the 
Planning Board for five years. 

Article 2. To hear and act upon the reports of Town 
Officers and Committees. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1947, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

Article 4. ‘To see what sums the Town will raise by taxa- 
tion or otherwise to pay town debts, charges and fix the compen- 
sation of the elective Town Officers for the ensuing year and to 
appropriate the same. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to petition the State Department of Public Works for aid 
for general highway purposes under Section 26-29, Chapter 81,

Welfare Account, as listed with the Town Accountant, said bills 
to be paid out of the 1947 appropriations for the several depart- 
ments, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to purchase a new piece of Fire 
Apparatus, or do or act anything in relation to the same. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to rezone the 
following described land from a Residential B District to an 
Industrial District, or act in relation thereto: Land of Govoni 
at the northeasterly corner of Prouty Road and Wilmington 
Road, fronting 400 feet on Prouty Road and 400 feet on Wil- 
mington Road, making a square. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to rezone the 
following described land from a Residence B District to a Busi- 
ness District, or act in relation thereto: Land of Perrotta, Gra- 
ham, Richardson et als, Bounded and described as follows: Be- 
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ginning at the intersection of Mountain Road and Cambridge 
Street the line runs on the westerly side of Cambridge Street 
1,300 feet to a point, there turning westerly, the line runs to a 
point 400 feet southwest of the intersection of Wheeler Road

Article 2 — Selectman Horace B. Skelton asked that Article 
2 be laid on the table until the next meeting. There was no 
objection.

SCHOOLS — Motion that the town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $73,446.67 to be used together with the dog license 
refund of $468.33, the grand total being $73,915. to defray the 
expenses of schools and transportation, said appropriation to 
include a salary increase of $350. each, for 18 teachers and a 
salary increase of $400. each for 3 principals and 1 superintend- 
ent, the same to include $1,800. for the transportation of the 
parochial school children, that $150. of this amount be reserved 
for the expenses of the school committee, the total appropriation 
to be spent under the direction of the school committee.

Article 8— Voted that the town accept from the Trus- 
tees under the will of Marshall Simonds the sum of $2,500. to 
be spent under the direction of the Park Commissioners for the 
improvement of Simonds Park. 

Article 9 — Voted that the town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100. to maintain a Workmen’s Compensation Insurance 
Fund in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 13A of the Gen- 
eral Laws, to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 

Article 10 — Voted that the town authorize the payment of 
bills incurred during 1946 in the amounts of $99.05, snow and. 
ice account; $3., Planning Board; $17.53, Public Welfare Ac-~ 
count, as listed with the Town Accountant, said bills to be paid 
out of the 1947 appropriations for the several departments. 

Article 11 — (Fire truck Investigating Committee.) Voted 
that the town accept the report of progress of the Fire Truck 
Investigating Committee and said committee be authorized to 
secure further information regarding same. 
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Report of Burlington Planning Board to Annual Town 
Meeting, February 17, 1947 


The Annual Town Meeting to be held on February 17, 
1947, contains five articles for the re-zoning of various parcels 
of land. Public hearings, as required by law, were held by the 
Planning Board concerning each of the proposed changes. The 
recommendations of the Board are herewith set forth: 


Article 12 — This article calls for the re-zoning of the land 
of Govoni situated at the corner of Prouty Road and Wilming- 
ton Road. The Board inspected the area which is very rural 
in nature. Some of the land in the area is swampy and would 
be unsuitable for anything except business or industry. At the 
public hearing there was no opposition to the change. It would 
be beneficial to the Town to set aside this area for industry. 
The petitioner stated that he intends to set up a machine shop 
where he would manufacture stands for oil tanks. The property 
would bring in taxes, and would give employment to residents 
of the Town, and would help promote the welfare of the in- 
habitants. The Board recommends that this article be adopted. 


Article 13-—— At the public hearing concerning this land 
there was a large attendance and much of the debate concerned 
the possible use of the land for greyhound racing. ‘There was 
considerable opposition to such a use. The area proposed in 
the article to be changed differs in its bounds from a somewhat 
similar area which was defeated for re-zoning at a special town 
meeting on June 19, 1946. The Board is of the opinion that it 
would be advisable for the development of the Town in an 
orderly fashion to set aside a large area of land where all types 
of businesses could congregate so as to be separated from any 
future development of homes. Some day Route 128 will bisect 
this land. This route is known as the circumferential highway, 
and will run from Gloucester circling the outskirts of Greater 
Boston and then to the Cape. Its purpose is to relieve traffic 
congestion in the City of Boston. ‘The intersection of Routes 3 
and 128 is an extremely desirable location for the establish- 
ment of such businesses as a restaurant, outdoor theater, and 
the like. It has been suggested to the Board that a great enter- 
tainment and trading center could be established in the area 
at present, or as soon as building conditions will permit with 
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parking space for a great many cars. If such a project were 
developed it would lower the tax rate of the Town and thus 
affect the welfare of the community. The trend in other parts 
of the country is to establish large business areas with ample 
parking space on the outskirts of the center of the community 
so as to separate the homes from business. The Board wishes 
to point out to the voters that if this land is re-zoned for business, 
and many developments established which would prove to be 
harmful or obnoxious, then the voters may immediately call a 
special town meeting and re-zone the land back again to resi- 
dence, thus closing up any business existing there. The Board 
recommends that the article be adopted subject to limitations 
that no pari-mutuel betting be permitted there. 


Article 14 — At the public hearing concerning re-zoning of 
the land described in this article opposition was raised by one 
neighbor. The proponent stated that he wished to establish 
a variety store on the land which is located at an intersection. 
Examination of the land shows that it consists of high land and 
would have to be leveled off. A variety store in this area would 
be a convenience to a community of homes as there is no variety 
store within a distance of at least one-half mile or more. How- 
ever, the Board is of the opinion that the area requested by the 
petitioner is not large enough to permit a setback of the build- 
ing and space for cars to park off the road, and recommends 
that the article be adopted provided all of the land of the 
petitioner is included in the re-zoning. 


Article 15 — The Board inspected the land in this article 
and found that it is low. Situated on Route 3 which is a heav- 
ily-traveled main highway, it would be unsuitable for anything 
except business. It, therefore, recommends that the town adopt 
this article. 

Article 16 — There was no opposition at the public hear- 
ing to the re-zoning of the land referred to in this article. The 
petitioner stated that he wished to develop the land for a block 
of stores. ‘There is a need in the center of the town where 
this land is located for various types of stores which do not now 
exist and which would be of service to the whole town. The 
land is located at the intersection of Bedford Street and Route 
3 where there is considerable traffic and where it would be 
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undesirable to locate homes. The Board recommends the adop- 
tion of this article. ,

The Planning Board report was read in connection with 
the articles for re-zoning. 


Article 12 — Voted to accept the Planning Board report 
and adopt their recommendation that the district described un- 
der Article 12 be changed from a residential “B” district to an 
Industrial District as follows:—- Land of Govoni at the north- 
easterly corner of Prouty Road and Wilmington Road, fronting 
400 feet on Prouty Road and 400 feet on Wilmington Road, 
making a square. 199 were in favor and none opposed, hands 
being counted by Tellers Elizabeth Symmes and Wilbur Mc- 
Intire. 


Article 13-— A motion was made to accept the Planning 
Board Report and adopt their recommendation that the dis- 
trict as described under Article 13 be re-zoned from a resi- 
dence “B” district to a “business district.” Land of Perrotta, 
Graham, Richardson et als, Bounded and described as follows: 
— Beginning at the intersection of Mountain Road and Cam- 
bridge Street the line runs on the westerly side of Cambridge 
Street, 1,300 feet to a point, there turning westerly, the line runs 
to a point 400 feet southwest of the intersection of Wheeler 
Road and South Bedford Street, thence continuing the line runs 
southwesterly parallel to and 400 feet distant from said Wheeler 
Road to Blanchard Road, thence turning easterly along Blan- 
chard Road to the point opposite the intersection of Mullers 
Road and Blanchard Road, thence the line runs northeasterly 
and parallel to said Wheeler Road to a stone wall and lane 
on the land of Graham, thence turning southeasterly along said 
lane to Blanchard Road, thence easterly along Blanchard Road 
to South Bedford Street, and thence by a straight line to the 
point of beginning. An amendment was made that no pari- 
mutuel betting be allowed on that tract of land. A second 
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amendment was made reducing the area to be re-zoned as 
follows :— 

Land beginning at a point opposite the intersection of 
Muller’s Road and Blanchard Road the line runs straight in a 
northeasterly direction to a point opposite the intersection of 
Muller’s Road and Blanchard Road the line runs straight in a 
northeasterly direction to a point opposite the intersection of 
Mountain Road and Cambridge Street, then turning north- 
westerly along the westerly side of Cambridge Street for a dis- 
tance of 1,300 feet, then turning southwesterly in a straight line 
to a lane at the intersection of South Bedford Street and said 
lane, then along said lane appearing as an extension of Wheeler 
Road to a point opposite the intersection of Wheeler Road 
and Blanchard Road, then turning in an easterly direction along 
Blanchard Road to the point of beginning. 

After some discussion the same amendment that “no pari- 
mutuel betting” be permitted on this area was made and ac- 
cepted by the maker of the amendment reducing the zone. 
The vote was taken on the amendment describing the area as 
reduced with the stipulation that there be no “pari-mutuel bet- 
ting” permitted on this area and it was voted to adopt this as 
a section of our zoning by-laws. 182 were in favor and 6 
opposed. 

Article 14— Motion was made that Articles 14, 15 and 16 
be taken up collectively. This was voted. It was later found 
to be impracticable and they were taken up separately. Then 
a motion was made that the area as set forth in the article as 
114 feet on Bedford Street and 158 feet on Druid Hill Avenue 
be increased to include all of the Ruel land as recommended 
in the report of the Planning Board. 

A discussion brought out the fact that it was not feasible 
or logical to increase an area proposed without another public 
hearing. It was then decided by vote that this article be dis- 
missed and action be taken on the proposed area after a public 
hearing was held. 

Article 15 — It was unanimously voted to accept the re- 
port of the Planning Board report as read and adopt their rec- 
ommendation to re-zone the area as described under Article 15 
from a residence “B” district and partial business district to 
an extended business district as follows: Land of Murray Hills, 
Inc., beginning at the intersection of Pontos Avenue and Cam- 
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bridge Street, the line runs southeasterly on Cambridge Street 
with a depth of 200 feet to Winn Street. 


Article 16—It was unanimously voted to accept the re- 
port of the Planning Board as read and adopt their recommen- 
dation to re-zone the area as described under Article 16 from a 
residence “‘B” district to a business district as follows: Land of 
Akeson, beginning at the intersection of Bedford Street and 
Cambridge Street the line runs with a depth of 200 feet south- 
erly along the easterly side of Cambridge Street for a distance 
of 1,650 feet. 


Article 17 — (Road Grader for Highway Dept.) It was 
voted that this article be dismissed from the warrant. 


Articles 18 and 19 — (re acceptance of Fairfax Street and 
Sumpter Road.) It was voted that articles 18 and 19 be laid 
on the table until the next special or regular meeting and to 
have the proper authorities explain the procedure employed to 
the petitioners in order to have streets accepted in the town. 

As there was no other business the Moderator declared the 
meeting adjourned at 10:35 P.M.

Report of Planning Board to Burlington Town Meeting 
June 23, 1947 


Article 4 in the warrant for special town meeting, June 23, 
1947, concerns a triangular piece of land at the corner of Winn 
Street and Mountain Road which the owner, George Hemen- 
way, wishes to be re-zoned from residential “B’ to business. 
A petition having been filed before our Board, a public hearing 
was held after being duly advertised in the Woburn Daily Times. 
Nobody appeared in opposition at the hearing, and the peti- 
tioner stated that he wished to erect an auto repair shop and 
gas station. 

The land in question is swampy and is not suitable for any 
other uses except business. The amount of land now dedicated 
to business zone in this section of the Town is very limited, and 
the Planning Board is of the opinion that it would be advan- 
tageous to increase the business section, and, therefore, recom- 
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mends that the Town vote to make the change from residential 
“B” to business as set forth in Article 4 of the warrant. 


Article 5 concerns a tract of land on Muller Road at the 
Burlington-Lexington line. It lies in an area by gravel pits and 
a dump. The main purpose of the petitioner in his request for 
re-zoniny the land from residential “B” to business is to set up 
a woodworking plant which would employ approximately 14 
persons. 


The Board is of the opinion that this general area should 
be set aside for an industrial zone and that the re-zoning of this 
land could be the beginning of such a plan for the future. The 
Board feels that the establishment of industry or business is an 
essential element in the goal to lower the tax raie. 


At the public hearing concerning the proposed change 
which was duly advertised in the Woburn Daily Times, nobody 
appeared in opposition. The Board therefore recommends that 
the Town change the land in question from residential “B” to 
industry as set forth in Article 5.

We hereby submit the annual report of the Board of Health 
for the year ending December 31, 1947 — 

Joseph L. Foster was appointed Inspector of Slaughtering 
for the year 1947. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 75, Section 52, the follow- 
ing cases of communicable diseases were reported during 1947: 

Dog Bite, 23; Measles, 5; Whooping Cough, 4. 

The Board held a Dog Inoculation Clinic at the Fire Sta- 
tion in June with Dr. Campbell inoculating the dogs. A fee of 
$.50 was charged; 93 dogs were inoculated. The Board requests 
that all citizens kindly report all infectious disease, including 
Dog Bite, as promptly as possible, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 75, Section 52, of the Revised Laws.

Physician, and Mrs. Julia Connors, R.N., School Nurse.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF POLICE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit the report of the Police Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1947 — 

As you read this report, you will note that in this town, as 
in many other towns, there has been an increase in major crimes 
committed. This has required increased activity on the part 
of the officers of the Police Department. 

I also find that there has been a decided decrease in our 
problem of juvenile delinquency, and much credit must be 
given to the parents for their co-operation, and to the children 
themselves for the manner in which they have conducted them- 
selves during the year, considering that they have little or no 
recreational facilities. 


On October 25th our Night Officer Jackson resigned, and 
from the time of his resignation until December 9th, at which 
time Officer Black was appointed as a regular officer, the work 
was carried on with the assistance of special police officers doing 
night duty. | 

In August, safety lines were placed on Cambridge Street, 
Route 3, by the State Department of Public Works, and since 
this safety measure was taken we have found that there is a 
decided decrease in accidents, both property damage and per- 
sonal injuries. 

In May, of this year, a Motorola two-way radio was in- 
stalled in the cruising car. This has proved to be a valuable 
asset to this Department and we have used it many times dur- 
ing the past year. 

During these winter months I find that coasting presents 
another safety problem which should be remedied. I would 
suggest that in certain areas of the town which are most heavily 
traveled by automobiles one road be designated as a coasting 
spot and closed to vehicular traffic. By doing this it would 
lessen the chance that some child will be injured by an auto- 
mobile as all children in that vicinity would be required to 
coast in this one area. 

Much could be said regarding our exorbitant compulsory 
automobile insurance rates. Contrary to public belief, this rate 
of compulsory automobile insurance is fixed by the number of 
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accidents caused by cars owned and garaged in the Town of 

Burlington and amount of claims paid out on such accidents. 

Due to the increased number of emergency calls for ambu- 

lance service, an ambulance cruiser attachment has been pur- 

chased and should soon be installed in the cruising car. Al- 

though this equipment is not adequate to move sick or bed- 

ridden patients, it would serve our purpose in any emergency 
where a regular ambulance could not be obtained.

It is our opinion that the cur- 
riculum of the school of today must meet the needs of the total 
child, developing him socially, mentally, and physically. 

It was with regret that we accepted the resignation of Mr. 
Raymond Perkins as our Superintendent, in July. However, we 
were fortunate in procuring the services of Mr. Jerome Lynch. 
Mr. Lynch was selected from a field of twenty candidates. He 
has had experience in both elementary and secondary education 
and is doing an excellent picce of work. We ask that you con- 
tinue to give him the fine co-operation that you have shown him 
since his coming to Burlington. 

Again we are requesting a large appropriation, but we feel 
that our teachers deserve a salary scale comparable to that of 
other communities. It is our earnest hope that more aid will be 
forthcoming from the State in the very near future and thus 
make it possible for us to relieve the home owner of the full bur- 
den of support of the schools. 

We ask that you read carefully the reports of both Mr. Per- 
kins and Mr. Lynch. These give a clear and concise picture of 
the condition of our schools.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT PERKINS 


To the School Committee. 
Madam Chairman and Members: 

In submitting my fourth and final report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools, I wish to reiterate the expressions of ap- 
preciation I have voiced many times for the cooperation. and 
support given our schools by the School Committee, teachers 
and other employees of the schools, as well as by the parents and 
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taxpayers. Burlington is especially fortunate in having as direc- 
tors of its school policies a group of citizens whose interests in 
the schools are only surpassed by their unselfish willingness to 
devote many unpaid and thankless hours as members of the 
School Committee. Their devotion and sacrifice deserve far 
more recognition than is usually given. It is easy to blame the 
School Committee when conditions are not satisfactory. Why 
not give them a bouquet occasionally when, as happens most of 
the time, things are going well? 

This report will cover the period beginning January 1, 
1947, and ending August 31, 1947, although, no doubt, Mr. 
Jerome J. Lynch, your newly appointed Superintendent, will 
report on some of the August happenings in his own report cov- 
ering the balance of the fiscal year. At the August meeting we 
were hiring new teachers, and as Mr. Lynch was to be the Su- 
perintendent under whom they would serve, his interests were 
considered. 

At the beginning of the year teachers’ salaries were a tax- 
ing problem with us as elsewhere. These have been uncertain 
years in all fields, since the completion of the Junior-Senior High 
School, and the shortage of teachers, combined with many oth- 
er factors, has provided an opportunity for America’s teachers 
to make long deserved and much needed improvements in their 
rate of compensation. Nearly every one of these past seven years 
has seen some kind of upward adjustment in our salary scale. 
Sometimes it has been the introduction of a new salary sched- 
ule; sometimes a cost of living adjustment; sometimes a re- 
vision of the schedule. Much time and thought have been given 
by many persons in working on this one problem alone. Of 
course, the problem has not been peculiar to Burlington. 
Throughout the state and nation, teachers, school committees, 
administrators, boards of finance, and taxpayers have met and 
attempted to solve this problem. As 2 result of such meetings in 
Burlington three hundred and fifty dollars for all teachers, and 
four hundred dollars for the principals and the superintendent 
was asked for and approved at the annual town mecting in 
February, these raises to be retroactive from January 1, 1947. 
We all felt extremely pleased at the time as these results gave 
our schools a salary scale for its teachers reasonably close to the 
average in other comparable Massachusetts communities. The 
teaching staff in general, seemed to be quite satisfied with the 
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new schedule and we sincerely hoped it would serve the ob- 
jectives of a good salary schedule. Desirable and contented 
teachers willing to work wholeheartedly for our boys and girls 
should not only be attracted but retained in any good school 
system, and such teachers should be free from financial worries 
which would impair their effectiveness as educators. Burlington’s 
citizens and taxpayers must continue to support adequate sal- 
aries for its school employees. 

Several changes took place in our teaching staff in spite of 
the raises, but let me hasten to add, that all resignations were 
not due to more attractive salaried positions. Mrs. Mary De- 
Salvo was made a regular teacher of the split fifth-sixth grade 
after that group had had no less than four substitute teachers 
during the fall term. Then Mrs. Margaret Adams asked for and 
was granted a maternity leave of absence, and we were fortu- 
nate to find available Mr. James Horton of Reading, Massa- 
chusetts, a man with several years of experience. Mrs. Mary 
Hennessey then resigned that she might enter the hospital for a 
major operation. Mrs. Dorothy Roche of Billerica was hired to 
fill this vacancy. 

With the closing of school came the resignations of Miss 
Stella Packard, Mr. Leonard Pimental, Mrs. Margaret Adams, 
and Mr. Edward Swenson. In July, Miss Sally Bosketti, girls’ 
coach and commercial instructor, resigned to accept a position 
in Greenport, Long Island, New York. Mr. Swenson, boys’ 
coach and social studies instructor, accepted a position at North 
Easton, Massachusetts. Miss Mary Machado of Billerica was 
hired for the Union School to fill Miss Packard’s vacancy. It 
was then decided that Miss Margaret Brady of the Junior High 
School faculty and Mrs. Mary DeSalvo of the Union School 
faculty should exchange their respective positions for the new 
school year beginning in September. 

Mr. James Horton was elevated to the position of principal 
of the Senior High to teach the social studies and serve as ath- 
letic director. Mr. Francis McDermott was then made the new 
Junior High principal, and Mr. Edward Murray of Woburn was 
hired to fill the vacancy caused by this move. Mrs. Dorothy 
Welch was given the position of girls’ coach and commercial in- 
structor. Mr. Mario Paolini was hired to fill the position caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Pimentel. When Mr. James Piper 
tended his resignation as attendance officer, Mrs. Julia Connors 
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was given this added duty with salary and expenses as well. 

I sincerely believe it was a step in the right direction when 
the Committee decided to break-up the superintendent-principal 
position and make two positions of same. There is enough work 
in either position of superintendent or principal to warrant a 
full time employee. In the past some of the work of both posi- 
tions had to suffer when one man was expected to do the work 
of both and teach a class in either chemistry or physics as well. 
Mr. Jerome J. Lynch of Woburn was hired as the new superin- 
tendent of schools with no teaching duties when Raymond E. 
Perkins resigned to accept a superintendency position in Bloom- 
field, Connecticut. 

The availability of war surplus non-food products for school 
cafeteria programs made it possible through application for me 
to secure for our high school cafeteria a ten-burner Garland 
restaurant range, an automatic hot water heater, an electric po- 
tato peeler, and several pots, pans, and dishes; for the Union 
school cafeteria, a ten-burner Garland range, an automatic hot 
water heater, an electric dish-washing machine, an electric 
potato peeler, and more pots and pans, all at no cost, the only 
stipulation being that we guarantee that we would have the 
equipment installed and ready for use within a certain number 
of days after delivery. Before the close of school in June the 
two ranges had been received and installed taking care of a 
bad situation in both cafeterias. The ranges were the most need- 
ed items of the new equipment to be received and fortunately 
they arrived first to be immediately installed and used. Under 
capable management, both of these cafeterias have proved pop- 
ular and satisfactory. Hot, nourishing food has been provided for 
our school children each day at less than cost. The results in 
improved health of the children probably cannot be seen imme- 
diately but there is little doubt as to the value of the program. 
When Mrs. Clara McIntire sent in her resignation during the 
summer, Mrs. Neil Ellsworth was given the job to manage the 
high school cafeteria for the new school year. 

A new course in consumer mathematics was to be intro- 
duced in September open to Juniors and Seniors in the high 
school. Textbooks were ordered for this course. Several other 
books were purchased during the year including replacements. 

Referring to the school physical plant I will mention two 
or three important improvements and developments. That 
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problem wall of the junior-senior high school building was final- 
ly repointed. It seemed imperative that this work be done with- 
out further delays. However, in another year all the face stone 
of the doors, windows, and trim need attention. This work 
should have been done at the time the wall was repointed but 
such funds were not available. Practically all the joints of these 
windows, doors, and trim are now open and with water seeping 
in and freezing there is always the danger of more serious and 
expensive work to be done as the result of the neglect. I recom- 
mend that this work receive careful attention this coming year. I 
doubt that it will be anywhere near as expensive as the re- 
pointing of that one wall. 

The four rooms on the first floor of the Union school build- 
ing were redecorated throughout. The four rooms on the second 
floor should have this same attention given to them this next 
summer. All exterior doors of the junior-senior high school 
building should be painted this summer. A new power driven 
lawn mower was purchased for the junior-senior high school 
lawn. This seemed to be a definite necessity because of the con- 
tinuous trouble experiences with the park machine. 

The Rinehart system of writing introduced into our first 
six grades after the last Christmas holidays proved all that it 
was recommended to do. Definite improvement was noted by all 
teachers throughout these grades, and not only in the writing 
classes alone. It was decided to carry this system along up in the 
grades, one year at a time. This year it would be introduced 
into the seventh grade, although in reality it was no introduction 
as the seventh grade students had already been subjected to the 
program while they were in the sixth grade. Mrs. Marian 
Frizzell was given the added duty of music supervisor for all 
grades in the Union school, and Mr. Francis McDermott was 
to develop the music program in the junior high grades. I would 
like to reiterate a recommendation previously made that the 
school system introduce an art program by the employment of 
an art supervisor. This would add much to enrich the program 
and might result in the discovery of real talent and interests in 
some pupils who are now getting so little out of other parts of 
the school program. 

I had plans of developing a program in our system whereby 
no pupil would be marked as a failure, and caused to repeat 
any class or grade. I also felt that our program should be so 
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enriched and continuous that a student would be allowed to 
progress in all those subjects in which he was most capable. In 
this way school work could become very interesting and chal- 
lenging as there would always be that opportunity to improve 
oneself and move ahead. I still believe we have a lot of work 
to do in this direction, and even though it may be but on the 
horizon today, it definitely is with us and simply waiting for 
some to lead the way. There is no reason why Burlington has to 
be a follower, it could as well be a leader. 

During the three years I served as your superintendent I 
feel that we definitely made some improvements and advance- 
ments and that growth took place in many directions. Results 
are not always apparent or immediate but with time they begin 
to take form and are then noticed. It was always my aim to 
make the Burlington schools the very best possible, and schools 
in which we could all feel very proud — of the plant itself, the 
personnel, and the pupils. Sincerely, I do appreciate having had 
the opportunity of directing the schools of Burlington over the 
last three years. 

In conclusion, even though we had several changes in the 
faculty while I was in Burlington those three years, I always 
felt that as a whole our faculty was always a good one. Many of 
the teachers in the system are excellent teachers and were al- 
ways cooperative and sincere. They do most of the work and 
should receive most of the credit. Finally, I wish to say that the 
members of the school committee, both the present group and 
others who have served during my stay in Burlington, represent 
a fine and cooperative group of public-spirited citizens. I cer- 
tainly enjoyed working with them, and though some of our 
problems at times were a little perplexing, the work for the most 
part was interesting as well as challenging. I ask for my suc- 
cessor, Mr. Jerome J. Lynch, the same whole-hearted support 
which it was my pleasure to receive from the citizens of Bur- 
lington during my three-year period of service with you.

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Report of Superintendent Lynch 


To the School Committee, 
Burlington, Massachusetts. 
Madam Chairman and Members: 

It is with a sense of pride and a realization of my responsi- 
bility as Superintendent of Schools that I make my first report to 
you, the governing body of the school system, covering the last 
four months of the fiscal year 1947. Proud, on the one hand, of 
the position I hold; on the other, fully cognizant of the responsi- 
bility entrusted to me. 

My first contact with the school system was experienced at 
the August meeting to which I was invited following my elec- 
tion. Although I did not assume the position officially until Spe- 
tember 1, the knowledge gained during the two weeks previous 
has proved invaluable. At this time allow me to express my deep 
appreciation to Mr. Raymond Perkins, my predecessor, for the 
assistance rendered me during this indoctrination period. His 
frankness and encouragement were an incentive for me to put 
into effect several ideas of my own. Worthy of mention are the 
traffic system and the warning bell procedure now in effect in 
the high school. 

Although all existing teaching vacancies were filled at the 
August meeting, one of the newly appointed teachers submitted 
his resignation just prior to the opening of school. Mr. Mario 
Paolina, apparently after giving much thought to what is ex- 
pected of the shop teaching position, to which he was elected, 
felt incapable of handling it inasmuch as his experience in this 
field was meagre. It was accepted and the difficulty was solved 
when Mr. Leonard Pimentel, who had resigned the position pre- 
viously, agreed to return. 

A subject of utmost importance to parents, and I know of 
especial interest to you, is the matter and manner of instruction 
being given the pupils. In my opinion, our school system has a 
curriculum the equal of any system comparable in size. This 
does not mean that further progress cannot be made along this 
line, and will not be considered as the need arises. The teaching 
staff as a whole comprises a group of conscientious, hard-work- 
ing people, fully aware of their responsibilities, and seriously in- 
terested in the proper mental, mora] and physical development 
of each and every one of their charges. The new teachers have 
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shown themselves worthy of their election, and are an asset to 
the system. 

Regarding the rating of the high school by the State De- 
partment of Education, the correspondence printed below fully 
explains it.

Please be advised that Burlington High School is rated in 
Class A by the State Department of Education. Enclosed are the 
Present Regulations for the Approval of High Schools. Also en- 
closed is a copy of the Proposed Regulations.

Enclosed with the above letter was a set of regulations gov- 
erning the approval of high schools. Below are stated the more 
important of these. 

1. High Schools are classified as A or B schools. A high 
school in Class A may certify to a state teachers’ college or to 
the Massachusetts School of Art any graduates in subjects in 
which they have a mark of A or B. The approval of any high 
school as Class A entitles the school for the current year. ‘To be 
approved in Class A, a high school must, in the opinion of the 
Department, substantially meet the requirements given below. 

2. The requirement for graduation shall be at least 15 
units. A unit represents a year’s study in any subject in a sec- 
ondary school, constituting approximately one fourth of a full 
year’s work. To count as a unit, the recitation periods shall ag- 
gregate approximately 120 sixty-minute hours. Shop or labora- 
tory periods count one-half as much as recitation periods. No 
deduction need be made for the time used in change of classes, 
if this time does not exceed three minutes for each change. 

3. The efficiency of instruction and the general intellectu- 
al and moral tone of the school are of prime importance, and 
consequently the school must stand well in these respects in 
order to be rated in Class A. 

4 The condition of the school building and its surround- 

ings is an important factor in the influence of the high school. 
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Hence the general appearance of the school rooms, halls, build- 
ings, and yards, the care of the books and supplies, and the con- 
dition of the blackboards, must receive proper attention. 

5. The number and character of classrooms, recitation 
rooms, and Jaboratories and the equipment of the school shall 
be such as may reasonably be expected in a Class A high school. 

One change in the teaching staff will be noted with the 
reopening of school after the Christmas recess. The resignation 
of Mrs. Mary DeSalvo of the junior high faculty was regretfully 
accepted at the December meeting. Miss Claire McDonough, a 
Radcliffe College graduate of the class of 1946, was elected to 
her position. Miss McDonough, an accomplished pianist and 
soloist, in addition to carrying on her teaching program, will 
assist Mr. McDermott with the music program which is con- 
templated for the junior high school starting in January. 

As directed by you, music has been included in the daily 
schedule for all grades in the Union School since September. 
Mrs. Marian Frizzell has capably supervised the program, and 
since November has also handled the supervision of drawing 
at the elementary schooji. It is recommended that in due time 
consideration be given to a music-art supervisor for the system. 

Inasmuch as a full program prevented Mr. McDermott 
from carrying on a course in music in the high school, he saw 
fit to direct a minstrel show which was presented early in 
December. The cast comprised approximately fifty junior and 
senior high pupils, and the presentation disclosed much hidden 
talent. At your request a course in music appreciation once a 
week for a two-period session is to be added to the high school 
curriculum starting in January. It is intended primarily for 
junior high pupils although it is hoped that the programs of 
many of the senior high pupils will allow for their participation. 
Mr. McDermott will conduct the class assisted by Miss Mc- 
Donough. 

At your expressed wish a course in drawing under the 
direction of Mr. Pimentel is also contemplated for the high 
school starting in January. 

The Rinehart Writing System, which was introduced to the 
Union School last year, and moved up to the seventh grade 
this year, continues with marked success. Its returns far exceed 
its cost. 

It is a pleasure to report that on the whole no textbook 
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problem exists. Through the efforts of my predecessor the text- 
book and workbook needs of the Union School were cared for 
quite well. Of late several sets of textbooks for both junior 
and senior high schools have been purchased. In the near 
future consideration will be given to new textbooks for the 
junior high where usage has taken its toll. Next year should 
see all textbook needs met. 

As in the past our athletic program aims for both physical 
development and good sportsmanship in our youth. To my 
mind we have achieved our aims with considerable success this 
year. On the other hand, athletics have taken a loss financially. 
For this reason a drive is about to begin in which the citizens 
will be solicited to become boosters of the high school athletic 
program. Wath the financial picture in mind I recommend that 
when costs of labor and materials drop, consideration be given 
to converting the land in the rear of the high school into an 
enclosed playing field thereby assuring the school of a certain 
financial return from athletics. 

Due to the diligent services of Dr. Robinson and Mrs. Con- 
nors, the schools’ doctor and nurse, respectively, a careful check 
has been kept on the general health of the pupils. I have, on 
file, a letter recently received from the State Department of 
Public Health commending Mrs. Connors on a score of 92% 
for diphtheria immunization for entering school children. 

The dental clinic, whose existence is primarily due to the 
generosity of the town’s organizations, several of which plan to 
contribute in the near future, as well as local chapters of national 
foundations, has accomplished a tremendous amount of good 
since September. The treatment given thus far is as follows: 
117 fillings, 17 extractions, 14 cleanings, and 7 miscellaneous 
treatments. In addition, fifty-three children were transported 
to the office of Dr. McCall by Mrs. Connors for a total of 
seventy-six X-rays. ‘The school department is indeed grateful 
to the following for their contributions: Red Cross, $250.00 
($100.00 for equipment); Salvation Army, $50.00; Mothers’ 
Service Club, $25.00; Ladies’ Benevolent Society, $15.00, and 
the American Legion Auxiliary, $10.00. 

Your action in including in next year’s budget two hundred 
dollars for the services of Dr. Sidney Adams, an eye doctor, is 
to be commended. As you know, his agreement calls for his 
examining the eyes of the children of the first and second grades, 
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plus any other pupils in the system referred to him. In this 
matter of professional eye examination, Burlington leads the way 
and your favorable consideration reflects credit to the town. 

Attendance for the first four months of this current school 
year has been quite satisfactory. This is due jointly to the par- 
ents’ co-operation and the daily check on absentees by Mrs. Con- 
nors, the attendance officer. 

This present school year has seen the surplus in the cafe- 
terias’ account depleted to a great extent by the increased cost 
of food. This ultimately necessitated our increasing the cost 
of the meal five cents in both cafeterias. Both cafeterias are 
being managed capably and very satisfactorily; both are comply- 
ing to the fullest extent with the menu requirements as sct forth 
by the Community Lunch Program. 

Repairs to the buildings have been made as needed. ‘The 
Union School experienced an emergency repair job in the early 
tall when the water supply failed. This required the replacing 
of and adding to the well pipe. At the moment the buildings 
are in a satisfactory condition and the care and upkeep of them 
by the janitors deserve a word of praise. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the parents, all the school 
employees, and the town officials for their co-operation. Grate- 
ful, indeed, am I to you, the committee members, for the co- 
operation, advice and consideration given me since coming to

Age of Admission 


Pupils entering the first grade in September, 1948, must be 
of five years of age on or before January 1, 1948. In other 
words, a child entering Grade One next September will have 
his sixth birthday on or before January 1 of the year 1949. 

A child reaching the age of five between January 1 and 
April 1 of 1948 may qualify for admission to the first grade by 
passing an intelligence test given by the School Department. A 
parent desirous of having a child take this test should make 
arrangement with the School Department at least two weeks 
in advance of the schools’ reopening. It is imperative in such 
a case for the parent to produce a birth certificate at the time 
of examination. 


Vaccination 


The state law requires all pupils attending public schools 
to be vaccinated. Exceptions will be made of a child presenting 
a certificate signed by a registered physician to the effect that 
he has personally examined the child and found his physical 
condition such that his or her health would be endangered by 
vaccination. 


Attendance 


Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory school 
work. A written excuse from the parent or guardian is required 
for every absence, tardiness, or dismissal. No pupil is allowed 
to leave the school during the session without permission from 
the Principal or Superintendent. Unless the pupil brings with 
him a written request for dismissal from his parent or guardian, 
he is permitted to leave only in case of emergency. 

Teachers may require pupils to attend the extra afternoon 
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session if it is necessary for success in their work or for disci- 


pline. 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Superintendent and School Committee: 

I hereby submit my report for School Nurse for the year 
1947 — 

Contagious diseases were not evident except for a few cases 
of whooping cough in the late Spring. 

I assisted Dr. Robinson in his examination of all children 
in the odd grades, and parents notified of defects when found. 

Regular supervision was given to children’s weight and 
height. 

Vision and hearing tests were completed, and parents noti- 
fied of defects. 

Immunization against Diphtheria was given to eighteen 
school, and thirty-six pre-school children. ‘The State Health 
Department advises that all children be given the “Toxoid 
Vaccine” before entering school. Recently I received a letter 
commending our efforts in attaining 92% for the past year. 

The school dental clinic with Dr. Turner opened in May, 
and children’s teeth were cleaned, and notices sent home on 
number of cavities. The Dental Clinic was again resumed 
November 7 with Dr. Edward McCall, and to December 19 
examined and completed the following work: 116 fillings, 17 
extractions, 76 X-rays, 13 cleanings and 7 treatments. Several 
children were taken to the dentist’s office for X-rays. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, School 
Committee, School Physician, all the teachers, and members of 
the Board of Health for their kind co-operation.

Thanks for the untiring efforts of the school nurse our 
school is almost 100% immunized against Diphtheria.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Burlington for the period from March 
15, 1946 to February 11, 1947, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a 
report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of 
Accounts.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Burlington for the period from March 
15, 1946, the date of the previous audit, to February 11, 1947, and 
report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town, 
or committing bills for collection, were examined and verified 
with the books and records of town accountant. 

The books and records in the office of the town accountant 
were examined and checked. The ledger accounts were analyzed, 
the recorded receipts being checked with the treasurer’s books, 
while the recorded payments were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book and with the treasury warrants. The appropriations 
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and transfers were checked with the town clerk’s record of town 
meetings and with the authorization of the finance committee. 

The necessary adjustments resulting from the audit were 
made, trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, showing 
the financial condition of the town as of February 11, 1947, was 
prepared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts in the office of the town treasurer 
were examined and verified. The receipts, as recorded, were com- 
pared with the town accountant’s books, with the records of the 
several departments collecting money for the town, and with the 
other sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the town 
accountant’s records. The cash balance on February 11, 1947, was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements 
furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the 
cash in the office. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and with 
the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 

The securities, including savings bank books, representing 
the investment of trust funds in custody of the town treasurer 
and the trustees of the Marshall Simonds Park Fund were ex- 
amined and listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals 
were verified. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and 
checked. The amounts added to existing tax titles and the new 
titles acquired were compared with the tax collector’s books, and 
the recorded redemptions were compared with the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books and checked with the records of the 
Registry of Deeds. 

It is again recommended that the treasurer take immediate 
action to foreclose all tax titles which are ripe for foreclosure. 

The books and accounts in the office of the tax collector 
were examined and checked. The accounts outstanding accord- 
ing to the previous examination and all subsequent commitment 
lists were audited and proved with the assessors’ warrants. The 
recorded payments to the treasurer were checked to the treas- 
urer’s cash books, the recorded abatements were compared with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the accountant’s ledger 
accounts. 

As was the case in previous audits, difficulty was encountered 
in reconciling the collector’s accounts, it having been necessary 
to verify the addition of all cash books and to check commitment 
book postings completely. 

It is again recommended that the tax collector proceed im- 
mediately to bring about a complete settlement of the outstand- 
ing taxes which date as far back as 1939. 
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The outstanding tax accounts were verified by sending no- 
tices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicat- 
ing that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
proved. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
checked, and the payments to the town and to the State were 
verified. 

The accounts of the selectmen, and of the public welfare and 
cemetery departments, as well as of all other departments collect- 
ing money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined. The payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were checked, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 

The surety bonds of the several town officials required to 
furnish such surety were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

There are apended ta this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
tax collector’s cash, together with summaries of the tax, tax title, 
tax possession, and departmental accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transaction of the several trust funds. 

For the co-operation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, to express appreciation.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
February 16, 1948 


Meeting called to order at 8.25 P. M. and the Moderator 
instructed the Town Clerk to read the Constable’s return and 
the result of the Election, February 2, 1948. 

Article 2—It was unanimously voted that the town accept 
the report of the Town officers and committees. 

Article 3—It was unanimously voted that the town au- 
thorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Select- 
men, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1948, and 
to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and 
to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 

Article 4— 

SELECTMEN—It was unanimously voted that the town 
raise and apprporiate the sum of $750 for the Selectmen’s De- 
partment, $195 for the salary of the Chairman, $195 for each 
of the other two members, $100 for the salary of the clerk and 
$65 for expenses, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 

TOWN ACCOUNTANT—Motion that the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $925 for the Accountant’s Depart- 
ment, $900 for salary of the Accountant and $250 for expenses, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 
Mr. Day made an amendment to that motion to read that the 
sum of $825 be raised and appropriaied for the Accountant’s 
Department, $800 for salary and $25 for expenses. At this 
time tellers Elizabeth Symmes and Wilbur C. McIntire, Jr., 
were sworn to count hands—those in favor of the amendment 
numbered 55—those opposed, 44. Amendment carried. 

TREASURER—Motion was made that the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1150 for the Treasurer’s Depart- 
ment, $800 for salary and $350 for expenses, the same to be 
spent under the direction of the Treasurer. A discussion fol- 
lowed. Mr. Mohan at this time made an amendment to the 
motion “that the Board of Selectmen and the Town Treasurer 
be instructed to establish the office of the Treasurer in the 
Town Hall, that regular business hours be established, that a 
full time clerk be appointed to perform the necessary clerical 
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duties of the office and that the sum of $1550.00 be raised and 
appropriated to defray the expenses of the office for the year 
1948.” An amendment to the amendment was made to have 
the Town Treasurer, Tax Collector and the Assessors’ office, 
(all three) so involved, to meet and report back to the ad- 
journed town meeting and that the salaries of the Town Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and Assessors be laid on the table until they 
do so report. The vote on the amendment to the amendment 
was unanimous. | 

LAW DEPARTMENT—Motion made that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $600 for the Law Department, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. An 
amendment to this was that we raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500. It was so voted. . 

TOWN CLERK’S DEPARTMENT—Motion made that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the Town 
Clerk’s Department, $800 for salary and $200 for expenses, this 
amount to include the fees to be paid under Section 26, Chap- 
ter 46, General Laws. An amendment was made to this mo- 
tion that the salary be $650 and expenses $200 and the fees to 
belong to the Town Clerk as is. So voted. 

ELECTIONS and REGISTRATIONS—It was voted that 
we raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 for the salaries, 
and expenses of the Registrars of Voters, Elections and Regis- 
trations, including the annual listing made by the Registrars, 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 

PLANNING BOARD-—It was voted that the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $50 to defray the expenses of the 
' Planning Board, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Planning Board. 

TOWN HALL MAINTENANCE—A motion was made 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $3200 for town 
hall maintenance and repairs, the same to be spent under the 
direction. of the Selectmen. An amendment to the motion 
was made that we raise and appropriate the sum of $2700. 
Mr. Nichols made a few remarks concerning the appropriation 
after which the amendment was acted upon. The tellers were 
again called upon and the result of their count was as follows 
—those in favor, 57, those opposed, 59—-the amendment hay- 
ing been lost, the original motion was again taken up and the 
sum of $3,200 was so voted. 
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POLICE—Motion was made that the town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $6,500 for the Police Department, the 
same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. An 
amendment was made that the money be spent at the discre- 
tion of the Chief of Police. After some discussion the amend- 
ment was withdrawn if the same was all right with the Chief 
of Police. 

An amendment was again made that we raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,969.43 for salaries and $178 for expen- 
ses. An amendment to the amendment was made that the sum 
of $7,000 be raised and appropriated for the Police Depart- 
ment to be spent under the direction of the Chief of Police 
and the Board of Selectmen, allowing them to determine the 
salaries and expenses. At this time a substitute motion was 
made that we raise and appropriate the sum of $6,501 for the 
Police Department to be spent under the direction of the Board 
of Selectmen. This substitute motion was a unanimous vote. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT—Motion was made that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $7,694 for the Fire Depart- 
ment, $260 of this amount for the salary of the Chief, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Fire Chief with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen. An amendment was made that we raise 
and appropriate the sum of $8,194 for salaries and expenses of 
the fire department, to be spent under the direction of the Chief 
and the Board of Selectmen. The amendment was carried. 

BUILDING INSPECTOR—Motion was made that the 
town raise and appropriate the sum of $200 for the salary of 
the Building Inspector, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Selectmen. An amendment to the motion was made that 
the office of electrical and plumbing inspector be established 
and competent disinterested men in the business be appointed 
to the office and to increase the amount to $450. The amend- 
ment was lost and the question was again on the original mo- 
tion. It was to raise and appropriate the sum of $200 for the - 
salary of the building inspector, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. So voted. 

SCHOOLS—At this time Miss Keating asked that the 
matter of schools be taken up and the Moderator granted her 
' request. 

Motion was made that the town raise and appropriate the 
sum of $81,744.56 to be used together with the dog license re- 
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fund of $505.44, the grand total being $82,250.00 to defray the 
expense of schools and transportation, said appropriation to 
include a salary increase of $200.00 each for 18 teachers and a 
salary increase of $200.00 each for three Principals and one Su- 
perintendent, $1,890.00 of said appropriation to be used for the 
transportation of the Parochial School children, that $250.00 
be reserved for the expense of the School Committee, the total 
appropriation to be spent under the direction of the School 
Committee. 

An amendment to that motion was made that the sum 
of $62,250 be raised and appropriated with the transfer of 
$20,000 from the Surplus Revenue Account. The amendment 
was carried. 

VOCATIONAL SCHOOLS—Motion that the sum of 
$800 be raised and appropriated for Vocational Schools to be 
spent under the direction of the School Committee. An amend- 
ment to the motion was made that the sum of $294.56 be raised 
and appropriated together with the dog license refund of 
$505.44, making a total of $800, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the School Committee. It was so voted. 

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES—Motion 
was made that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $100 
for the salary and expense of the Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures, the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen. 
_ It was so voted. | 

MOTH DEPARTMENT—lIt was voted that the sum of 
$1,500 be raised and appropriated for the Moth Department, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen.

PROCEEDINGS AT ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 
March 1, 1948 


The adjourned town meeting was called to order at 8.22 
P. M. by the Moderator and the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read by the Town Clerk. 

The Moderator called for the report of the “get-together” 
of the Town Treasurer, Tax Collector and Board of Assessors 
immediately after the reading of the previous meeting. A re- 
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port of this meeting was given by the Treasurer at this time, 
which reads as follows: 

The meeting consisted of two members of the Board of 
Assessors, the Tax Collector and the Treasurer. After consid- 
ering the recommendations from various angles we would sug- 
gest that the first step in this direction would be to install an 
up-to-date card system in the Assessors’ Department. We have 
an estimate of $1,565 for this purpose. There was a discussion 
on the matter and a motion was made that a committee be ap- 
pointed by the Moderator to study this situation and report to 
some town meeting this year or at the next special town meet- 
ing and see what the committee could find out. It was so voted. 

TREE WARDEN—Voted that the town raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $450.00 for the Tree Warden’s department, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Tree Warden. 

BOARD OF APPEALS—-It was unanimously voted that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 for the ex- 
pense of the Board of Appeals, the same to be spent under the 
direction of the Board of Appeals. 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT—It was. unanimously voted 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,800.00 for 
the Health Department, the same to be spent under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Health. 

ANIMAL INSPECTOR—It was voted that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the salary of the 
Animal Inspector, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Board of Health. 

INSPECTOR OF SLAUGHTERING—It was voted that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $35.00 for the sal- 
ary of the Slaughtering Inspector, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Board of Health. 

_ “PREASURER—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,150.00 for the Treasurer’s Department, $800.00 for 
salary and $350.00 for expenses, to be spent under the direction 
of the Treasurer. 

COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT-—It was voted to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,700.00 for the Collector’s De- 
partment, $1,300.00 for salary and $400.00 for expenses, to be 
spent under the direction of the Tax Collector. 

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT—Motion was made that 
the sum of $1,950.00 for the Assessors’ Department be raised 
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and appropriated, $500.00 for the salary of the Chairman, 
$350 each for the salary of the other two members and $750 
tor the expenses of the office, including the salary of the Clerk, 
the same to be spent under the direction of the Board of As- 
sessors. An amendment was made to this motion to include 
$1,565 to be raised and appropriated for adopting a system 
similar to the one which a Laurence F. Davis, Attorney, had 
submitted to the Board of Assessors, to be spent under the 
direction of the Assessors and the Selectmen. This amendment 
was later withdrawn. The original motion was voted. 

The letter to the Board of Assessors from Mr. Davis reads 
as follows: 

In reply to your inquiry as to the installation of a property 
card system for the Board of Assessors of Burlington, I estimate 
such a system would cost $1,565.00. For this amount, I would 
make an examination of the titles of all registered land in the 
Town, an examination of the Middlesex probate records to 
correct any assessments made in the name of an estate or to the 
heirs or devisees of a person, and I would also examine all of 
the abstracts of title in your possession with a view to identifying 
the particular abstracts that apply to current assessments. To 
perform this work, I will furnish all of the legal and steno- 
graphic services necessary and I will also furnish the necessary 
cards for the system. A sample card has previously been left 
with you. If the work was to be undertaken by this office, I 
would want authority to go ahead within the next two weeks 
and I estimate that the work would be completed within one 
month from the time that it is commenced.

MACHINERY ACCOUNT—lIt was voted that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the expense of 
the Machinery account to be used with any money that may be 
transferred from the Machinery fund to be spent under the 
direction of the Selectmen. 

CHARITIES—GENERAL RELIEF—It was voted that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $6,600.00 for admin- 
istration and temporary aid, $700.00 of the amount to be used 
for salaries and expenses of the Department, $200.00 for each 
member and $100.00 for expense, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Board of Welfare. 

OLD AGE ASSISTANCE—It was unanimously voted that 
the town raise and appropriate the sum of $26,000.00 for Old 
Age Assistance, $600.00 of this amount to be used for the sal- 
aries and $400 for the expenses of a social worker, the same to 
be spent under the direction of the Board of Public Welfare.

RECREATION—lIt was voted that this appropriation be 
caken up under Article 8. 

UNCLASSIFIED—TOWN REPORTS—It was unani- 
mously voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 for Town Reports to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 

MEMORIAL DAY—It was unanimously voted that the 
town raise and appropriate the sum of $300 for the Observance

of Memorial Day, to be spent under the direction of the Se- 
lectmen and the Millican-MacKenzie Post. 

INSURANCE—It was unanimously voted that the town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $4,500.00 for the Insurance 
Account, the same to be spent under the direction of the Se- 
lectmen. | 

TAX TITLES—lIt was voted that the sum of $250.00 be 
raised and appropriated for Tax Titles, the same to be spent 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 

SPECIAL TAX TITLE—It was voted that the town raise 
and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for Special Tax ‘Title ac- 
count, the same to be spent under the direction of the Treas- 
urer. 

HONOR ROLL—It was voted that the sum of $25.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the maintenance of the Honor Roll 
Tablet, the same to be spent under the direction of the Honor 
Roll Committee. 

RESERVE FUND—lIt was voted that the town transfer 
the sum of $1,000.00 from the Overlay Reserve to the Reserve 
Fund, the same to be spent under the direction of the Finance 
Committee. 

WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION FUND ACCOUNT 
—It was voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000.00 for the Claims Account, the same to be spent under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES—It was 
unanimously voted that the town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $100.00 for the Department of Veterans’ Services, the same 
to be spent under the direction of the Selectmen.

Gentlemen: — This is to acknowledge receipt of your let- 
ter of March 5, 1948, asking for a ruling relative to your right 
to use accumulated interest in perpetual care accounts for the 
general maintenance of your cemetery. 

If a certain amount was given for the general care of the 
cemetery, then the income accumulated thereon may be ex- 
pended for the general care of the cemetery. 

However, if a certain account was given for the care of 
a particular lot in your cemetery, then the income accumulated 
thereon may only be expended for the care of that particular 
Jot in your cemetery.

Dear Sir: — This will acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of March 2, relative to the use of accumulated interest from 
cemetery perpetual care funds for the general maintenance of 
the cemetery, and in reply thereto you are advised that income 
derived from trust funds left to the town for the general care 
of the cemetery may be expended for that purpose. 

On the other hand, trust funds left to the town for the 
care of specific lots must be used in accordance with the terms 
of the bequest: namely, the income may be used only for the 
care of the specific lot. Any accumulated income in such per- 
petual care funds remaining after the individual lots have been 
taken care of should be reserved for extraordinary repairs that 
might be necessary in connection with the monument or for 
work on the particular lot. 

The general care of the cemetery is an expense that should 
be provided for by the town as a whole and it would be a 
breach of trust to use income from a particular trust fund for a 
purpose other than that for which the trust was created.

After these two letters were read by Mr. Sleeper the Mod- 
erator proceeded to take up the original motion on cemeteries— 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500 for the 
Cemetery Department, the same to be spent under the direction 
of the Cemetery Commissioners. It was voted.

INTEREST AND TEMPORARY LOANS—It was voted 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,150.00 for 
interest, the same to be spent under the direction of the Select- 
men. 

Article 5—It was voted that the town authorize the Se- 
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lectmen to petition the State Department of Public Works for 
aid for general highway purposes under Sections 26-29, Chap- 
ter 81 of the General Laws and Amendments thereof. 

Article 6—It was unanimously voted that the town auth- 
orize the Selectmen to petition the State Department of Public 
Works and the Middlesex County Commissioners for aid in the 
reconstruction of Winn and Sears Streets, in accordance with 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws and amendments thereof. 

Article 7—-Before this article was taken up Mr. MacDon- 
ald made a recommendation that the Board of Assessors read a 
letter which they received from the Tax Commissioner, Henry 
Long, under date of March 8, 1948.

Motion was made that the town vote to transfer from un- 
appropriated available funds in the treasury the sum of $9,225 
to meet the State’s share of the cost of the work under Chapter 
81, Highways, that the sum of $4,500.00 be transferred from 
unappropriated available funds in the treasury to meet the 
State’s and County’s share of the cost of the work under Chap- 
ter 90, Construction, the re-imbursement from the State and 
County to be restored, upon their receipt, to unappropriated 
available funds in the treasury. An amendment to this article 
was that it be dismissed. Those in favor as counted by the tell- 
ers, 56, those opposed, 57. The question was again on the orig- 
inal motion and it was so voted. 

Article 9—Motion was made that the town vote to trans- 
fer from unappropriated available funds in the treasury, the 
sum of $3,000.00 to purchase and equip a truck for the High- 
way Department, the same to be spent under the direction of 
the Selectmen.

The tellers were again 
called to take a count vote as re-zone votes require a two-thirds 
decision. Those in favor 79; those opposed 32, and the two- 
thirds vote carried. 

Article 16—Motion was made to see if the town will vote 
to instruct the Selectmen and the Water Committee to appear 
before the Legislature in support of two bills filed by Jack Moss 
(1) to borrow $100,000 outside the debt limit; (2) to establish 
a water district bounded by the boundaries of the town. An 
amendment was made that this article be dismissed and referred 
to the Water Committee. The amendment was carried. 

Article 17—It was voted that the Park Commissioners to- 
gether with the Planning Board jointly, investigate the play- 
ground situation in the Winnmere section and report back to a 
special town meeting. 

The meeting was dissolved at 10.45 P. M.

Citizens of Burlington: 

Amidst the turmoil and confusion of a disturbed world, it 
becomes increasingly important that the schools of the nation 
provide a place of security for our boys and girls, as well as an 
opportunity for them to develop that stability of which they 
are in such dire need. With this in mind, your School Com- 
‘mittee and Superintendent have attempted to build a program 
in the schools of Burlington to meet these requirements. 

For the first time in several years, we were able to open the 
schools with few changes in the faculty. This was due, in all 
probability, to our improved salary scale, which, with the in- 
creases promised next year, will compare very favorably with 
that of other towns of the same size and valuation. 

The cost of education continues to grow and with the in- 
creased enrollments in our schools will rise even higher. With 
real estate taxed to the limit, additional revenue must come 
from some other source. Next year, under the new State Aid 
to Education bill, Burlington will receive a reimbursement of 
approximately $12,000.00 more than this year. However, more 
must be done by the State to lessen the burden of the property 
owner. Your support of new bills for increased State aid to 
education is strongly urged. 

At this time, we wish to express our sincere gratitude to 
you for the cooperation you have given us throughout the year.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee. 
Madam Chairman and Members: 

Herewith is submitted my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the calendar year 1948. 

I deem it fitting that at the outset I should report to you 
on two matters in which you have evidenced particular con- 
cern the past year. I refer to the high school curriculum and 
the guidance program. 

During the school year of 1947-1948 the need of curricu- 
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lum revision and guidance became quite apparent as a result of 
inquiries by students concerning their programs. It became 
quite clear that students, now that the chaotic war years and 
years of full employment had passed, likewise were experiencing 
a readjustment period. They, too, were coming to realize the 
need of settling down and giving serious thought to their future. 

With this in mind the administrative personnel of the 
school department, particularly Mr. Horton, principal of the . 
junior-senior high school, proceeded to make a study of the 
curriculum with the idea of revising it, if and where needed. 

During the entire time that the study was underway the 
educational trend or thought of the day, that any changes must 
not increase pupil mortality, that is, cause pupils to leave school 
because of discouragement or failure, was ever present. On the 
other hand one was mindful not to formulate a “snap” course, ° 
2 term applied at times to a course of study. The idea was to 
produce a curricula equally balanced from year to year, both 
as to content and effort; a curricula that would prepare all stu- 
dents to assume the just responsibilities of citizenship; as indi- 
viduals, prepare them for college, for business, or for whatever 
field of endeavor in which those pupils who would make the 
high school the terminal point in their formal educational pro- 
cess would locate. 

When, after serious thought and discussion on your part, 
you voted to accept the results of the study, you put into effect 
this past September a curricula of which you may be justly 
proud. 

To my mind the course of study in our high school today 
accomplishes the education of the whole child to a degree not 
excelled, if equalled, by any high school comparable in size to 
Burlington. As recommended by the former United States Gom- 
missioner of Education, Dr. John Studebaker, a social science 
is now provided in each year of high school. The curriculum 
provides for the rotation of science courses from year to year to 
meet the requirements of our students preparing for college as 
well as those who have a liking for such subjects. The English, 
language, and mathematical requirements are met in their re- 
spective courses. All in all, it certainly appears that the cur- 
ricula of the business, college, and general courses are adequate 
in all respects in properly fitting our students for the future. 

Not content with seeing to it that our high school pupils 
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were provided with a well rounded curriculum you saw fit to 
meet completely the educational needs of the day by appointing 
a guidance supervisor on a part time basis. ‘To be sure, such a 
program could well utilize much more time than what has been 
allotted to Miss Chiesa. 

Her accomplishments in this field in the short space of four 
months are certainly worthy of mention and deserving of praise. 
At the outset several forms were filled out by each junior and 
senior high student, providing her with an accumulation of in- 
formation relative to the individual’s plans and problems, per- 
sonal self-rating scale, and study habit inventory. With this in- 
formation available she then proceeded to interview the mem- 
bers of the junior and senior classes, for many of whom she has 
undertaken much work to find solutions to their problems, and 
answers to their questions. A follow-up study of graduates was 
sent to each graduate of 1947 and 1948, some of whom have 
already been helped and all of whom are welcomed to the 
service. 

To acquaint pupils with the world of work, with various 
schools and professions, Miss Chiesa has arranged for speakers, 
specialists in their fields, to appear at the school. Those who 
have already spoken here include Miss Stuart, Assistant Direc- 
tor of Personnel at the Massachusetts General Hospital; Miss 
Jacqueline O’Connor, stewardess for the American Airlines, 
and Mr. Leon, President of the Mansfield Academy of Beauty 
Culture. 

The placement service for students and graduates, an in- 
tegral part of the guidance program, has been quite successful 
from the start. Since September part time employment has been 
tound for eleven students. In addition, three graduates of last 
year have been placed in permanent positions. 

Another phase of the guidance program to which much 
attention and effort has been given is the testing program. Real- 
izing the value of standardized tests, Miss Chiesa has com- 
pleted plans for giving a series of tests in the junior and senior 
high schools starting in January. They include mental ability, 
achievement, and interest inventory tests. 

This brief survey of the guidance service shows that its 
addition to the school program is an important one. 

Thus far this report has been devoted entirely to the efforts 
that have been made this past year in improving the curriculum 
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and providing guidance in the high school. All the while sim- 
ilar efforts have been directed to the elementary grades. In this 
respect a desire to coordinate the content matter of arithemetic 
in the grades has resulted in a course of study which is nearing 
completion. Since October Miss Blanchard and her teachers 
have worked with me to place subject matter in the proper 
grade level. I have high hopes of having it completed and in 
effect by the end of January next. 

At this time I deem it proper to point out to you the value 
of including in the curriculum of at least the grades and junior 
high school subjects which, to some people, seem unnecessary, 
and as having no value in the education of the child. I refer, 
particularly, to art and music. If you had witnessed the credit- 
able performance of the operetta, The Obliging Clock, present- 
ed early in the year by the children of the Union School, you 
would have seen much hidden talent brought to the forefront. 
Such a presentation of necessity must develop a beneficial psy- 
chological effect upon some of the participants to do better 
work. Similarly, some of the drawings of pupils in the grammar 
school, and, of late, those of pupils in the junior high certain- 
ly demand the use of the imaginative power and the coordi- 
nation of the child’s faculties. 

In reporting to you on the personnel responsible for 
the education of the children of our schools, it is gratifying to 
state that our faculty is a good one. It comprises a group of 
hard working people, eager to do a good job and fully cogni- 
zant of their responsibilities. 

This year has witnessed several changes and additions to 
the administrative and teaching staffs. As a result of Mr. Fran- 
cis McDermott’s leaving in June to enter industry, Mr. James 
Horton was made principal of both the junior and senior high 
schools, and Miss Rose Chiesa elected to the position of as- 
sistant-principal, dean of girls, and guidance director. Mr. 
Thomas Mohan, a graduate of Tufts College, was elected to 
fill the teaching vacancy created by Miss Chiesa’s elevation. 
Mr. Robert Thomas, a graduate of Boston College, was ap- 
pointed to the new teaching position necessitated by the in- 
creased enrollment in the high school. Also at this time Miss 
Marilyn Gibbons, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College, was 
appointed to a third grade teaching position resulting from 
Miss Mary Machado’s requested transfer to the first grade. 
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Other changes and additions to the teaching staff will be 
noted with the reopening of school after the Christmas recess. 
Your decision, effective in January, for which I am grateful, to 
make a split grade out of large fourth and fifth grades required 
the appointing of an additional teacher. Mrs. Bessie Beaton, a 
graduate of Lowell Teachers College, with eleven years of 
teaching experience as a background, was elected to the posi- 
tion. After thirteen years of faithful service in the Union 
School, Mrs. Ruth Vigneau Walsh tendered her resignation 
from the school department early in December. Miss Shirley 
Sevrens, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College, was elected to 
her position. to take effect in January. 

This past year our athletic program succeeded in not only 
achieving its primary aims, namely, physical growth and good 
sportsmanship, but has been relatively successful in producing 
winning teams. On the other hand and as in the past, athlet- 
ics have taken a loss financially. This situation plus the need . 
of purchasing new football equipment, not only as a safeguard 
against injury to our boys but also for the psychological effect 
a well equipped team has on its own players as well as the op- 
position, necessitated our conducting a drive throughout the 
town for financial assistance. For the support given the drive 
by the townspeople and local organizations we are indeed grate- 
ful. It is a pleasure to report that the drive netted an amount 
sufficient to not only meet all financial obligations at the mo- 
ment, but also to make a down payment on uniforms for the 
girls’ and boys’ basketball teams. 

Due to the watchfulness and thoroughness of the work of 
Dr. Robinson, the school physician, and Mrs. Connors, the 
school nurse, the general health of the pupils is quite satisfac- 
tory. ‘Their service is commendable. 

The accomplishments of these clinics are all the more 
commendable when it is realized such services are beyond the 
medical care requirements as set down by state law. 

As a result of the continued rise in cost and the necessity 
of meeting the menu requirements as set down by the School 
Lunch Program, it was necessary this fall to reduce the hourly 
wage scale and the number of hours of work of the women 
employed in the schools’ cafeterias. This step had to be taken 
to keep the program on a self-supporting basis. The employ- 
ees of the project realized the financial circumstances involved. 
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They very willingly accepted the situation and have continued 
to give excellent srevice for which the school department is 
grateful. 

Repairs to the schools have been considerable this year. 
All repairs included in the budget for the year have been ac- 
complished. In the high school, they included waterproofing 
the south and west walls of the auditorium, painting of the 
auditorium, sanding and refinishing the floors of the auditorium 
and offices. Repairs of an emergency nature that arose in the 
high school this year included the purchase of a new air com- 
presser and repairs of the vacuum pump, both essential parts 
of the heating system, and replacing batteries and operating 
unit of the emergency lighting system. 

Repairs to the Union School included the painting of the 
second floor classrooms, cleaning of boiler and chimney, and 
painting walls of the cafeteria. In addition to replacing several 
windows in the annex, it was necessary to plaster the walls and 
ceiling of its boiler room to meet the requirements of the 
_ Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. 

At the moment, additional repair work is underway in the 
elementary schools. ‘The blackboards in both buildings are be- 
ing reconditioned and the interior of the annex building is 
being painted. 

Such repairs along with the splendid care given by the 
janitors to their respective buildings will certainly extend the 
life and usefulness of the school buildings. 

In conclusion, I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the 
parents, the town’s organizations, town officials and school 
employees for their helpful co-operation this past year. To 
you, the Committee members, am I truly grateful for your ad- 
vice, co-operation, patient and loyal support.

Age of Admission 


Pupils entering the first grade in September 1949, must be 
of five years of age on or before January 1, 1949. In other 
words, a child entering Grade One next September will have 
his sixth birthday on or before January 1 of the year 1950. 

A child reaching the age of five between January | and 
April 1 of 1949 may qualify for admission to the first grade by 
passing an intelligence test given by the School Department. A 
parent desirous of having a child take this test should make ar- 
rangement with the School Department at least two weeks in 
advance of the schools’ reopening. It is imperative in such a 
case for the parent to produce a birth certificate at the time 
of examination. 


Vaccination 


The state law requires all pupils attending public schools 
to be vaccinated. Exceptions will be made of a child presenting 
a certificate signed by a registered physician to the effect that he 
has personally examined the child and found his physical condi- 
tion such that his or her health would be endangered by vacci- 
nation. 


Attendance 


Regular attendance is necessary to do satisfactory work. A 
written excuse from the parent or guardian is required for every 
absence, tardiness, or dismissal. No pupil is allowed to leave the 
school during the session without permission from the Principal 
or Superintendent. Unless the pupil brings with him a written 
request for dismissal from his parent or guardian, he is per- 
mitted to leave only in case of emergency. 

Teachers may require pupils to attend the extra afternoon 
session if it is necessary for success in their work or for disci- 
pline.

The general health has been up to the standard during 
the year 1948, and compares favorably with the larger towns. 

I learned this while attending a course of lectures, given 
by the Public Health Department of Harvard University for 
benefit of School Physicians. 

Comparing the health program of Burlington Schools with 
that recommended we are well up and in some activities ahead 
of our neighboring schools. 

One great advancement is the system of eye examinations, 
and we think it should be continued. 

At the immunization clinic fifty-seven children received the 
Anti-Toxin Inoculation. ‘This makes our town about 90% 
immune.

I assisted Dr. Robinson in his examination of all children 
in the odd grades, aand parents were notified of defects when 
tound. 

Regular supervision was given to children’s weight and 
height. 

A number of cases of Chicken Pox were reported during 
the last month of this year. 

Immunization against Dipththeria was given to twenty- 
eight school, and twenty-nine pre-school children. ‘The State 
Health Department advises that all children be given the 
“Toxoid Vaccine” before entering school. Our aim is for 
100%. 

The School Dental Clinic was carried on by Dr. Edward 
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McCall, who made thirty visits, and completed 306 fillings, 32 
extractions, 125 cleanings, and ten treatments. 

Audiometer tests were completed on 200 pupils at the 
Union School; 68 were retested. Pupils from the High School, 
referred by teachers, were also tested. 

In addition to the usual vision testing by teachers, Dr. 
Sidney Adams examined 523 pupils. One hundred fifty- 
nine pupils were found to have defective vision. 

Every pupil in the lower grades has been examined. 
This includes external inspection of the eyes, as well as retinos- 
copic examination; the minimum necessary for the determina- 
tion of ocular fitness for school work. 

Seventy percent of the notices sent to families have been 
favorably answered with correction of vision. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of School, School Com- 
mittee, School Physician, all the teachers, and members of the 
Board of Health for their co-operation.

Report of Chief of Police 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit the report of the Police Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

As you read this report you will notice that for the year 
1948 there has been a slight decrease in automobile accidents, 
and a much greater decrease in personal injuries resulting from 
these accidents. This, I believe, can ben contributed to some 
degree by the co-operation of the Department of Public Works 
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in their early painting of traffic lanes on Route 3 at the 
request of this department. 

During the year 1948, this town had four fatal automobile 
accidents. It is gratifying to know that in each and every one 
of these accidents there was but one automobile involved. In 
two of these accidents involving fatalities, the blame can be 
placed to excessive drinking of intoxicating liquor. The other 
accident can be contributed to excessive speed on the part of 
the operator. 

Recently a notice was received from The Federal Com- 
munication Commission stating that the present radio system 
was to be outlawed by June, 1950. ‘This applies to all Police 
Departments in the 30 to 40 megacycles band. I believe that 
a survey should be made immediately in regards to purchasing 
new equipment for the Police and Fire Departments as we are 
linked together on the same frequency, and it takes from 4 to 
5 months to receive construction permits and from 4 to 5 
months to receive new equipment.

The new truck is nearing completion. There have been 
numerous delays in getting parts and material, and at the pres- 
ent time we are still waiting for some vital parts. 

Causes of the building fire calls answered are as follows: 
Incendiary, 4; Careless Smoking, 2; A Combination of Im- 
proper Installation of Oil Burners and Smoke Pipes Together 
With Overheating, 2; and one each of the following: Defective 
Power Burner, Sparks From Furnace, Grass Fire, Lightning, 
Spontaneous Ignition, and a Plumber’s Torch. 

A serious condition exists in this town in regards to build- 
ing fires, namely: lack of proper building laws and wire inspec- 
tion. Wiring that exists in some of the buildings in this town 
is deplorable. Conditions such as this has caused fires in the 
past and will surely cause more fires in the future if not cor- 
rected. An officer of wire inspector should be formed imme- 
diately. 

Another situation that exists and should be corrected is 
the lack of house numbers. At the present time some people 
are making their own numbers without any regard to their loca- 
tion on the street. With new building going on and new people 
moving in, that will soon be causing mistakes in response of 
any of the public services. For instance, a new party by the 
name of I. M. NEEDY, calls for help of some kind, and says 
he lives on Cambridge Street. Where would YOU go. A 
uniform system of house numbering should be started NOW. 

Grass and brush fires were caused mainly by, persons 
burning grass and rubbish without a permit and careless use 
of incinerators. 

The recent accident at the Mill Pond again brings before 
us the need of a boat that can be dispatched immediately to 
the scene of accident. I would suggest that a small trailer 
be purchased aand that it carry a boat and necessary rescue 
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apparatus, and that the fire trucks and police car be equipped 
to tow the same, so that this unit could be quickly brought to 
the scene of an accident.

REPORT OF MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION 
SERVICE FOR TOWN OF BURLINGTON 


The Middlesex County Extension Service is a county or- 
ganization maintained to serve the various towns of the county 
especially in the field of agriculture and home economies. 

General meetings of interest to vegetable growers and poul- 
trymen were attended by many of the farmers of Burlington. 
The newly organized Swine Breeders Association has also in- 
terested some of the farmers from Burlington. 

The homemakers of Burlington did not take as active a 
part in the homemaking programs of the county as is usually

the case. Plans are under way for 1949 with the hope that in 
the clothing and food projects the various organizations within 
the town will participate. 

Of interest to 4-H club boys and girls there was a food 
preparation club under the leadership of Mrs. John Peterson 
and an agricultural club under the leadership of Robert Burns. 

Toward the end of the year a clothing club was organized. 
James Pattison was a star club*member in the town this year, 
receiving a County medal in the National Garden Contest, a 
cash award from the Massachusetts Society for Promoting Agri- 
culture on his dairy work and representing the County at State 
Boys’ Day at the University of Massachusetts. Others who did 
fine work are Edmund Kindred, Robert Murphy, Thomas Hay- 
wood, Harold Small and Charles Hale. 

Activities in this 4-H Club work has been handicapped to 
a great extent by the shortage of leaders who could give their 
time. Any help that may be volunteered in leadership by Adults 
will be greatly appreciated and will certainly pay dividends 
with the young folks.

12, 1947 to February 17, 1948, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Burlington for the 
period from February 12, 1947, the date of the previous audit, to 
February 17, 1948, and submit the following report ‘thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
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verified by comparison with the records in the offices of the 
town accountant and the town treasurer. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash receipts, as recorded, were checked 
with the departmental records and with the treasurer’s books, 
while the payments were compared with the treasury warrants 
and the treasurer’s records. 

The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriation accounts were 
checked with the amounts voted by the town as shown on the 
town clerk’s record of town meetings, and the recorded transfers 
from the reserve fund were compared with the amounts author- 
ized by the finance committee, while other accounts were checked 
with the records of the various departments in which the transac- 
tions originated. 

A trial balance was taken off, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on February 17, 1948. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and verified 
by comparison with the records in the several departments col- 
lecting money for the town, with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, and with the town accountant’s 
books. The payments, as entered, were checked with the select- 
men’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds and 
with the records of the town accountant. 

The cash book was footed, and the cash balance on February 
17, 1948, was verified by reconciliation of the bank balances with 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit and by actual count 
of the cash in the office. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the invest- 
ments of trust funds in custody of the town treasurer and the 
trustees of the Marshall Simonds Park Fund were personally 
examined and listed. The income was proved and all transactions 
and balances were verified. 

The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and checked. The amounts added to the tax title 
account were compared with the collector’s records. The reported 
redemptions and sales were checked with the receipts as recorded 
on the treasurer’s books, and the tax titles and tax possessions 
on hand were listed, proved, and checked with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The accounts outstanding according to the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists, were 
verified and checked to the assessors’ warrants for their collection. 
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The payments to the treasurer were verified, the recorded abate- 
ments were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled 
with the controlling accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 

It was found necessary, in order to reconcile the collector’s 
accounts, to verify the addition of all cash books and to check the 
commitment book postings completely, thereby increasing the 
cost of the audit. 

Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, the replies received there- 
to indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined. The 
records of dog and sporting licenses issued were checked, and the 
payments to the town and the state were verified. 

The records of departmental cash collections by the select- 
men, the sealer of weights and measures, and the inspector of 
buildings, as well as by the police, school, library, and cemetery 
departments, were examined and checked. The payments to the 
town treasurer were verified, ‘and the cash on hand in the ante 
departments was proved by actual count. 

The surety bond on file for the several town officials for. the 

faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in proper form. _ 
_ Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the tax 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, tax. possession, 
and departmental accounts, as well as schedules showing the con- 
dition and transactions of the trust funds. 

For the cooperation extended by all town officials aoc 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of DY assistants and 
for myself, to express appreciation.
